Can fiiilh 
j save him ?" Certain it is, that faith is effi- 
cacious no farther than it produces works of 
righteousness. It is even so in a moral 
point of view. A child may receive the 
best of counsel from its parents, and may 
nominally believe all that it is taught; yet 
the belief of that child is beneficial no far- 
ther than it produces adherence to the in- 
struction given it. 

It is in this sense that John snys " whoso- 
ever believfeth that Jesus is the Christ, is 
born of God. V 1 John, v. 1, JMov/ It would 
not answer lo apply this lo the mere no mi- 
ntt I believer, for many such are blasphemers 
of Christ. Yet they professedly believe alL 
that the scriptures say of liiuw Let it be 
ke.pt in mind, that (ha scriptures raqtiite us 
lo believe wiih our hearts, which is very 
different from simply believing with .our 
heads. The faith of the un regenerate be- 
liever is nothing ; more than the opinion of 
(he head. Pau-L says " with ihe heart man 
helieveth unto righteousness." Rom. x. 10.

God; and that if wc seek to please the 
world, we are not his servants. The suc- 
cess ot the Apostles' preaching was not from 
the enlistment of worldly distinction, ns we 
have shown, but from the simple fact, that 
they spake as I hey were moved by the Holy 
Ghost. They laid aside every earthly hope 
and promise, and lircd themselves hi con- 
stant communion with their God, baring 
confidence that he would bless. They 
claimed the promise, ' : and lo 1 am with you 
always," and carried it to the throne and 
there prevailed. And upon this principle 
they prevailed with men ; the Lord work- 
ing with them, and confirming the word bv 
signs following. And if preachers, at the 
present day, would believe that the anoint- 
ing which they have received, should teach 
them, and is no lie, their success would be 
more abundant. 

But there appears to be a real difference 
between the method of preaching, at the 
present day, and that practiced bv the prim- 
al v e d isc i p I es. The usual m elhod of t rea t-

U is well known that many of the Preachers of 
the Christian connexion, are much given to the 
practice of criticising and declaiming the systems 
of others; and we can but hope, that Elder aha v,-'s 
Communication will call their attention at home ; 
and I hat they will either adopt some consistent 
efficient system, or eke acknowledge that Ihev 
h;ive none. 

PitlLO O.IDO.

It is true that a part of the independence 
of each town and state is surrendered, in 
order to secure to the whole in genera!, nod 
to each district in particular, greater privi- 
leges than could be enjoyed by retaining the 
whole. It is a fact undeniable, that in a 
church or state, either there must be no as- 
sociated body at all, or some part of the in- 
dependence of the individual members of an 
association must be surrendered to the body ; 
and if, in any measure, tiie members act in 
sub jec lion to the decisions of their repre- 
sentatives, so far they net not independently, 
but in subordination to those, who, by (heir 
own suffrage.*, were chosen to act in their 
behalf. No large community can meet per- 
sonaliy; hence, they must meet by their 
delegates, or not at all; and if ihey do not 
like the measures adopted, (hey must either 
change Ibe men, or withdraw themselves. 

The rue Gibers of a christian community 
are churches, which are composed of indi- 
viduals received into fellowship on cerlain 
grounds or conditions. Churches have an 



band in what such a conference has done, 
none feel bound by the decisions, and things 
remain as they were in Israel, when every 
one did what was right in his own eyes. 

Instead of uniformity, a change of circum- 
stances produces still greater difference 
while each church is governed by the cap 
rice of a few, or by outward circumstance, 
which are constantly changing. These 
tbings are for want of a regular system to be 
governed by, which shall embrace all the 
parts which ought to be brought to act to- 
gether, and so harmonize that each part 
shall feel and receive help from the res!, 
and none be eased while others are bur- 
dened. 

A system to move all the machinery at 
once, and yet move the whole harmonious- 
ly, must embrace the churches and all the 
public gifts, great and small, weak and 
strong; must cherish and encourage the 
weak, by holding out to them a helping 
hand. 

Three systems are set before us, and we 
are left to choose ; 1st Episcopacy, which 
puts all the government into the hands of 



tiysicm, for the well regulating of any so- 
ciety, and to ensure its e;:i-tence and pros- 
peri iy. is indispensable- This is no less ne- 
cessary in a religious, than in a political, 
literary, or commercial association. All 
bodies are composed of members, which are 
so many component parts of the whole. 
The great object, in all such bodies, is, that 
each part may contribute its proper propor- 
tioa towards the support of the body : and 
may, in return, receive its proper propor- 
tion of assistance and support from the 
body. 

Hence the necessity of ascertaining the 
location, and comparative strength and needs 
of every member of a community j and by 
bringing these to a common centre, and as- 
certaining or prescribing, by mutual con- 
sent, the powers vested in the body forming 
a common centre, all the parts are brought 
to operate together in harmony, by general 
consent; and thus, union, activity, and sta- 
bility are made apparent through'the whole. 
In all large associated bodies, it is necessary 
that there be an advance by regular step's 
frem the scattered branches, in regular gra- 
dation, till we arrive at the centre%f union, 
where the wisdom and strength of the 
whole shall meet; and from which shall be 
diffused, light and counsel, carrying a salu- 
tary influence to the" most remote and ob- 
scure members. Were all our inco rporated 
towns so many independent sovereignties, 
confusion would soon be introduced, and 
throw our country into embarrassments im- 
measurable and innumerable; buit while 
each town enjoys a proper degree of inde- 
pendence for ils own convenience, a number 
of towns compose a county, and a number of 
3hesg compose a state, and a number of

assemble, they act for those they represent. 
There is no necessity for an association 
or representation, for the management of 
those things which concern an individual 
church only ; these can be attended to at 
home in the church, decided and finally set- 
tled there, either among themselves, or with 
the advice of counsel. A body of represen- 
tatives, therefore, ate to act for the body 
they represent, and to devise and carry inlo 
effectsuch measures, as shall, in their judg- 
ment, be conducive to the interest of the 
whole ; and being chosen by the churches, 
their acts should be counted valid, and con- 
sidered obligatory on the body. 

Kot that such a body is authorised to make 
laws for the church of God; but, being 
composed of ministers approved by the 
churches, and representatives chosen from 
among the private members of the churche?, 
they should see that the laws of Christ are 
attended to, and that the wants of the 
churches are supplied, and that no devia- 
tions from the essential principles of the 
gospel be countenanced ; but on the contra- 
ry, that all such deviations and corruptions 
be strictly guarded against. 

A conference of ministers, self created, 
acting without the sanction of the churches,' 
and whose doings are consequently only ad- 
visory, may labor long and hard, but still, 
little will be brought to pass; 'for, after ail, 
the churches are not fully represented ; nei- 
ther do they speak in the conferences by 
their representatives, that thereby the (Li- 
Ings of the conference may be the doings of 
the churches through those they have chos- 
en to represent, and act for them. Conse- 
quently, when a conference closes, all things 
being considered but advisory, and the 
churches knowing that they have had no 
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undoubted right to remain perfectly inrie- the ministers ; 2d A system strictly coue're- 
penuent, or to associate together: if they | gational, which gives the ministry, as a 

body, no power ; 3d An association of minis- 
ters and churches, which gives ministers a 
share of authority, and "also gives the 
churches full liberty and power to act for 
themselves in conjunction with the min- 
istry. 

The first of tbe three is tyrannical ; the 
second is anarcliial; the third is liberal, yet 
effeclunl. Still, to introduce Ibis system 
and yet neglect the full and complete rep- 
resentation of the churches, or to consider 
all the acts of a body thus organized, merely 
advisory, will soon cause the whole to be par- 
alyzed, and soon to degenerate into an inef- 
ficient, nominal thing. But let conferences 
be organized, composed of ministers and 
representatives appointed by the churches 
to act for them in 'conference ; let the 
churches know and fee! the importance of 
punctuality in such a representation; then 
let it be known, that the acts of conference 
are to be regarded as I he acts of all the min- 
isters and nil the churches associated; and 
let the conference, having received a just 
representation of the situation of its church- 
es, make such provision for them, as their 
present wants shall require. 

That this may be done more effectually, 
let such conferences be comprised within a 
small circle; say two or three within the 
present limits of one of our local conferenc- 
es; and let them hold a session connected 
with a.public meeting once in three, four, 
or sis months, as shall be agreed upon! 
Then let delegates from these be chosen to 
meet in annual conference ; and let a gene- 
ral conference, to meet as often as shall be 
thought best, be composed of delegates chos- 
en out of the several annual conferences. 

This, with the necessary appendages, 
completes the system, when the powers of 
each and all are defined. Such a system 
would be the introduction of nothing sub-

REACTION AND REFORM. 

Dear Brother Editor, 

While perusing the minutes of the 
Christian Conferences, in the States of 
New-Hampshire and Maine, I find that 
those Conferences "consider the General 
Christian Conference of the U. States, 
imperfect in its organization ;" and have 
declined sending messengers to said Con- 
ference. The cause, which they assign 
for their separation, is. in some respects, 
similar to that for which the Christian 
Brethren in Vermont separated from said 
Conference, eight years a^o. There is 
this difference, however, the Christian 
Brethren considered the General Confer- 
ence, and its tributary Conferences, to be 
' the Christian Connection ; and that it 
was a compact formed out of the people 
called Christians, and a body or society 
different from any thing that ever exist- 
ed among that people, till the Genera! 
Conference was organized in 1820. But 
the New-Hampshire and Maine Confer- 
ences seem to express an attachment to 
the Christian connection ; while they 
separate from the General Conference, 
according to our understanding, thus 
declare themselves firmly to that, from 
which they separate, if they, or any 
others, can show, that there ever was an 
organized hody, that existed under the 
name of Christian Connexion, previous 
to the time the General Conference was 
organized, or that thai Conference was 
organized by any proper act of the peo- 
ple called Christians,, I hey will ctous the 
favor to convince ns of our mistake ; 
but, till that can be done, we must be- 
lieve, that the, General Conference and 
its constituent Conferences, is the Chris- 
tian connection *, and that they have 
palmed off their proceedings upon the 
people called -Christians, in general, and 
have usurped the jurisdiction of those 
churches, that had been previously form- 
ed among that people, in many instances, 
without even asking whether they wish - 
ed to be connected with them or not,

BAPTISM — No. I." 
Viewing' the beauty and sublimity 
of the ordinance of baptism, (not- 
withstanding my inadequacy,) I 
have been induced to offer a few re- 
marks on that subject, and sincerely 
hope some more able person will 
write more fully upon the same. 
My design is not to cast reflections 
on those who differ from me in 
opinion, but to throw light. 

The question first arises. Who 
are fit subjects for gospel Eaptism, 
Some, (whose writings are now ex- 
tant,) in answering this question, 
have said, that Infants are fit sub- 
jects for this ordinance, and draw 
their arguments, chiefly, from the 
"belief that the Abrahamic and 
Christian Covenants are the same, 
and that, as children were admitted 
under the former; and that as Bap- 
tism is now a seal, sign or confirma- 
tion of the Christian Covenant, in- 
fants have as great a right to it as 
children had to tire seal of circum- 



cision under the law." For a proo; 
of this belief, they quote the words 
of Peter in Acts i'i, S9. "For the 
promise is to you and to your chil- 
dren." Now let us examine the 
subject. Peter was addressing him- 
self to thousan.ns who were assem- 
bled at Jerusalem, from all nations 
under heaven; and his testimony 
being attended with so much of the 
spirit of God, and his doctrine so 
reasonable and convincing, that 
they plainly saw their own pollu- 
tion by nature, and were led to cry 
out, " Men and brethren,, whnt must 
we do? " Peter answered, " Repent 
and be converted every one of you, 
and you shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost." And for their en- 
couragement to attend to his direc- 
tions, he tells them " The promise 
is to you and to your chilnren, and 
fo them that eome.afar off, even as 
many as the Lord our God shall 
call." Now to suppose that Peter 
meant, to be understood, that the 
ordinance of Baptism, to be admin- 
istered to, or the Holy Ghost confer- 
red on those children that were un- 
born, is supposing that which our 
better judgement would contradict. 
And stiil it is just as reasonable to 
suppose this, as to suppose be meant 
that the ordinance of Baptism should 
be administered to, or the Holy 
Ghost conferred on those children, 
before they are capable of hearing 
the calls of God, or of repenting 
when He calls. The plain fact of 
the ease is, then, that while God 
was calling they had the privilege 
of repenting, and of being baptized, 
with a promise of receiving the Ho- 
ly Ghost; and that their children 
after them should be favored of God 
in the same way. Not that thev 
should be called'of God, or repent, 
or be baptised, or received the Holy- 
Ghost, cither before they were 
born, or before they come to years 
of discretion, or before they repent- 
ed; but after. As it respects circum- 
cision, it was a sign by which the 
posterity of Abraham was distin- 
guished from all other nations, and 
was exclusively enjoyed by the jews, 
which sign entitled' that nation to 
the privileges, rights and ceremo- 
nies of the Law of Moses. (Rom. iii- 
1^2.) But -that circr.mcisiorJ was 



the same under the law that baptism 
is under the gospel dispensation, if 
am prepared, with candor, seriously 
to deny, as 1 shall hereafter endeav- 
or Lo show. 1 do not say that eir- 
enmcision had no meaning;. — it had 
a meaning, and was pointing for- 
ward, not' to Baptism, but to regen- 
eration; as may plainly be discover- 
ed from the following passages of 
scripture. Detil. xxx- 6. lloin. ii. 
28,29. Phil. iii. 3. Col. IS. As 
none under the law could he favor- 



ed with the. privileges of Abraham's 
family, without being circumcised, 
but were liable to be cut off from 
the eohgregution of Israel, (Gen. 
xvii. 14.) so none, can be blessed 
with the spiritual blessings of the 
Gospel, without being born again; 
but are to be cast out of the congre- 
gation of the righteous. (John iii. 
|3, 5.) But the Gospel is come, and 
the Law is done away. Circumcis- 
ion of course, is done away also. 1 
Cor. vii. 19. Hefa, x. 9. Admit- 
ting that baptism is a seal of the 
new, or Christian covenant; it docs 
not prove infant baptism, but the 
contrary; for the new covenant is 
the sheding abroad a Savior's love 
in the heart; 1-3 eb. viii. 10. and as 
it always takes two to make a cove- 
nant, contract, or bargain, conse- 
quently, the creature niust be active 
in complying with the cor. d ions on 
which the blessing of salvation is of- 
fered, in order to receive it. The 
condition is, " Repent and forsake; 
and ye shall find mercy." And 
Paul told the jailor to believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and, he should be 
saved. The usual way of doing bu- 
siness, is, first, to make the contract 
or covenant, and then set the seal. 
Not to put the seal on whether the 
bargain is made or not. So admit- 
ting baptism to be a seal of the new 
covenant, (or the new birth,) it 
would be proper fo r sinners, first fo 
enter into this contract and comply 
with the conditions of the gospel, 
and " give their hearts away to 
God," and promise to serve him the 
rest of their days, and receive hia 
''laws into their minds," and have 
it '" printed in theer hearts," before 
the seal is set, i. e. before they are 
baptized. While we examine the

Math, 
xxviii. 19- Mark xvi. 16. Would 
riot Jesus have told his disciples 
something about baptizing children, 
if it was his will for them thus to 
do? Again, an account is given oi 
Peter's preaolimg repentance to the 
people, and of those being baptized 
who gladly received his preaching, 
and ef those only. (Acts ii. 38, 41.) 
A similar account is given in Acts 
viil. 12. Where it is said that those 
who "believed Philip's preaching 
the fhings concerning the kingdom 
of God, 'they were baptized, bofh 
•men and women; but nothing said 
of children. The account given of 
Jjyclja and her household, (in Acts 
xvi. 14, 15,) is not so explicit as in 
other places. An idea has been ad- 
vanced, that Ly ilia's household con- 
sisted of a family of children, and 
an argument drawn from this idea 
in favor of infant baptism. How 
.any person of candor could imbibe 
such an idea from reading the ac- 
count, is to mo astonishing: for we 
'have no reason to believe she was 
ever married, but was a me reliant - 
ess in the city of Thyalira, and had 
the management of her own busi- 
ness, viz. selling of purple. We see 
at once that her household would 
not be likely to he made up of chil- 
dren, but of lured servants, whom 
she had employed to assist in her 
business. And it is reasonable to 
conclude that her household 'attend- 
ed nnln the things that were Spoken 
of Paul,' with lier, as well as to he 
baptized with her. The history of 
the jailor, in Acts xvi. 31 — 3-1, is 
similar to that of Lydia. In the 
31st verse, Paul tells the jailor to 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and he should he saved, and bis 
house: not that his bouse should be 
saved without believing; which will 
".appear evident when we trace the

If so, he suffered the penally of the 
law himself, and when penally is once suffered, 
justice can have no more demands; conse- 
quently it was not tteeeunty for Christ to have

■preachers ore an imposition upon tlie world, 
and a burden (o (lie churches ; and tlie J belcr 
go home-arid stay th'erej or repent and believe 
the gospel they pretend lo preach; and get into 
the woflcef Ood,' and get the truo testimony 
of Jesus, whioh is the spirit of prophecy, niiio 
their hearts, and then they will find enough tu 
say and do, without preaching themselves; or 
their trials, to the people. With such preach- 
ers there must be |omelhing J floi«e. a great 
choice is necessary. The churches are groan- 
in" beneath the cold, chilling lethargy of 'heir 
/ influence. And they are too much like the 
' inject that devour; all before them, and leaves 

notliitjg behind Ibem. If Ihcy are appointed 
W to the care of churches, the church languishes 
under their administration; and if-Chcy are free 
from i he care of any church, it curly relieves 
them from feeling any responsibility or labor at 
.all, and then they ore out of employment; and 
fall asleep or go a flstiitig:. 

Some may think that such preachers were 
never called 10 the work or ihe ministry: hut it 
)/ is not a certain evidence that they are not, he- 
• I' cause they are not useful. ! I may he that Ihey 
*!' f.re not faithful, and in consequence or their 
' luck of failli, and the Spirit and powe'r of reli- 
' ' giun, they are unsuccessful in their labors. We 
frequently liud that those who have heretofore 
useful, full into such a useless state, and not- 
withstanding nil the proof that once appeared 
of their b'-in; called of God, -there is note no 
fruit of'lhoir la'hors. And if Mich, through ■ouP, 
obedience or neglect of duly, grow useless, it 
may be tint some are always useless on the 
f ame account. Rut it is high time that such 
preachers were alarmed; and that they should 
either resini their claims to call and work. 
Preachers are also to give Ihemseves wholly 
to these things, aitd make Full proof of their 
ministry, that their profiting may appear to all, 

or at least lo some.

No conformity of circum- 
stances can account for tlie or- 
igin of Christianity. 

A being known to the work! 
only as a Jewish peasant, de- 
livered a iystim of doctrine 
which overthrew not merely 
some feeble philosophy, or 
some harsh and unpopular su- 
petition, but both the theory 
and establish merit of the state 

of religion guarded and fought 
for by the armd strength of the 
most powerful government of 
I he greatest of all empires. 
Thonsands and tens of thou- 
sands owed their daily bread 
lo their connection with that 
religion. Millions on millions 
have indentified it with all 
their conceptions of life, en- 
joyment, and of that obscure 
hope in which, the heathen saw 
a life to come. The noble 
families owed to it a large por 
tion of their rank and influ- 
ence. The emperor himself 
was the high priest. Old tra. 
dition, invigorated into living 
belief, made it the pledge of 
safety to the empire — a sacred 
protector, without which the 
glorious Roman dominion 
were destined to inevitable ru- 
in. Yet against the colossal 
and haughty erection , the con- 



smnate work of subtlety and 
strength—stood forth a solita- 
ry being and at his word the 
whole pile, the great fortress 
tii at sowered U P to heaven

By 110th 
inij that can find a parallel in 
the history of huniiiu impulse. 
Signal austerity, enthusiasm, 
military genius, the promise 
of splendid success, visionary 
doctrines, the displays of a sen 
sual paradise, have made pros, 
elytcs l» barbarous ages, ^ or a- 
mong the loose creeds ot con- 
tending heresies.

Be pluck- 
ed up the temporal ambition 
of his followers by the roots, 
and told them that if they were 
lo be great, it most he through 
the grave. In the view ot un- 
populrrity, desertion and 
death, he" pronounced to the 
Jew the extinction of their 
national existence, to the disci 

pies, their lives of persecution. 
At the time of his death, his 
name had scarcely passed be- 
yond his despised province; — 
and when it at length reached 
Rome, it was known, only in 
contemptuous connexion with 
that of a crowd of uufortuiiate 
men condemned to the rack 
and the flame- Yet, within the 
life of man his religion consti- 1 
tuled the worship of emperor 
and pc-3:>le, his doctrines were 
acknowledged as inspiration, 
and the civilized world bowed 
down before him as the God 
whom *":e heaven and the 
heaven of heaveus cannot con- 
tain.

RAW PREACHING. 

Tlic-e is a very wide differ- 
ence between the desire for 
the sacred office, which carries 
a man through eight years of 
preparatory study, and that 
eager wish to be recognized by 
the church which urges raw, 
undisciplined lads, in the no. 
vicjate. of their religion, to 
seek this sacred office. Other 
qualifications than a fierce and 
fiery zeal are called for in a 
minister of the religion of 
Christ. He who teaches re- 
ligion, has to teach persons of 
all classes, the master spirits of 
the nation, who expect just- 
ness and force of thought, pro- 
priety of language, enlarged 
and liberal views, united with 
'meekness of heavenly wis- 
dom:' and uninstructed poor, 
who need that the truth 
should be set forth in terms so 
clear and familiar that they 
cannot be mistaken. 

The man of raal learning a- 
lone is sbil to perfvrm this "ser- 
vice. Accustomed to investi- 
gation, he arranges his 
thoughts in natural order; 
habituated to the search after 
truth, he employs words with 
precision; and knowing how 
greatly trie energy of language 
is increased by simplicity, he 
use* (great pkiness of speech.' 

Whereas the untaught, and 
half taught, foolishly imagine 
that they are great* and pro- 
found, in proportion as they 
are unintelligible. The most 
eloquent men'J whom I have 
ever known, such as, Patrick 
Henry and John Randolph, 
among statesmen, and James 
Waddell and James Turner, 
among preachers, were re- 
markable for the simplicity of 
their manner, and the perfect 



intelliglbleness of their la n ~ 

f[uage. They made every one- 
earned and rude, feel their 
intellectual power. The art 
consists mainly in setting the 
subject so plainly and distinct- 
ly before the people, that eve- 
ry one shall think he can see 
it himself. But it requires 
much intellectual discipline t& 
enable a speaker to do this.

But what is highly esteemed 
among men is abomination in 
the sight of God. 

I. feel to be candid on these 
matters and wish to speak and 
write as one that must account 
to the great judge of the quick 
and dead. And to stand my 
self in that liberty that Christ 



has given to soul and body and 
know no man after the "flesh 
though 1 have known some 
bondage by subscribing to the 
name articles and disipline of 
the people called Reformed 
Methodist, yet of late I have 
seen it my duty to withdraw 

from that people and to hear

FAITH. 
Much is said at the present day on 
ihesnbject of faith, many contend that it 
is the immediate gift of God, and others 
that it is in no sense the.gif* of God, but 
in my opinion, neither are correct; some 
have taken subjects of knowledge for 
subjects of faith, and others have made 
subjects of faith, subjects of knowledge 
but neither appear to me correct, for 
that which is a subject of knowledge is 
no longer a subject of faith, nor can 
Jh.it which is a subject of faith be a sub- 
ject of knowledge. Let its enquire then, 
\vbajt is faith? The Apostle tells us, 
'■faith fa. the substance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not seen: in 
other words it is the assent of the mind 
to rhy proportion on the t<stiino' y of 
another, either human or divide; and 
tsvsrv proposition, gains credence in the 
mind, in exact proportion to -the truth 
a ul validity of the te-tifipr: hence the 
latter claims the fntlek assent because 
founded on the iufallable verasity of 
.that God that cannot lie. It was said" of 
Abraham, that he helieved God, and it 
was accounted to him for righteousness; 
notwithstanding tn human view, it ap^ 
oeared improbable, if not impossable, 
that the promise of God could he fulfill- 
ed, vet such was the confidence of 
Ahrsfiam in his God. that he 'stagered 
awn at the promise of God through un- 
belief, but was strony. in faitli living 

glory to God.:' he fully believed that 
achat God had promised; he w as aide 



also to perforin. It appears then, that 

God gives the evidence ou which we 
predicate otr faith: he nI*o gives 
the power tn inve tigale that evidence: 
and has made it our dntv, by an impe- 
rious command, lo examine the evi- 
dence: now tile holy scriptures are the 
evidence, artd are the rule and guide to 
our faih; and onr saviour says 'search 
the scripture*: for in (hem ye think ye 
httv« eternal life, ami they arc they that 
testify of nu 1 .' 

We said, a subject of faith, could not 
he*a subject of knowledge; vet wc be- 
lieve such in iv he Ihe weight of evi- 
dence, that (ho e subjects that are but 
llie subjects of faith, may be rendered 
ascertain to its a< though they were 
subjects of knowled; e. 
^ Now reader, permit me to give you a 
simile, by which to illustrate this sub- 
ject. Suppose you were a Juror, plac- 
ed In a jury box, and an individual was 
brought before you, charged with lite 
crime of murder; the circumstances of 
which you had n'> knowledge until the 
■day of trial: at which time, individuals 
of undoubted verasity, appear as wit- 
nesses against him, and testi-fy that they 
saw the vile assassin perpetrate the 
bloody deed: now you would he unwil 
Hng to condemn the individual tuile.-s it 
were certain he was guilty, but such is 
he confidence you place iu (he witness- 
es, that every doubt re pectinghis guilt 
is removed, and without further delib- 
eration ytui are ready to find a verdict 
of guilty? and that verdict is not found 
ed on what you know, but on what yon 
believe, vet there i-= no more doubt in 
your mi d, of his criminality than 
though you hud been an eye witness to 
the horrid scene. 
• But it may he asked, is not faith the. 

gift uf GW? f answer yes, as to the grace 
by which it is produced; bill the grace 
or power to believe, and f lie act of be- 
lieving, are two different things. With- 
out (his grace or power no man ever did 
or can heliev; but with it, the act of be- 
lieving, is ours. G>d no more helleves 
for us, (htiri he repents for us. We do 
through this grace enabling us, believe 
for nur:eli»es; nor do we i»eiieve nee*#wt- 
rily, tehen ire have that po.eer: the poio 
er to believe may he given long before 
it is exercised, if we do not possess this 

power, why are thereso rnany solemn 
warnings and awful threatnings in the 



word of God, against unbelievers? U 

not this proof that such persons pssscsx 
the power, but do not use it? We may 
reduce this subject to a syllogism: i e. 
without this grace or power, no man 
can believe, with it all men may, God 
gives this power to ail, therefore all 
autjht to believe, but because they do not 
when they may: God lias said in his 
word he that 'believeth noE shall be 
damned.

ham.' — How can both these places of 

scripture be true? 

ANSWER. 
To understand these two places of 
scripture, it is necessary to know the 
meaning of the word tempt. This 
word, sometimes mea'ns ixumislea'di, ot- 
to be drawn from that which is 
right; this is what James means by 
the word. He says. 'But every man 
is tempted, when he is drawn away of 
his own lust, and en! iced.' As James 
used the word, G.ui never tempted 
any man; for he never drew any titan 
away from righteousness: but they 
are drawn a» *.j by an unlawful desire 
fjr that which God has forbidden. 

In Genesis, the word tempt, means 
to try\ this Abraham experienced. 
God tried him wl en he called him to 
offer the son of promise, as a burnt 
offer ing on mount Moriah. Paul has 
given this as the meaning of the 
word tempt in that place. Heb. xi. 
IT. 'By faith Abraham, when he wns 
tried, offered up Isaac, and he that 
had received the promises offered up 
his, only begotten Sou.' This shews 
that the scripture is in harmony with 
itself, not withstanding the seeming 
contradictions in words used by the 
different writers.

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DOCTRINAL. 



Mr. Editor. — If you think propper, 
jileasc inseit the following considera- 
tions, in answer to the questions propos- 
ed, for the consideration of your Trini- 
tarian Brethren, in yonr eighth number. 

If Jcsns Christ is not. Divine, why did 
the God of truth proclaim in his address 
to him, saying, u thy throne God, is 
forever <£* ever;" and if he is not human, 
how could he be called the man Chrst 

Jesus, and be represented as made in all 

points like unto his brethren ? Were his 
brethren humane? It behoved him in 
all things to be madelikeuntohis breth- 
ren. Had lus brethren flesh and blood f 
He took part of the same; 'for verily he 
took not on him the nature of angels, 
hut he took on bim the seed of Abraham. 
Was Abraham human? So likewise 
must his seed he. But who took upon 
him the seed of Abraham? It was he 
who said, before Abraham was, I ami 
it was he by whom the worlds were 
made, it was he who was before all 
things: he must he eternal of course. It 
was he without whom there was not any 
thing made that was made; aod who can 
he be but the eternal Word which was 
in the beginning with God, and which 
was God. — And what God was he? 
Was he a created God, or was he an e- 
ternal God? One or the other he must 
he. If he was altogether created, he 
must be distinct from the eternal God, 
and not the object of worship, for God 
will not give his glory to another. If 
he is the eternal God, he must be one 



with the Father, and all men may 

know the Son, cum its they know the 
Father. Say ye, w hu disallow the Son 
to be the eternal God, how do ye, or 
can ye honor the Sato', evert as ye hon 
our the Fattier, while ye honor the Fa* 
iher as the eternal God, and honour the 
Son not as the eternal God. 

Concerning the second question, I ask 
if human transgressions require any 
thing more than a human sacrifice? 
Does it require a being to make the a- 
t.oneinent for sin possessed of all the at- 
ri bates against which sin is committed? 
If so, have not all the attributes of God 
been sinned against, and does it not re- 
quire a being possessed of all his atri- 
butes to make the atonement? 

The first Adam, as man, transgressed; 
the 2nd Adam as man obeyed;— being 
made in all points like unto his breth- 
ren, his obedience was accepted, in the 
room of the firsi Adam's. As man, sup- 
ported by the eternal Word, has pour- 
ed out strong cryings and tears; as man 
in union with the same eternal Word, he 
offered up himself to God through the 
eternal Spirit, so that of the Being who 
makes the atonement, it may be said, 
u in Him dwelleth all the the fulness of 
the God-head bodily. 

Concerning the 3d and 4th questions, 

let me ask, if the sacrifices offered under 

the Law, were any thing- more than bru- 
tal sacrifices? If not, would brutal sac- 
rifices make any thing more than a bru- 
tal atonement? And would brutal sac- 
rifices make a fair representation, or be 
a suitable type of the sacrifice made by 
the Mediator betwixt God and man, the 
man Christ Jesus? 

I might here leave the questioner to 
answer his own questions; hut as lie has 
presented himself in the Christia Lumi- 
nary, it is rsasonable to suppose that he 
may be in search of light on the subject. 
I therefore presume to offer him my 
opinion. 

I will first say, without controversy, 
great is the mystery of Godliness, God 
manifested in the flesh." Now for me 
to endeavour to explain the union of that 
Word which was God, with that flesh 
in which he was manifest, looks to me 
like striving to find ont the Almighty to 
perfection." for me to say that the eter- 
nal Word did, or d]d not suffer, when 
Jesus died on the cross, is out of my 
province. That & d has been grieved 



at heart, the scripture testifies: but wtnvl 
must be tlie sensutioni of a God of love, 
in view of the sufferings of the innocent 
Lamb of God, when on him were laid 
the iniquities of us all, and his soul was 
exceeding sorrowful, even unto death, [ 
know not; but this I may say, like as a 
Father piteth his children, so the Lord 
pi tie th. therh that fear him. I know not 
that it noutd be unreasonable to suppose 
that the everlasting Father was touched 
with all those pittiful sensations in view 
of the sufferings of Jesus, with which a 
I'alional tender Father would be touched 
in view of the sufferings of an innocent 
child. The Lord has represented him 
self as having his bowels troubled on a 
certain occasion. Thus we are" author- 
ized from scripture, to say that the Lord 
is very pittiful, that lie may be grieved 
at his heaat, and that his bowels may be 
troubled. But whether he suffered a- 
ny thing more than those compassion- 
ate sensations in view of our Saviours 
sufferings, or to what highth those sen- 
sations dwelt in him, it is not for us to , 
comprehend. Grert is 'he mystery of 
Godliness. Now it wou-. A appear verv 
irrevircnt to me, to term the sacrifice 
under the law, brutal sacrifices, because 
brutes alone were offered for those sacri- 
fices, being of divine origin, being sanc- 
tioned by divine anthority, and being 
offered upon an altar of divine appoint- 
rneut, which san cliff ied the gift, the sac- 
rifises become more worthy of the namo 
divinej than brutal. 

Now, admitting that Christ suffered 
only as man, It does not necessarily fol- 
low that the sacrifice was merely hu- 
man, for being of divine appointment, 
sanctioned or sanctified by all the divine 
atributes and being offered through the 
eternal Spirit to God, the term 'diuman 
sacrifice," would appear very irreve- 
rent; it would be calling a divine insti- 
tution by the name humau. But admit- 
ting that it might be called a human sa- 
crifice does it necessarily follow that the 
atonement must be human? Is not. the 
altar that sanctifies the gift grater than 
the gift? If so, will it answer to meas- 
ure, the atonement by the gift thatis up- 
on the altar? Again, as the altar is gra- 
ter than the gift, it appears rational to 
conclnde it gives more virtue to the sa- 
crifice than the gift, of course the atone- 
ment is more worthyto bear the name, 
of the altar than the gift, and as we learn 
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that the altar sanctifies; the gift, it ap- 
pears that ati the virtue of the gift as a 
aacrifisc i s derived from the allar, so t'hat 
if the altar be divine, the sacrifice and 
the atonement may justly bear the name 
divine. Now let us suppose the altar, 
on which our Saviour was offered, to 
possess all those divine atributes against 
whjch sin base been com mi ted, suppose 
it to be no less than that Word, that was 
in the beginning with God, and which 
was God, a being worthy to be honour- 
ed even as the Fhlher is honoured, then 
suppose the gift in connection with, or 
upon the altar to be the seed ot Abraham 
the man Christ Jesus, possesing till the 
atributet of man in his slate of innocence 
exposed to like temptations, subject to 
like sufferings, made in all points like 
nnto his brethren, thus with all fhe alri- 
butes of the sinner, sin and its pollutions 
excepted, offering first obedience to the 
divine law, afterwards offering himself 
upon the altar of all those divine 
atributes against which sin had been 
commited, receiving the sanctifying in- 
fluence of this altar, the sacrefise be- 
comes divine and the atonement divine 

Now it appears lo me essentiailly re- 
quisite, that the offering for the sins of 
the world, should possess all the atri- 
butes of man sin and its pol utions except- 
ed, a lamb jwilhout blemish, it appears 
essentially raquisite also that the offer- 
ing should -receive the sanction and be 
sanctified by all those atributes against 
which sin has been cointnited- There- 
fore it appears essentially requisite, that 
the being who makes the atonements 
should be in the strictest sense of the 
word the man Christ Jesus, and be also 
the Word which was in the beginning 
with God, and which was God. "To say 
that Christ is not God, would be to stain 
with falsi) ood all those passages in scrip- 
ture where he is called God: to say that 
he is not man, would stamp with fiction 
all ihose in scripture where he is called 
man: to say that he is not tlit eternal 
God, would be to say virtually that we 
aught not to honour the Son even as we 
honour the Father. That our Saviour 
sometimes speaks as God, and sometimes 
»s man, is to obvious to require proof- 

At onp time as man he says, ye both 
know me and ye know whence I am, 
and I am not come of myself, but lie 
that sent me is true whom ye know not. 
Atanother time, as one with the Father 
he says ve neither know me nor my 
Father if ye had known me ye should 
Itave knoiyn my Father tlso. ' No way 
can these passages de reconciled, but to 
admit thai he possesed two distinct na- 
'turc and spake in two distinct capacities. 

As man our Saviour increased in wis- 



dom, as man he had not where to lay 
his head, us man he was templed, as man 
he was hungry and thirsty, as man he 
prayed, as man he was obedient even 
unto the death of the cross, as man he 
mijfht say my Frther is greater than I. 
A^ G.id, he U the object of worship, hi 
the manger he was worshiped, it is said, 
let all the angels of God worship him; 
as Gud, he is one in honour with the 
Father, so that he that honouretli not 
the Son honoureth not the Father, as 
God he could say before Abraham was, 
I am' as God, he was before all thiags, 
and being that Word by which all things 
were created, he is in the full sense of 
the word, the beginning of the creation 
of God. Now if Christ was not eternal 
he was not in the beginning with God' 
he was not before all things, and instead 
of being the beginning of the creation of 
God, he must have himself created, 
and some being mnst have been the be. 
ginning of his creation. Every house 
saith the Apostle, is built by some man, 
but he that built all things is God. I 
may properly be called the beginning of 
the house in which I reside, but 1 am no 
part oT the house t have built. So he 
who was before all tilings, by whom all 
things were made, is the beginning of 
the creation of God, while he is not part 
of that creation. 

I am aware, that it hasbeeu presented 
as a proof tliat ohe saviour was created, 
that he was the begining of the creation 
of God Now to datermine whether this 
expression is proof that Christ was crea- 
ted, we will ask the question, what was 
the begiuing of the creation of God? 
was a orealure the begingof thecration? 
if so a creature was the begining of crea- 
tion; and if we may be allowed such an 
inference, and thus confounb creatures, 
and the begin nig of creatures, we might 
be allowed to say, that the begining of 
the creation of God, is the creation of 
God. But who was the Beginning of 
the creation of God? It wa< he by whom 
the Worlds were framed, and the 
Worlds were framed by the World of 
God. The Word of God is then the 
Bcginnin" of the creation of God. He 
made all things by the Word of his pow 
er' theWory of his power is then the 
beginning- of his creation.. That Word 
then, by which all things were mrde 
that was injtlie beginning with God and 
which was pod is emphatically the be- 
ginning of] the creation of God; but 
though as God he is the beo-inning of all 
things, yet' as man, he was created or 
made in all points like unto his brethren 
so that as both God and man, united as 
one person he can stile himself the first 
and the lastj who was dead and is alive. 



, Now would it not be considered bias, 
phemy for any being that did not possess 
the atribute, eternity, to say, I am Al- 
pha and Omega, the Beginning and the 
End, the first and the last ? When we 
honor Christ as the First, we honor him 
as the eternal God. When we ho noP 
him as the Word that was in the begin, 
ning with God and which was, we hon- 
or him as the eternal God. When we 
honor him as before all things, we hon- 
or him as the eternal God. And when 
we lion or him as the eternal God, W e 
may honour him as one with the Father 
possessing all the atributes of God; we 
may then, and not till then, honour the 
Son even as we honour the Father. We 
may call him Immanuel, and mean as 
we say, and worship him without fear 
of bestowing on him to much honour. 

Now I am persuaded that some, ioh 
honestly disallow in word that Christ is 
tiie eternal God' do nevertheless i«nor- 
auily, or virtually honour him even as 
they honour the father, i sincerely 
uiish fhey mere bettor informed but I by 
no means feel disposed to forbid their 
doing good works in his name because 
they follow not with me in their opinion 
of his atributes; and while I esteem thein 
better than myself I would humbly shew 
them my opinion requesting them to 
search the scriptures whether these 
things are so.

Extract of a letter frarn Rev. Joseph 
Tihson. Kingston, Jamaica, 17 th 
Sep. 1832, recieved by i?ed- Mr. 
Mai com, of (his city. 
"Persecution not onto continues 
but daly iucreases in Virulence. Onr 
Missionaries are nearly all silenced in 
the country stations, and sevaral driv- 
en into Kingislon, whither all will 
shortly be coropeled to fly, unless 
Government interferes. One of our 
Missionaries was forced to escape 
in a shctall canoe, in which he and 
bis wife were out at sea for t wo or 
three nights, to avoid their own conn- 
trymen^ who were thirsting for their 
blood! and tbaa simply because they 
were Missionaries. Unions are form' 
ed, Or being formed, all throngh the 
Island, for the purpose of expnlling 
all "Sectarians'M'rom the Island; but it 
is manifested. Jews, or even Infi- 
dels if they speak on behalf of mis- 
sionaries, as men entitled to justice, 
have jheir houses pulled down, their 
property destroy od their families ex- 
posed- and they forced to flee for 
their lives. Members of the Episco- 
pal Church share the same fate. 
Several verrv, respectable persons at 
Savannah la Mar have suffered great- 
ly for their kindness to our Missiou- 
arys there.' — >Watch.

tion, relative to the order, and regula- 
tions of the Conference, and finding an 
itinerant Ministry among them, 1 fok at 
home, a* my mind had been led to trav- 
el, and "p rod a me the acceptable year 
of the Lord, and tha day of vengance of 
onr God". I therefore joined the con- 
fidence, and was directed lo labour in 
Walpole and Mario w district, N. H. 
At the close of the Confrence, the Lord 
lifted upon us the light of his counten- 
ance, andiny heart was greatly comfort- 
ed with my'bretlircrt in the Ministy. 
I pursued my journey in company with 
Eld. D- Winchester," and found hint to 
lie truly a companion & follow laborer 
in the Kingdom and patience of Jesus. 

I nrivedat my appointed district, the 
last o/Fcb. Being a youth, in a foreign 
land, two hundred miles from my native 
home, among entire strangers; I was 
looked upon by the world, and by some 
of my brethren, as David was, when he 
went out fo the camp of his brethren, 
with an ephath of parched corn ,aml ten 
loves, to refresh them.

Vermont, and being solicited by him to 
visit my Parents, and friends in the 
Province, accordingly complied with 
h^vish. The first day of Feb. 1838, 
1 reached my Fathers bouse, having 
bnen absent oe vear lacking one day. 
While visiting my brethren anil friends, 
bath in public, and private; the Lord 
comforted my heart. I had the privi- 
lege of attending one J* en end meet in, in 
tlie town ofStukcly, where the Lord 
seemed to preside hi the meeting. 
Again I bid my Parents and friends fare- 
well, and started my journey for the 
south . In consequenc of the inclemency 
df the wether, I was unable to fulfil all 
my appointments on my return. 

Not withstanding all the fatigues and 
hardships, incident to an Itinerant life; 
Yet I feel resolved to live and die a pil- 
grim'. And while I labour, try to Preach 
The unsearchable riches of Christ to my 
fellow men. May the Lord enable mc 
to go forth weeping &c. : that 1 may 
return bringing my sheaves with me.

Bear Brother,— With great fulness of 
heart, I improve a few moments in giv- 
ing you a brief relation of iny visit to 
Canada. 

On the morning of the 28th of Jan. I 
left RovsiUon for the purpose of visiting 
mv friends in the Province ofL. C. 
on the evening of the same day 1 stoped 
with Br. Dane in Barre Vt., and enjoy- 
ed a comfortable season while con fori ng 
upon the subject of religion. Tuesday

Then said Jesus vsito his disciples, if 
(i;it/ vum will come (iftcr inc. -let Inm deny 
himself, and take up his cross, find follow 
me. — Mat. xvi. 24th. 

In my las^ I spoke briefly of self-de- 
nial- My present design is to speak of 
the cross, arid what we are to under- 
stand by taking, or bearing the cross. 
The literal cross spoken of in the scrip- 
tures, was a kind of gallows, or gibbet, 
on which to hang malefactors, who had 

committed® henipus, or capital crime. 
To lie put to death upon the cross, was 
considered awful, for tivo reasons. 1st 
because it was considered the most bar- 
barous, and painful death that could be 
Milicted on the criminal; and 2mlly, be 
cause it stained bis character with the 
highest degree of ignominy and disgrace. 
This death was not designed for the free 
citizens of Koine; thong they were rob- 
bers and murderers they were to be put 
to death in a more honourable way; but 
it was inflicted only on slaves of liie 
most infamous character. This is the 
kind of cross upon winch our Saviour 
was crucified, wb en be "became obedi- 
** ent unto death even the death of the 
cross-" and was "numbered with trans- 
gressors, and made his grave with the 
■wicked " 

Tbe above named cross and death, 
sipon it, yeas u=ed by our Saviour, to 



represent the means and accomplishment 
of the death of what Paul calls Hie. old 
man, or carnal mind, which is enmity 
against God, and is not .subject to the 
law of God neither indeed can be; and 
of course niiist be crucified and slain, in 
order that wc be flitted for the sublime 
joys of heaven. Paul observed, "God 
forbid that I should glory, save in |lie 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by which 
the world is crucified unto me and I un- 
to the World." Paul protested that be 
died daily; and in an other place, that 
he bear about the dying of the Lord 
Jesus. This corespondi with that place 
where Jesus said, "if nny man will 
come after me, let him deny himself and 
take up his cross daily } and follow ine. 
Paul look up his cross daily, of course 
be could say that he died daily — that he 
was crucified to the World— that he was 
dead to sin, and alive to God,— and old 
things were passed away, and all things 
become new* This cruci fiction and 
death to sin, is affected 'by the cross, and 
the person created anew in Christ Jesus, 
and thus becomes "dead to sin, and alive 
to God." Sonic people tell us, that 
that mankind a i- c so well informed, in 
this Christian and enlightened land, 
that they are not at enmity with God, 
and of course no cross to bear. Bntl 
have learned of no way, by which the 
carnal mind of man has become any 
more friendly to God, and to the Chris- 
tian religion, than it was 18 hundred 

years ago. hut it still "is enmity against 

God," so thai tbe cross is indispensibly 
necessary, on which to cruci Ty the car- 
nal mind. I am aware that tbe preach- 
ing of the cross is foolishness to then) that 
perish, as much so at the present day, 
as is former time; "but to us it is the 
power of God. 

Many people are ready to deny self 
of ungocliiness and worldly liist, but 
come to tli e cross, they shrink back and 
spare self alive, (as Saul spared Aeag,) 
which will prove & curse through life> 
and finally shut them out of the society of 
the blessed in heaven. It is not enough 
that we deny ourselves of those things 
which are gratifying and yet needless; 
but weare required to take the cross, and 
own Christ boldly before (he world, and 
discharge the duties he requires of sis. Tf 
there was no cross in religion, all people 
would encase in it. So thev arc saving 



as they did. anciently, conic down from 
the,cross, and we will believe on thee. 

The- mind of man is reaching for su- 
premacy, power and greatness: Bii? 
God says humble yourselves: Ilea 
conies the cr'Ois, and 0! how .crucifying 
to how before God like a bumble beggar, 
arid site for mercy. All the duties of 
religion are calculated to exalt Grid, and 
to humble, and crucify the carnal mind. 
We are not to debase and demean our- 
selves like the beasts, by acting unbe- 
coming and ridiculous, but to attend to 
all !he duties of religion, with an eye te 
the glory of God. This is bearing- the 
cross. 

To lis cfintiniK (1. 
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SAN CT 1 IFI CAT l ON. 

We have already observed that the 
meaning of this word, was setting a wart 
to an holy use, being entirely devoted to 
the *ervis'e of God. In this sence God. 
sanctified Jesus Christ, though he Was 
never unholy. John x. ^G. Jesus Clirist 
sanctified himself by being wholy given 
up to the service ofCud. Jolr.r. xvii 
17. 

2nd. The word means malicing that 
clean and holy which was before unholy 
and unclean. This conies through Christ 
who Lin this account is called Sancfifica'- 
tion. I. Cor. i, HO, Sanctification is 
the same as the washing of regeneratiori. 
Acts xx. 30. Now it is evident from the 
above, that the creature must be set 
apart to an holy use, entirely de voted to 

the service of God, arid that which is 
unholy and unclean, must be made holy 
and clean-, before it can be justified. 
This evidently shows that man must be 
sanctified before he can be justified. 
Justification is declaring a person free 
from all blame whatever; considering 
him enlirly innocent. Christ was jus- 
tified in the spirit, which always ap- 
proved of all he did, for he was never 
guilty, I. Tim. iii. 10. . 

Men are Justified by faith, as all who 
repent and believe the gospel are forgiv- 
en, and being forgiven, are as accepta- 
ble in the si«hl of God, as though they 
never sinned. Justifying is declareing 
men Innocent "Through Christ, all that 
believe are justified- Acfsxiii. 39 .Christ 
was raised fur our justification, as be is 
now exalted, that we may believe in him 
and he accepted of God. Rom, iv. 2o. 
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The free gift came upon, till wen to jus- 
tification of life. Many' other expressions 
oi scripture might he brought to show 
that a person cannot he justified until 
they are sanctified. JJut enough for the 
present. Now let us examine and see 
if the doctrine we have advanced is not 
consistant with scripture, and reason 
also. 

It is certain that we are so formed that 
it is impossible for anyone to exist, -with- 
out being influenced by some principle 
or feeling, either good or bad. 'Either 
make the tree good and its fruit good, 
or else make the tree corrupt, and its 
fruit coraupl; for every tree is known 
by its, fruit. Therefore the creatnre 
cannot be freed from sin, without having 
the love of God shed abroad in the heart. 
When this lakes place, lie is a new crea- 
ture, old: things are done away, and ;iil 
things have become new. Then follows 
the language of the Apostle; "as -ye have 
therefore received Christ Jesus the Lord, 
so wal k in him. 1 f t h i s co m man d men t 
is obeyed; then will such find that there 
is now no condemnation to them which 
arc in Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the spirit. 1 centend, 
all that is. required, is to repent and be 
converted, and continue in the word of 
the Lord, and we" shall he his disciples 
indeed. What some call Sane! i(i cat ion, 
I consider nothing more nor lc>s, than 
confessing their featdiElidings, and re- 
turning to their Fathers house it is fre- 
quently the ra-c', that the Christian loos- 
es in a measure his enjoy merit, and be- 
comes earless and indifferent in 1he 
things of religion. Rut the moment thev 
begin to enquire, tin know how the rase 
s! ands between Gqd and the soul, they 
at once foci condemned, and stand in 
need of the exprlntlon that was given to 
r.he church at Snrd'is "Nevertheless I 
have somewhat against thee, because 
thou hast forsaken; thy first love, repent 
&c." But this repentance cannot be 
considered Sanctifiration. Let the con- 
vert begin and walk in Christ, as he has 
received him, and how much he will 
bear the ima^e of his holy Master. What 
n growth he finds in theChristian life, 
while Iicis filled with all the fulness of 
God. It is a lamentable thought that no 
more live where it is their privlc-e. No 
sacrifice shall be wanting on my part, 
can I see them embracing in tliir faith 
all that is their privilege.

Ilendee.-^- While perusing the 9th 
No. of the Christian Luminary, 1 found 
friend Ency's opinion upon the doctrine 
of San ctifj cation, which has called me 
to address my friends through the me- 
dium of the Luminary, lest some of my 
Brethren that are seeking for Holiness 
of heart, should have cause to stumble. 
1 offer the following for Publication. 

Our friend from the Valley, lias in- 
formed us that by searching the Scrip- 
tures, lie has not found that a soul is 
Justified before it is Sanctifiied. It is 
possible that in some cases the work of 
Justification and Sanctification are 
wrought for the soul at the same time. 
But it is evident that Justification is one 
thing, and Sanctification another. Jus- 
tification simply means this, a gracious 
act of God in pardoning, and accepting 
the sinner, on the account of Christ's 
righteousness imputed to him, and re- 
ceived by faith. To justify is to acquit, 
or declare one innocent or just. This is 
the condition of every one that is born 
into the kingdom of God; and while 
they are saved from past sins, they are 
Justified by faith, and have peace with 
God, through oar Lord Jesus Christ. 
Notwithstanding all this, how many are 
troubled with propensities, arising in 
the heart, to lcei.1 them astray. Such as 
pride, vain desires, evil thoughts, or un- 
belief. It is certain that while these 
are lurking in the heart, we are not 
wholly sanctified, or made perfect; for 
how can w c love God with all the heart 
and yet he proud or unbelieving. Hence 
we see that Justification is a change of 
our stale from guilt and condemnation, 
to innocence and acceptance with God. 
And thus while the soul is in a Justified 
state, rejoicing in a sin pardoning God, 
lie is not Justified in building taberna- 
cles here. Bui how many professed 
Chistkms in our world, have come to 
the light, and have settled down on a 
belief, thai it is impossible for Christians 
to be made perfect in it ill they go down 
to the grave; consequently sinning and 
repenting, rising and falling, is the very 
cause why so many are saying, my lean- 
ness my leanness. 

I would ask flm enlightened Zion of 
God, if the will of God is accompished 
in them? J answer no, for God has 
plainly declared that it is his will even 
our Sancti fie Lion. The question may 
be asked with propriety, what is Sanc- 
tification? Answer; Sanctification is a 
change of our nature, from death lo life, 
and from tine'eanness to holiness. One 
that is seeking for this frrace, ; s giving 
all diligence to add to liis faith virtue, 
and to virtue knowledge, and toknowl- I 



edge temperance <§-c. If these be in him 
and abound, they make him that he is 
neither barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of God. Thus one sanctified 
loves God with all the heart; lie is ED t 
apart for the w ork of God. How says 
one is this attained? Answer, by observ- 
ing tiie exhortation of Paul to the Heb- 
"■Therefore leaving the principles 
of the doctrine of Christ, let us go unto 
perfection, not laying again the founda- 
tion of repentance from dead works aud 
of faith towards God.

"Having 
these promises dearly beloved, let us 
cleans ourselves from all filthincss of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God." that my Brethren 
would seek for holiness of heart. Dear 
Breathren we should do well Jo observe 
the commandment of our Lord; "be ve 
perfect, as your Father which is in heav- 
en is pefect.

At the Meting House called the mer- 
ry Oaks, in .Buckingham, one of my 

stated preaching places, there has 
Rot, if) the recollection of brethren 
'who have attended it for the last ibr- 

tj years, been My thing like a revi- 

valnor lias there been, during all that 

period, a single soul converted at that 
place. For two years I had preach- 
ed faithfully, but ineffectually, to this 
congregation; and it had also contin- 
ued cold, caries?, and unconcerned 
throughout the Revival in the bounds 
of Angola Church. I confess, that I 
began to consider, whether it was not 
the will of the Lord, that it should 
he given up entirely, and that my la. 
bors should be els where bestowed. 
But before abandoning it forever f 
resolved to make a last effort; and to

with 



much propriety, by confession and lam- 
entation; for but a few days since, I atten- 
ded a taeeting, appointed for prayer and 

conference, when litis suliject was prescn- 
ted to my mind, with the impression to 

speak upon it: I neglected the impres- 
sion, because I would fain have pursua- 
ded myself that it was not expedient to 
present it to the public at that time, for 
I was aware that some few might not a- 
gree with me in opinion. Since that time 
I have looked back upon the opportunity 
with regret, while tears have involunta- 
rily started from my eyes. I soon saw, 
after my neglect, that it was a favourable 
opportunity to express my views on this 
subject. Years may pass awav, before 
such a season returns, yea, such a season 
with such favourable and impressive cir- 
cumstances, may never return. Forgive 
me my sisters, and remember, when you 
feel impressed with a sense of your duty 
to confess Christ before men,— or when 
** you feel impressed to proclaim arisen 
Saviour like Mary,— or when you feel it 
a duty to give a word of exh of at ion or 
pray in a public congregation, and at the 



same time feel oppressed with the prevail- 
ing prejudices against females speaking or 
praying in public, — then remember there 
is one wlio would fain bear your hardens, 
there is one who lias often wept under a 
view of those prejudices th at serve to 
weigh your spirits down and hinder your 
doing your duty publicly. Had 1 the 
influence of a Paul, I would gladly com- 
mend you to the brethren;— not as teach- 
ers in authority or church government but 
asservants of the church, as'-helpcrs in 
Christ Jesus," as "teachers of good 
things," as "labourers in the Lord." or 
in other words as labourers in the gospel . 
Paul says in his epistle to the Pliillpians, 
"and I entreat thee true yoke fellow help 
those women which laboured with me 
in the gospel." How women could labrmr 
with the Apostle in the gospel and keep 
silence would lie a mystery, 1 Ibw did 
Paul labour in gospel? was it not by pro- 
claiming the glad tidings of the gospel of 
peace? if so, how could women labour 
with him in the gospel and keep silence? 
The same Apostle wlio says, "I suffer 
not a woman to teach,, diverts also that 
the aged women shall be "teachers of 
i^ood things." The same Apostle'wlio 
says, 'let your women keen silemc in the 
churches,' says also, "help those women 
that laboured with me in the gospel." 
Now how shall we reconcile the Apostle 
with himself ? I answer, by examining 

the connexion of sentences. If we exam- 
ine we shall find where he says "let your 

women keep silence in the church e : that he 
alludes particularly to church government 
in which they were not to exercise or u- 
surp authority ;-for in the last clause of 
the same verse, he acids, 'hut they are 
commanded to be under obedience as also 
saith the law.' Paul was a zealous oppo- 
ser to females usurping the office of head, 
either in the church,or in their families, 
for he says, without any exclusive allusion 
to churches, — but 1 suffer not a woman to 
teach, nor usurp authority over the man, 
but to be in silence." 

Nothing would be more directly cal- 
culated to produce confusion, than to 
have women usurp the office of the head 
either in the church, or in their families, 
Should the voice of women be raised as 
teachers in authority, when the affairs of 
churches are consulted, it would intro- 
duce confusion, and should such a prac- 
tice be suffered, I am pursuaded that it 



ivould effectually lay waste the peace of 
churches. Or should a woman raise her 
voice as a teacher in her family, and usurp 
authority over the man, the peace ofilie 
family would he at once destroyed. 
However skilful a woman may be in her 
views of church government, or however 
well she may understand ?how a family 
OMght to he governed, she has no rigift 
to go any farther than to present her r- 
piniou in a submissive manner to '. ,v 
church, ».i Esther did her request to '.in- 
King 1 , or in her family, she has no right 
to go any farther than to speak hermitA; 
in a submissive manner, refering the c;..-< 
to her husband (her head ) for deittsi'jij. 
But notwithstanding Paul was zealous- 
ly opposed to women usurping authorilv 
and assuming the office of the head, y.ek 
he was forward to acknow ledge thcrttHs 
helps, and useful, while acting in ih'j-r 
proper sphere. He raises Ms voice in 
their commeiidation, acknowledges then 
his helpers in Christ, and laborers with 
him i iv the gospel, and hi an i Feats an abun- 
dant care for them; requiring that thfv 
should he assisted, in whatsoever things 
they should need hejjfc — he says ',' I e;.- 
treat thee true yoke isiiow help tWb 
women that laboured with me in the gos- 
pel- 
It has been argued, that Phehe waa a 
servenl of the church in temporal thing*; 
and that she administered to the w&ntsof 

the poor <f-c. But it appears to Hie, by 
the account given of her by the Apos'It. 

that she was rather a person who iv/eried 
help: he commends her to Uie Romans. 
with the request, thatlhey should assist 
her in whatsoever business she had need 
of them, and adds as a reason why they 
should do this; "For she hath been a sue- 
eourer of many, and myself also. 

If Pkebe had been about to go to t!ie 
Romans to administer to them in tempo- 
ral things, her own works would have 
commended her to her brethren, and 
there would have been appearently, no 
need of the Apostle commending her to 
her brethren; and if she bad had an abun- 
dance to communicate to their tempo ra- 
wants, she would of course have been in 
a situation to help herself, and where 
would have been the need of the Apostle 
recjuesting them to assist her Sfz. 

Again, if Phehe had been a servant of 
tiie church at Cenchrea in temporal things 
andhad been disposed to communicate of 
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her substance to the church at Rome, it 
would appear most consistant and proba- 
ble, that she should send her donations 
by faithful men, instead of going herself 
personally. It appears most probable to 
:ae that Phebe was a servant of the chh. 
at Cenchrea in spiritual things — that she 
was then about to take a missionary tour 
to Rome to labour in the gospel, at that 
place also. She stops at Corinth and re- 
ceives the Epistle of Paul to the Romans: 
(for we learn that the Epistle was sent by 
her to the Rom.) It is more than proba- 
ble that Phebe left her native land pressed 
down under a sense of the worth of souls 
— she sails at Corinth to visit the Apostle, 
and there receives the commendation of 
Paul, who was perhaps the most influen- 
tial Apostle, and who did not hesitate to 
commend her to the Rom., under the im- 
pressive consideration Chat she had !( 



been 
a succourer" Sec. That women laboured 
in the go.-pel with the Apostle, is certain; 
and that Phebe was a labourer in thejios- 
pel, is abundantly evident, from the his- 
tory given of her. But why shall females 
be permitted to labour in the gospel? The 
reason is plain; they have gifts, they have 
grace, and shall those gifts He buried in 
obscurity? In proof that their gifts arc 
useful in religions conversation," I need 
only ask, where is the man who has em- 
braced Christianity, that has not received 
some help from the religions conversa- 
tion of females? Where is the preacher, 
however great maybe his talents, who 
will not readily acknowledge with the 
Apostle, that some females nave been 
succdurers of himself? and where is the 
man of talents, who has not been edified 
by their prayers, if permited (hi an un- 
prejudiced manner) to hear them? The 
benefit derived from the religious conver- 
sation of females, furnishes a sufficient 
reason, why they should be per mi ted to 
take an active part in religious meetings 
of worship ; where the authority of the 
church is not concerned. And the pre- 
vailing prejudices against the public im- 
provement of females, furnish a sufficient 
reason why the most influential men in 
the church, should follow the example of 
the Apostle, and commend them to the 
churches, as helpers in Christ Jesus, and 
labourers in the gospel. 

Perhaps there has seldom if ever been 
a man, who has been sensible that he has 
been called ol'Cod to preach the gospel, 
but he has realized it a great satisfaction 
to receive the commendation of his breth- 
ren, in the place he. has been called of God 
to fill. And if females are called of God 
to speak in public congregations, and if, 
(using the language of the Apostle,) they 
are called to be helpers in Christ Jesus, 



and labourers in the gospel, what must 
be Ikeir satisfaction to hear the commend- 
ing voice of their most influential breth- 
ren, in the place they are called of God 
to fill. 

Again. What must be the embarrass- 
ments under which a preacher must la- 
bour, when he is sensible that his chris- 
tian friends, feel rather reluctant, in ac- 
knowledgeimjhim in the place he endeav 
ours to fill ; and how much a preachers 
influence may be circumscribed by a little 
disapprobation of the brethren, in the 
place God has called him to act. and 
again I ask, what must be those embar- 
ressments, under which females must 
labour in speaking and praying in public, 
when they are sensible that their christian 
friends feel rather reluctant in acknowl- 
edging them in the way of their duty, 
in their public performances ? — and how 
much their usefulness may be circumscrib- 
ed, by a little disapprobation of then- 
brethren; in eonnexion with the prevail- 
ing prejudices against their public im- 
provement. 

Facts prove that those prejudices which 
serve to embarrass the minds of females, 
have in too many cases a real existence. 
And even where the voice of their breth- 
ren seems to favour their performances, 
I am inclined to think, that their per- 
formances are in too many instances, 
undervalued. It is true, that the woman 
in scripture is reprcsented,as the weaker 
vessel ; and it would seem, if we were to 
judge by the appearance, that many had 
concluded that all their performances 
must be weak also, and of little or no 
avail, in the great and mighty work of 
spreading the gospel, and standing suc- 
cessfully against the powerful foes of 
Christianity. 

But noUvithstanding it is true, that 
the woman is represented as the weaker 
vessel, yet it is just as true, that God hath 
chosen the weak things of the world to 
confound things that arc mighty, and 
base things of the world, and things which 
are despised Bath God chosen, yea 
and things winch are not, to brin^'to 
naught things that are. Therefore, in 
the wisdom of God, the weakness of fe- 
males furnishes us with a powerful proof 
that they may be chosen of God to accom- 
plish some of the most interest] no- and 
glorious events. 

Facts prove that they have been cho- 
sen of God in many instances, to confound 
the wisdom of the world, and brin" to 
naught things that arc mighty. 

When the children of Israel were might- 
ily oppressed in Egypt, and the decree 
had gone forth that all the male children 
should be slain, Moses was born and rais- 



ed up in the presence of Pharaoh to d P 
liver Israel;. But how was this brouX 

about ? It was by the wisdom and affec 
turn of females Thus was the wU« OI0 
of Pharaoh confounded, and his counsel 
brought to naught. 



We learn from sacred history, tint 
Jaban King of Canaan mightily opunaJj 
Israel 20 years. We are furtheMSFoTX 
that Deborah a prophetess, judged Israe 
at that time. It is more than probabh 
that it would not have been practicable 
for a man to have officiated, either as I 
prophet or a judge in those davs 
because it would undoubtedly have exci' 
ted the jealousy of the King of Canaan* 
I But Deborah could prophecy and jud™ 
Israel, as but little fear or jealousy woufd 
naturaly be excited from the weakness 
ot a female: She might carry into execu 
tion important plans in an* unexpected 
manner ; a n d so i t was. Under th e di rec 
tion ot the Almighty she soon became 
instrumental in delivering Israel from 
oppression, and the land had rest forty 
years. Thus we see that the weakness of 
a female was made instrumental of deliv 
ering from mighty oppression. There is 
one thing peculiarly interesting in Debo- 
rah s address to Barak . In stead of sav- 
ing in the usual manner of the peonhets 
"Thus smth. the Lord," she in a submissive 
manner, says, " Hath not the Lord God of 
Israel commanded' ! &c. The substance of 
Deborah's example in this address is wor- 
thy to he followed by every female, as it 
would be unbecoming in the extreme for 
any woman to address themselves to' the 
men publicly or privately in a usurping or 
commanding manner. to 

_ I infer from the history of Deborah that 
it is justifiable in cases of oppression and 
some other peculiar cases for females to 
take a station, that it would otherwise be 
inexpedient for them to fill. In ca<e of 
peculiar oppressed circumstances in the 
church, females may officiate in a manner 
that would otherwise he inexpedient for 
them —Deborah in her song says, the 
inhabitants of the Vilnges ceased they teas 
ed in Israel until] that I Deborah arose, 
that 1 arose mother in Israel. But I pass 
to notice other particulars. 

We learn, that after Abimelech had 
taken Shcchem, he went to Thebez and 
took it. As a last resort, all the men and 
momen, and all they of the City fled to a 
strong tower, and gat them up into the 
top of the tower, and Abimelech came

The place was that to which he 
alluded, when he said, 'I goto prepare a 
place for yoiu-which was heaven. 

With regard to the location of heaven, 
some have imagined it to he above the 
.starry regions, and "support their idea 
from some expressions in scripture, like 
this ; then shall we be caught up togeth- 
er in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air, and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 
Now if we let our contracted notion of 
heaven, lead us to imagine it to be locally 
tituated above yonder stars that we see 
twinkling by night, we may with the 
same propriety, suppose that the breth- 
ren at Thesalonica, who are on the oppo- 
site side of the earth from us, will rise 
beyond the stars the other way, to a local 
foot, and thus our minds would be con- 
founded, with the idea of the saints sepa- 
rating, millions of leagues from each 
other. 

Another notion equally perplexing in 
the minds uf some, is imbibed by theskep- 
uok and critic ; and that is, that there 
will not be room enough in heaven for 
tire innumerable multitude, which could 
not stand upon the whole surface of the 
earth. These ideas are both formed by 
finite man. And to the first, we would 
say that we are unable to pitch upon any 
local spot where heaven will he ; yet con- 
ikicnt we are, that it is a high, and an 
exalted state, to which the true followers 
of Christ will be elevated,— a state of 
glory, and favour with God. And to the

A wicked nm 
whose paths are crooked treads uponbri 
ers and thorns. His vision of hnpim*. 
is so distorted by the darkness of his 
mind, that he calls light darkness, and 
darkness light . His taste too, is vitiated 
so that he fancies sweet bitter, and bitter 
sweet, and in this confused state of his 
soul, he madly declares it a vain thin? 
to serve Gotl. When troubles vex him 
when tormented with fears, when haun- 
ted with doubts, and desponding under 
the effects of melancholy, and the dread 
of death, you behold in' him, one of the 
most wretched beings in nature. Hecan- 
not recognize God as his friend, nor cm 
he look up to him in cofidence, as a ref- 
uge from the overwhelming storms of 
life. Shall we not laugh the poor wretch 
to scorn ? Ought we not to hoot him out 
of the world, either as a mad man or a 
fool ? No, God forbid / for we ourselves 
were also some times in darkness foolish 
disobedient, deceived, sowing diverse 
lusts and pleasures, living in malice and 
envy, and hating one another. But after 
that the kindness and love of God our 
Saviour, towards man appeared, not by 
works of righteousness which we have 
done, but according to- his mercy hesav- 
ed us by the washing of regeneration and 
renewing of the holy Ghost, which he 
shed on us abundantly through Jesus 
Christ our Saviour; that being justified 
by his grace, we should be heirs accor- 
ding to the hope of eternal life. Rather 



then, than insult this child of misery let 
us pity Mm, and pray with all persevere 
iince in the spirit lor his conversion.

In a very ancient 
and valuable work we are assured bv a 
distinguished orator, that t lie Lord with- 
drawal not his eyes from the righteous. 
I he Lord is represented under the 
character of a parent, filled with delight 
on beholding his family, or as a tender 
mother bending over her infant, with all 
testacy of maternal fondness. The Lord 
thy God in the midst of thee, ismHity 
tic will save, he will rejoice over Ihee 
with joy. he will rest in his love, and 
he wiU joy over thee with singing. 
Zeph. in. 17. His eyes are over tile 
righteous, to mark their steps, to regu- 
late their conduct, to defend them from 
injury, and to give them strength, when 
they look up to him in prayer, he waits 
to be gracious. 

But it may be asked; are not the eyes 
of the Lord upon the whole human family 
and equally interested in loving one, as 
well as another ?

God who created the human 
race, hates none of them; but loves every 
soul with acompassionat regard. But 
those that have embraced Him by faith, 
and bear his image in holiness he man- 
ifests a peculiar love towards them. 'I 
love them that love me, and they that 
seek me early, shall find me."

brother Hindee.—Whilh traveling and 
visiting our Brethren, and hearing the 
observations of both P read) ers and Breth- 
ren, it a]i pears to me, necessary thai the 
subject relative to tire Preachers labours 
and support, should be more fully dis- 
cussed among us. 

Some brethren complain of preachers 
for not spending more time in the vine- 
yard, and for not supply inn the church- 
es more constantly With" preaching. And 
some preachers complain of the brethren 
that they are 1:0 more careful to provide 
for their families, in temporal things. 
And thus a want of that fellowship and 
confidence, which is very essential to 111 e 
success of the Ministry, and the welfare 
of the churches, seems to prevail, to the 
detri ment of the cause of religion. 
_ It is a very easy thing for people, in tins 
imperfect world, to find fault with one 
another, and too manvare very ingenious 
in this practice, and often make snsh dis- 
plays of their skill, in complaining, that 
they almost sink themselves and others 
with tli em; and forget to believe for them 
selves, or to pray for others. Nothing is 
more destructive to the union and strength 
■t>f any people, than such a course. It not 
only hinders our prayers for our breth- 
ren, and undermines our own faith, but 
it discourages both preachers and church- 
es, and grieves the spirit of Christ in (he 



house of his friends. The Apostle saith, 
Col. iii. 14, 15. ",'And above all these 
things put on charity winch is the bond 
of perfectness, and 'let the peace of God 
rule in your hearts, to the winch also yc 
are called, 1 17 one body, and be ye thank- 
ful." Flow little heaven born charity is 
in exercise, by brethren when murnmr- 
iug and complaining of one another, and 
how little of the love of God is felt rul- 
ing in our hearts, yea how little gratitude 
and thankfulness is realised by such rest- 
less, repining, murmuring chrlRjfens, Mho 
spend so much of their time and talents 
in finding fault one with another .' 

Christians should remember that they 
are called to the peace of God, in one 
body ; and if they have ever had fel- 
lowship for their preachers, or brethren, 
they arc disturbing the peace of the body 
of Christ; and making but poor return's 
of gratitude to God, for the rich blessings 
of the gospel, and the sweet privileges 
they enjoy in the kingdom of God. It is 
true, that even in the church of Christ, 
there are some burdens to he borne, and, 
tu some instances, those burdens are une- 
qually borne by some, while others are 
eased: but if the word of Christ cannot 
fail, such will not loose their reward: 2 
Cor. viii. 15 



"He that had gathered 
in neb had nolhing over, and he that had 
gathered little bad no lack." Chap. i.\ 
6. " He which soweth bountifully, shall 
also reap bountifully, and he which sow- 
eth sparingly, shall reap also sparingly.' 
The greatest burden that Christians real- 
ize, is in consequence of their own trudg- 
ing covetousness. "God loveth the cheat- 
ful giver." If preachers would do then- 
duty of a ready mind, they would not 
loose their reward. I. Cor. jx 17. and 
if brethren would believe the promises 
of God, He would both minister seed to 
the sower, and bread for their food, and 
increase the fruits of their rio-hteosness, 
2. Cor. ix. 10. 

No principle of doctrine is more clear- 
ly set forth in the word of God, than the 
doctrine of present blessing 3 and afflic- 
tions, as well future regards and punish- 
ments; and if the doctrine was generally 
believed and understood, mankind would 
be far less willing to do wrong. ;.nd more 
willing to do right, than they now are. 
But while preachers and brethren dwell 
with so much stress, on the doctrine of a 
future retribution, and. neglect to teach 



the plain promises oC God, relative l<> 
the present fruits of righteousness, and 
the judgements of God which are sure to 
follow the wicked, even in this world, 
us well as in another; many fall into the 
licentious noti on, that if they can but ob- 
tain a pardon of sin, it mati'ers but little, 
whether they serve God or Mam nc on in 
this world. 

Not only did the Law of Moses teach 
this doctrine, but Jesus Christ in the gos- 
pel has clearly included the same, and 
lias added strongly to the doctrine bv 
(initiiijr it uith the doctrine of future re"- 
wards, in the world to eoinc. Matt, six 
27, 23, 29. « Then answered Peler^ 
nm\ said unto him, behold wc have for- 
saken all, and followed thee; what shall 
we have thcrefoi e? And Jesus said unto 
them, verily I --ay unto you, (hat ye 
which have followed me in the regener- 
ation, when the Son of man shall' sit in 
the throne of his glory, ye also shall sit 
upon twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
lnbes|of Israel. And every one that hath 
forsaken houses, or brethren, or sisters, 
or father, or mother, or wife, or chil- 
dren, or lauds, for my name's s-ake. shall 
receive a hundred-fold, and shall inherit 
everlasting life." 

Who that reads this declaration of (lie 
Saviour, can dispute the goodness of God 
in ministering a present as well as a fu- 
ture reward, to those who endure afflic- 
tions, and bear burdens for Jesus sake, 
and take joyfully the spoiling of their 
goods in this world ? Let preachers and 
brethren consider this subject, and ask 
themselves the question, is there any dan- 
ger in trusting in God, jri the faithful 
discharge of every duty. If then we are 
prepared to believe that Christ's yoke is 
not hard, nor his burden heavy, 'let us 
turn our attention to the law and testi- 
mony, to learn our duty with regard to 
the labours and support of the preachers 
of the gospel; for there is no subject that 
requires the uniform and united exertions 
of christians, about which there appears 
to be more complaining, both in the Min- 
isfryand churches, than about the duty 
of preachers in labouring in the vineyard 
of the Lord, and the duty of the churches 
toward (hose who preach, in communica- 
ting to their necessities in temporal things. 
And if my brethren will indulge mc with 
hut a small part of the time they have 
been accustomed to spend, in murmuring

OP THE SAINTS. 

Concluded. 

The eyes of the Lord are over the righteous 

and his cars are open unto their prayers. 

Now as righteous men are thus re- 
cognized by the Lord, as his beloved 
children, they aim to honor his name 
by an upright walk before men, and 
by a punctual observance of prayer at 
a throne of grace. 

A righteous man is a right, wise man, 
one that is divinely instructed, and 
who endeavors to adorn the doctrine 
of God our Saviour in all things. "For 
the grace of God that bringeth salva- 
tion hath appeared to all men, teach- 
ing us, that, denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this present 
world. Tit. ii. 11, 12. Righteous 
men, arc men of prayer; they are men 
of all prayer. This act of calling upon 
God, does not merely arise from some 
particular .trial : it is not a freak or 
momentary fit of passion; they live iti 
the spirit and habit of prayer. 

Family prayer. This is regularly 
attended to — at least, in the morning 
and in the evening. *Aa for me and my 
house we will serve the Lord" Re- 
ligion must be at a very low ebb indeed, 
when those that have families neglect 
this duty.

as it is in my opinion, so contrary to scrip 
ture, and to the remarks on Sanctifica- 
tion in our form of Church government. 
I therefore feel it a duty which I owe to 
to the Church, and to the truth, to make 
some brief remarks upon this weighty 
subject, which are at your disposal. 

That Sanctification docs not proceed, 
but follow justification, is evident, first, 
from the true meaning of the word, sanc- 
tify. The word has evidently a two told 
meaning; 1st, to set apart to an holy use. 
2nd; to purify or make holy. In the 1st 
sense, our Lord himself declares, John 
x. 36., that the Father had sanctified 
him, and sent him into the world. And 
a°-ain, for their sakes I sanctify myself, 
that they also might be be sanctified 
through 'the truth. In this sense were 
the sabbaths, feasts, houses of worship 
with all things appertaining thereto, 
sanctified, or set apart for God. Gen. u. 

3. Joel U'14. . 

In the 2nd sense of the term, Olinst 
prayed for his apostles, whom he then 
considered justified; "sanctify them 
through thy truth, thy word is truth. 
Again, says the Apostle, " Husbands love 
kTve your wives, even as Christ also lov- 
ed the church, and save himself for it; 
that he might sanctify and cleans it with 
the wash ing of water by the word. " Eph . 
v. 25, 2G, 27. And again, the same A- 
postle to the 1st Thess., prays that his 
brethren, who were in the Lord, chap, in. 
8, or justified, might be sanctified whol- 
ly. Thus the term sanctify in its latter 
signification is synonymous with the 
words, cleans, purge, purify and the like; 
all of which are generly applied in scrip- 
ture to persons then in a justified state 
Now if Jesus and his Apostles prayed for, 
instructed and exhorted those who were 
then justified, that they might go on to 
perfection, were they not justified before 
they were sanctified ? And did they not 
then stand in need of being cleansed from 
allfilthinessofthe flesh and spirit, that 
they might perfect holiness in the fear oi 

God? ° .- 

2. That Sanctification follows justifi- 
cation, will further appear from their 
nature. Justification is an act of do els 
free grace, wherein he pardons all our 
sins, restores us to his favour. Sanctifi- 
cation is a deliverance from the polution 
of sin. Justification is a deliverance 
from the guilt of sin. Sanctification is a 
purification of the heart from evil tempers 
thoughts and desires; so that pure love 
fills the soul. Justification saves from 
hell; Sanctification prepares for heaven. 
See Christian Brehtren's form of Church 
Government," page 51. questions. S«e- 



Both of 
these states are received by grace thiough 
faith; and a person cannot be sanctified 
either in the 1st or 2nd sense of the woi'd 
before he is justified. 1 or how can a 
person be set apart to a holy use, or the 
service of God, while he is full or unbe- 
lief, and a servant of sin ? and he must 
remain in unbelief and a servant of sin, 
untill he believes; and he cannot bejustUi 
ed till he docs believe. But being justi- 
fied bv faith, he has peace with God. 
Beni"" made free from sin, he become* 
a servant to God So when an individual 
is Justified; he ie set apart to a holy use, 
or the service ofGod. And if he continue 
in a justified state, lie goes on to the 
second sense of the word, or to per- 
fection; the purification oi' his soul 
from the polution of sin.

So thdi because thou art lukewarm, and 
neither cold nor hot, I will spue thee out of 
my muu/A.-j-Ilev. I i i - 16. 

That God is holy, no otic will protend 
to doubt| and that the object of the Lord 
in giving his Son, was to open a way 
whereby we might be holy and prepared 
for the enjoyment of himself, is a fact 
equally evident. 

God who at sundry times, and in di- 
verse manners, spake in times past unto 
the fathers by the Prophets, hath in these 
last days spoken unto us by bis Son; and 
the language of the son of God to nomin- 
al professors, is, : ' I know thy works that 
thou art neither cold nor hot:" while the 
plain requirment is, u Be ye holy, for I 
atm holy." The general connection of 
our subject is not addressed to the uncon- 
verted world, but to those who have ta- 
ken upon them the name, and professed- 
ly the nature of Christ. They were ad- 
monished, not because they had openly 
and wholly backslidden from the Lord, 
but because they while professing to be 
servants of God, had become stupid in 
their feelings, dull in their affections and 
lifeless in their devotions; and because 
such a course was calculated to stupify all 
remembrence of good to lull to sleep ev- 
ery desire to be holy, and carried a very 
unsavory influence in the world; no won- 
der that the declaration should be made 
to such; " I will spue thee out of my 



month." In comparing the condition of 
the professed world with that of the sev- 
en churches in Asia; is it likely that any 
thing more consoling than, ',' Remember 
therefore from whence tln.ii art fallen, 
and repent and do thy first work, or else 
I will come unto thee quickly and will 
remove thy candlestick out of its place 
except thou repent," would be commu- 
nicated, should Jesus lo day make a per- 
sonal address? But is it any less impor- 
tant that we should be holy in heart and 
life because Jesus is not personally pres- 
ent to pass the test upon our actions ? 
Certainly not; " For we must all appear 
before tiie judgement scat of Christ; that 
every one may receive the things done in 
his body according to that he hath done 
whether it be good or bad. But the 
question is asked; is it possible for men 
to be holy In this life ? 1 answer, if it 
is not, God has required of men impossi- 
bilities, and astonishingly sported with 
llicir wickedness, whenhe said, " Be ye 
holy for T am holy," and also, " If any 
man hear my voice and open the door I 
will come into htm and sup with him 
and he with" me." And the prophet must 
have been mistaken when lie said, " Re- 
member now Lord I beseech thee how, 
I have walked before thee in truth, and 
with a perfect heart and have done that 
which IS; good in thy sight. And is it not 
scripiuraily evident, that this is the only 
principle that will give us admit an ce 
into the kingdom of heaven. Hence it is 
said; " I counsel thee to buy of me gold 
tried in the fire, that thou may est be rich 
&c. It is abundantly evident that it was 
the object of the Revelalor to inculcate 
this doctaine in his address to the church 
in Laodicea. This being the fact, it will 
be necessary to point out the road to it. 
And this, by theassistance of divine grace 
1 will endeavour to do. Jesus has inform- 
ed us that except a man take up his 
cross and follow him, he cannot be his 
disciple. |But I am aware that when 
mankind are exhorted to repentance they 
are ready to plead their inability; but 
this the divine eeonemy has seen fit to 
put entirely out of the question. The 
grace of God that bringeth salvation hath 
not only appeared to all men, but teach- 
es us that denying ungodliness and world- 
ly lust, we should live soberly righteous- 
ly, and Godly in this present world. 
God has never required of his crea 



lures more than his grace will enable 
them to perforin; and while we are ex- 
horted tQgfow in grace and in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ; lie has furnished us with necessa- 
ry food. We arc to purify our souls in 
obeying the truth through the spirit, and 
the fruit of the spirit is love, joy, peace, 
longsu fie ring, gentleness, goodness faith 
3'C. Now when we hear this fruit, it is 
a certain evidence that we are in the wav 
that leads to heaven. But so certain as 
we feel a motion of anger, hatred or anv 
thing of this kind, it is a sure fact ( hut 
we are not of the way, and we should fer- 
vantly pray to God that we maybe kept 
by his power through faith unto salvit 
tion. The grand reason professed Chris- 
tians make no more advance in the di- 
vine life, is because they refuse lo walk 
according to the dictates of that ligh'. 
which shines in their path. — Instead o: 
trusting in the Lord who alone is able to 
keep them, they lean to their own un- 
derstanding. — Instead of squaring their 
lives by the plain word of truth, they 
vainly try to make the scriptures read 
according to their own limited experi- 
ance. But this will never accomplish the 
work that we need. We must break off 
our sins by righteousness, and our iniqui- 
ties by showing mercy to the poor ; and 
endeavour to believe, firmly, with the 
Apostle, that, this is the will of God even 
our sanctifi cation, and that it is the priv- 
ilege of the man of God, to he thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works ; and 
stand complete in all the will of God. 
Said the Apostle,— "And ye are complete 
in him, who is the head of all principality 
and power. 

Now let me say, dear reader, let no 
man beguile you of your reward, and 
never shun to hold up the doctrine of 
full, and complete salvation from sin, 
though worldlings and nominal profess- 
ors, raise the cry of delusion and wildfire 
around you. This doctrine you may- 
expect will raise a breeze, with the devil 
and his crew. But beloved, think it not 
strange concerning the firey trial which is 
to try you, as though some strange thing 
hapened unto you 5 but in as much as ye 
are partakers of Christ's sufferings, that 
when his glory shall be revealed, ye also 
maybe glad with exceeding joy. My 
soul exults and my heart leaps for joy, 
when my faith embraces Gods unchanging 
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love. Yes, glory to God ! I know its 
power , I feel its sacred influence burning 
in my soul. This is the blessing that 
smooths the rugged path of life, that 
calms the unruly passions of the mind ; 
mates duty a privilege, and enables us to 
glory in the cross of Christ. This, pre- 
cious soul, is the only way to escape the 
awful denunciation Jn the text.

New-Castle, 
and South-Berwick, where I attended 
a few meetings, saw ten persons who 
were ready to volunteer their service 
in the Lord's cause; which they made 
manifest by requesting prayers, bow- 
ing the knee, &c. While I w as gone, 
t lie work somewhat abated, so that 
it took one week to get things in as 
good situation as when I left. It how- 
ever revived and has gone on with good 
speed ever sir:ce. The work is atten- 
ded with great solemnity, accompani- 
ed with the power God of Israel. The 
sound is heard afar off, with a solemn 
awe ! An awful tremour seems to sieze 
the impenitent, while hearing of the 
conversion of their fellows; a goodly 
number of the Lord's children, are 
well engaged, who covenanted togeth- 
er to pray for the conversion of poor 
sinners; while the success they have 
met with; in the victories gained caus- 
es them to be much encouraged. 

During the last week, several cher- 
ished a consoiating hope in the Lord- 
of their emancipation from sin. And 
last Sunday evening, nine poor discon- 
solate souls desired the prayers of 
saints: some of whom bad once cher- 
ished or got as far as the cross; where 
they halted till they lost their confi- 
dence, and doubted their sincerity, ex- 
perience, hope, &c. The enemy of all 
righteousness raised his forces in my 
absence, with a volley of reports oi 
different kinds, which at first checked 
the progress or dampened the feelings, 
but soon terminated against his own 
house and army, to that degree, that 
some were soon convinced, and others 
surprised. 

I think something like sixty have 
found peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, since the year 1833, 
commenced ; of different sects and a- 
ges, from the child, to the man and 



woman of grey hairs. 1 thougnt to 
have come and seen you again, the 
last of this month, but the work is 
urgent and 1 cannot leave consistently.

From Jason Smith, Fort Covington, N. Y., Jan. 
10, 1833. 

Brother Badger : — It may he interesting 
to some to hear from one whose name 
has never been known in your paper. 
If you should think this communication 
worthy' please to insert it in the Palladi- 
um ; as I have been edified in perusing 
the writings, and hearing from my dear 
brethren in the Lord. 

I will give a short sketch of my expe- 
rience. When at the age of seventeen, I 
trust I was converted to God and my 
mind was impressed with the subject of 
preaching. When I looked at the great- 
ness of the work of the ministry, and upon 
myself, in my youth, standing between 
a holy God and the people, I shrunk from 
the call, and backslid from God. For 
ten years I lived a backslider's life. I 
suppose 1 felt as all other backsliders do, 
the lashes of a guilty conscience ; but, 
through the mercy of God, I was re- 
claimed, and rejoiced in the blood of 
sprinkling that speaks better things than 
the blood of Abel. I then begun to feel 
the worth of souls, and often when I shut 
my eyes, I thought I could see thousands 
of sinners plunging down to hell, like 
pigeons lighting upon a field of grain. 
What to do I did not know- How can I 
express my feelings, when I looked at the 
cause of God ; and upon a loving compan- 
ion and five children, and thought I 
must forsake all for Christ ? I wept. 
Thus, after two years, many times almost 
in dispair, last September when I was in 
my field, I had so clear a view of my du- 
ty, that I promised God I would serve 
him at the expense of all things. About 
this time my companion was taken sick. 
The best physicians attended her, hut all 
in vain. On the 27th day of February, 
1S31, she resigned her spirit into the 
hands of Him that gave it ; sweetly rec- 
onciled to the will of God. I immediate- 
ly provided places for my children, ar- 
ranged my business as well as I could, 
and commenced my ministerial labours 
in Lower Canada. The Lord revived 
his work in different towns, and raised 
up a free people to serve him. I was 
assisted by brethren whose whole souls 
were in the cause. There was much op- 
position by the Presbyterian and Meth- 



odist preachers. One accosted me and 
said, "Smith, by what authority are you 
preaching ?" (As 1 had been in connexion 
with the Methodists before,) 1 told him, 
"by the authority of God Mmghty ;" and 
he left me. In January last, I left that 
place, and came into the state of N. Y. 
in Brandon, the Lord revived his work, 
and souls were converted. In many 
other places in different sections of this 
country, we have had refreshing times; 
and the cause of liberty is advancing. 
I have had many trials and persecutions 
to encounter since I united with the 
Christian brethren ; but, by divine help, 
I am determined never to strike my 
colours, but to light manfully under the 
blood-staine banner of Prince Immanuei, 
Yours, &c.

01 TIRE HONOURS DUE TO ?HE SON OF GOD 

Let all men honour the Son, even as 
they honour ike Fauw. 

Mr. Editor, — while reading a commu- 
nication under the head, "Doctrinal," 
in the 12th number of the Luminary, I 
discovered the writer to be a Trin'itaaian, 
and believes that Christ possessed two 
whole distinct natuVes; that he could not 
be honoured, unles honoured as the eter- 
nal God— that he considers it blasphemy 
for any being to say, he is Alpha and 0- 
mega, beginning and end, the first and 
last, unless he was the eternal God. But 
great and good men through the tradi- 
tion of their fathers, may be mistaken. 
We find it so in the case of Saul. He was 
taught in all the customs of the Jews; — 
was very zealous for the Law, and veri- 
ly thought he ought to do many things 
contrary to the name of Jesus of Naza- 
reth. No doubt but our brother is sin- 
cere, but I think there is a more perfect 
way brought to light through the gospel, 
as a part of the before mentioned com- 
munication seems to sumed up m a mys- 
tery. We are Informed that mysterious 
or hidden things belong to God ; revealed 1 
things belong to* us. Whilst reading the 
before named communication, my spirit 
was stired within me. But feeling my 
swn inibility to write, I declined, hope- 



.ealising they were more able than my 
self But after looking some, and not 
firodinff the wish'd for communication, 
I have thought, that I might with the 
poor widow in the gospel, "cast in my 
Hike " And as one said anciently, dar- 
ken unto me I also will shew mine opin- 
ion." If any one should be benefited 
thereby, the design of the writer Will be 
accomplished. If not, I can say with an- 
other, "hear diligently my speac[v?*and 
let this be vour consolation, suffei-' me 
that 1 may speak, and after that I have 
spoken mock on.' 

Before I precede in this work, I would 
request the reader, (in as much as the 
writer is no grammarian ) to pardon the 
iingrammatical stile of this work, and 
rather look at the matter it contains. 

In writing this communication I shall 
in the first place examine the arguments 
of my Trinitarian Brethren, and in the 
second place, endeavour to exhibit the 
scripture light of the subject. 

In examining the new Testament I find 
the doctrine, that God is three persons, 
wholly unsupportable. Through the 
whole' tenor of the gospel, God instead of 
being spoken of as three persons, is plain- 
ly represented as ONE person, and Christ 
the express image of his ( God's ) son. 
Scripture further states, "to us there is 
but one God the Father. A mediat r is 
not a mediator of one, but God is one 
How different are these expressions from 
stating God to be three. It is however 
coetended that God is represented as exis- 
ting in three persons, from 1st John v. 7. 
"For there are three that bear record in 
heaven; the Father, the- Word and the 
holv Ghost, and these three are one. But 
in my view, this passage, in order to 
prove that doctrine needs an addition to 
it, and if any person can see the doctrine 
of the Trinity in it, I must confess they 
can see more than I can. To say that 
these three are three persons, is saying 
more than the text does; ann to arffim 
these three are one God, is adding to 
John's testimony. John simply says these 
three are one; but how are they one ? I 
answer, as any three persons or things 
are one which' unite in bearing testimony 
to the same truth. They are one in their 
record or witness. And John immedi- 
ately adds, "this is the rocord that God 
hath given to us eternellife, and this life 



in John f. SO. Viand my Father are 
one." It argued from this passage that 
Christ and his Father are one and the 
same being; but if we compare this whti 
other passages where tiro wprd one is us- 
ed in a simelar sense, we shall hud that 
on such inference can reasonably )w 
drawn from it. The word one fits ven- 
ous uses in the Scriptures. Paul tells his 
Corinthian brethren, "he that planteth 
and he that water eth are one." .But in a 
few verses precedeing this, he had told 
them, I have planted, Apolios watered. 
Here Paul and Apolios arc said to be on* , 
vet Paul and Apolios are two persons. 
Of the church it is said, " ye are all one 
in Christ Jesus." Though' all believers 
In- Christ are said to to one, yet not one 
person. Christ's prayer to' his Father in 
}7th chapter of John, speaking of his dis- 
ciples ho says, "And the tdory which thou 
gavest me,: I have given them, that they 
nm'y he one even as w c are one." Now 
as Chrst prayed that his disciples might 
be one even as he and his. Father are one 
must it not follow if the conclusion b<- 
correct, that Christ and his Futher are 
but orii* being, that, hisuKoi pies mnst 
come one being. Which then ought 
to admit ? 

1 shall next enquire in what sense 
scripture represent Christ as a son. 

The scriptures represent him as being 
with his Father before the world was. 
" And now, OFather, glorify thou me 
with thine own self, with the glory which 
I had with tlsec before the world was." 
John xv ii. 5. ' It is admitted by Trini- 
tarians, that the wisdom, mentioned in 
the Sth chapter of Prov., eludes to Christ 
whicli is my opinion. , This appears to 
be confirmed by the Apostle Paul, who 
informs us that Christ is of God made un- 
to us wisdom; and says, " we preach 
Christ the power ofGodandthe wisdom 
of God." We will now commence at the 
xvii. verse of the 8th chapter of Prov., 
and see whether the words of wisdom 
will not appear to be the words of Christ. 
" I love them that love me, and those that 
seek me early shall find me. Riches and 
honur ar with me: yea durible riches in 
righteousness. My fruit is better than 
gold yea than fine gold; and my revinuc 
than choise silver. I leed in the way 
of righteousness, in the midst of the path 
of judgment; that I may cause those that 
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love me to inherit substance, and I -will 
fill their treasure. The Lord possessed 
me in the beginning of his way, before 
his works of old. I was set up from ev- 
erlasting, from the beginning, or ever 
the earth was. When there were no 
debths I was brought forth; when there 
were no fountains abounding with, water 
Before the mountains were settled, before 
the hills, was I brought forth; while as 
yet he had not made the earth, nor the 
fields, nor the highest part of the dust of 
the world, when be prepared the heav 
ens, I was there: when he set a eomnass 
upon the face of the debth: when he esfab 
lisiicd the clouds above: when he strength 
ened the fountains of the deep.- vvhenhe 
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at a time when God declared there was 
no Saviour beside himself.

Divine honours due to the sor op god 

Lei all. men hmwir the Son, even as 
they hanour the Father. 

A new dispensation brought in a new 
command, under the gospel; the Father 
when he bringeth in the first begotten 
into the world he sailh. And let all the 
angels of God worship him. Heb xvi 
Can any one be so presumptions as to 
suppose the seHcxistent God alluded to 
himself, when he commanded the angels 
to worship his first begotten; and that 
the angels recognize the supreme God as 
a begotten son to himself in their wor- 
ship? let Trinitarians tlien remember, 
that the command given under the law, 
before lie first begotten was brought into 
the world, does not affect his worship, as 
the first begotten Son of God under the 
gospel. Again it is urged that all men 
should honour the Son even as they hon- 
our the Father. True but what does 
this scripture teach us more than that 
we are as equally commanded, to honour 
the Son as we are. to honour the Father 
When we closely examine the passage 
with its connection I think we shall find 
nothing in it that teaches bs to consider 
the Son in our worship to he the very 
being who in the passage is called the Fa- 
ther: it reads thus, "For the Father 
juclgeth no man but hath coommstted 



all judgment unto the Son; that all men 
should honour the Son even ns they 
honour the Father. He that honoureth 
not the Son honourelli not the Father 
that sent him." John v. 23, 23. The 
subject appears to me in this light, to 
honour the Son as one sent is honouring 
the Father who sent Mm; to reject Christ 
ia rejecting the Father who sent him; As 
Christ said to his disciples, u he that 
dispiseth you dispiscth me; and he that 
despised} ine, despiscth liiai that sent me." 
thus we are to houourthc Son as one sent 
even as wea.ie to honour the Father who 
sent him. Isaiah xlii. &. I am the Lord 
I hat is my name, and my glory 1 give not 
to another. The argument urged from 
this script tire is that if we worship the 
Son as a distinct being from the Father 
."«■ take that glory which is due to God 
alone, and give it to another. This in 
my opinion is a mistaken view of the 
passage. We inav honour the Son of 
God and at the same time pay supreme 
worship to God his father; because the 
scriptures represent fclijtt to honour the 
Son who is sent, is at the saine time hou- 
onr Tii g the Father who sent film. It is 
-aid that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord to the dory of 
G o d lli e Fath e r ■ Phil, xi . 1 Ho w th en 
can it derogate from the honour of the su- 
preme God, to honour his Son whom he 
has sent? What Father would consider 
himslf dishonoured in witnessing due re- 
spect paid to his Son, particulrly a king 
who had sent his Son to negotiate with 
his subjects ? But say Trinitarians if 
Christ is not to be worshipped as the su- 
preme God; as what or how is he to be 
worshipped. To this I would answer 
as the first begotten and as the lamb that 
was slain: not as the eternal God' but the 
first begotten of the Father. But say trin- 
itarians ye worship two Gods; the bible 
teaches us the Lord our God is one Lord. 
This I admit, and wonder they should 
labour so hard to prove that the lord our 
God is three. But to say we worship two 
Gods is unjust, We worship one God, 
aad one begotten Son, one God and one 
Lamb that was slain. In my view, there 
is a difference between the worship we 
are to pay the Son of God, and that which 
is due to God only. As I do not consider 
the Son of God to be the very God him- 
self of curse 1 do not pay to him that wor- 
ship which belongs to God only; but wor- 



ship him as one bego'tton;and one slain • 
and in so doing feel th#t I am free from 
Idolitry, and for this' reason, when he 
(Cod) Bringeth in his fiirst begotten 
into the world, he saith, let all the angels 
of God worship him. Worship h'uri as 
his first bgottcn, worship him as the Al- 
pha and Omega, the beginning and the 
end, the first and the last. Much stress 
Is laid on these titles given to the Son of 
God. I have been informed by men ot" 
science, that Alpha, is the first letter ami 
Omega, is the last letter in the Greek al- 
phabet; consequently these title's mean the 
same as the first and (he last. When 
Christ said, lam the first and the last, 
he immediately added; f am he that liv- 
eth and was dead. He is therefore to be 
considered as the first and the last, in a 
sense consistent with bis having been dead. 
Theresa re several senses, in which Christ 
may be considered the first and tire last. 
He may he so cnltad' as tbe author and 
finisher of our faith; As the constituted 
head of the church: and as such the first 
in anhtority under bis Father, when he 
recieved all honour in heaven and earth 
and tiie last in authority under him, 
when he shall deliver Ihe kingdom up 
to God, and beome subject to him. [t U 
said in Corinth xv. 84. Then comcth the 
end when he shall have delivered up the 
kingdom to God even the Father, when 
he shall have pot down all rule and all 
authority and power and when all things 
shall be subdued unto him then shall the 
son also himself he subject unto him that, 
put all things under him that God may 
be all in all. Thus he is the Alpha and 
Omega the first and the last. Trinitari- 
an? affirm that Christ possessed two whole 
distinct natures human and divine, that 
his human nature was offered on the 
alter of bis divine nature which saneitifi- 
ed the gift and made it a divine sacrifice, 
but I confess I have not so /earned Christ. 
Heb. i. 14. For as much then as the chil- 
dren are partakers of flesh and blood he 
afeo himself likewise took part (not the 
whole) of the same, that through death he 
might destroy him that had the power of 
death that is the devil, for verily he took 
not on him the nature of Angels, but he 
took on him the seed of Abraham. That 
word which was the Son of God, (which 
Trinitarians must acknowledge, ) which 
was in the beginning with God, (the be- 
ginning of his creation,) and was called

God- was made flesh. I fully believe 
that which proceded from God before 
the foundation of the world, was made 
flesh in womb of the virgin Mary, by the 
power of the holy Ghost; so that Christ's 
flesh being made of the word united with 
the seed of the woman, was, and is far 
superior to human nature, and is divine. 
Hence the am/elsaid to Mary, "the holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and the pow- 
er of the highest shall over-shadow thee; 
therefore also, that holy thing which 
shall be born of thee, shall be called the 
Son of God. I find nothing in the word 
of God which proves that the human na- 
ture of Christ was offered upon the altar 
of his divine nature. I conclude it is a 
tradition of the Fathers. Christ said it 
isnot possible that the [flood of bulls and 
of goals should take away sins. "Where- 
fore when he comelii into the world he 
sai lh ; sacrifice and offering thou would- 
est not, hut a body hast thou prepared 
me. Then said I lo I come in the volume 
of the hook, (it is written of me) to do thy 
will God. Above when he sailh sac- 
rifice and offering and burnt offering thou 
wouldcst not. Then said lie, lo I come 
to do thy will God. Instead of believ- 
ing in one God and one human nature on- 
ly, to constitute the true God, and Jesus 
Christ, I believe in one God self-e.xistant 
and infinite, and in one holy divine Son 
of God, far superiour to cither men or an- 
gels; instead of believing that mere hu- 
man nature suffered on the cross, I affirm 
that this holy Son of God actually died 
for the sins of the world, and thereby 
made the atonement complete.

How strikingly and obviously true Is 
'that assertion of the word of God; "the 
'tongue is an unruly evil. Every kind of 
beast, bird and serpent is lamed of wian; 
but the tongue can no roan tame." This 
■member of the body may lis stiled the 
strongest foe in nature. And the great- 
est care <$• watchfulness are required to 
guide and check its progress. The mind 
may conceive, and thoughts of verious 
kinds may there be multiplied, and still 
he mostly unknown to others, were it not 
for tills nimble, though little silence- 
breaker- It stands -ever ready >to boast 
of evil, as well as good things. And as 
tbe heart is naturally evil, and out of its 
abundance the mouth speaketh, it more 
frequently rims on errands of mischief 
than of mercy. When it moves slowly 
and almost reluctantly in the way to heav- 
en with messages of goodness; how swift 
are its paces down the broad road to 
death ! As t h e mi n d is the store h o u s from 
which it selects its instrument, it toe of- 
ten overlooks the ihougts of benevolence 
and charity, and being filled with enmi- 
ty and rage. against the objects of its vio- 
lence, it siezes .the deadly weapon, and

The possibility of such a revelation is manifest, 
front (he considerations, that man is not only capable - 
of knowledge, and of. receiving ideas by- nieuna of- 
instruction, or reverlion from others, hut (hat lie is 
also capable of reasoning on the- nature and analogy 
oTthe things which he knows; and or so improving on 
(he evidences of truth,' that he can draw just conulu- . 
sionF, and communicate his discoveries to his fellow 
beings. It is abiurd to deny, then, either (hat man- 
ia capable of receiving such a revelation, or that He 
who created, or constituted such a noble mind in 
man, could not communicate his own mind to man 
instantly or immediately; and as directly as wc canto > 
one another, without the ordinary course oT natural 
events to convey hieiideos of instructions. The cer- 
tainty cf such a revelation ii'ieridient from the fact that f 
man has an idea of the Supreme Being, - mid behevei 
not only that there-is a God, but that he is infinite in . 
all his perfections. In all the properties of nature, 
we find no principle on which perpetual motion can - 
he maintained, nor on which a strenm can- rise higher 
than its source, without the aid of same. other power. 
Consequently, irman had not been divinely inspired, „ 
he could not have riien so high/above (heilevol of his 
own nature, even in his imaginations, as, to have in-, 
vented the idea thnt.there is a Ged existing-, who is--

nliiihjnly power coulil thus reveal. his miuil and will to 
moral intelligences ima supernatural way. Tlial Ootl 
has made such a divine revelation to man, ijt evident, 
FatiI liy external events, that could not he traced to 
any nnltiral cause, The first of these, to be consider-' 
t'd, are those miracles of which we have an account 
in the sacred writings both of tne Old &N. testament. 
Who that has information of the destruction of 'the 
world, toe overthrow of the cititSof Sud.lin anil Go- 
morrah, the ten plagues of Egypt, the deliverance of 
Israel in passing the red sea, their receiving the law of 
Sinai, their preservation in the wilderness, their en- 
trance of the promised laud through Jordan,' their 
conqest love, their enemies their extraordinary bless- 
ings Afflictions, and the glory that attended their devo- 
tion) (0 God, can doubt the display of God's power 
and clary amongjltem! Or where is the man thai 
can consider God's dealings with individuals, an in 
the cases of Cain and Abel, or 'Enoch, NnahJ Lot, 
Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, Moses, Jot bus, Gid- 
eon, David, Job, Daniel and <[iellir»-o worthies in the 
fiery furnace, and discredit the power of faith in God 1 
And indeed what rational man C2ii contemplate the 
ivondtrfnl toniing of the great Messiah, the l.ortu 
its.es Christ, his powerful miracles, the purity or his 
doi trine, the ilfed of his labours, his. humility in suf- 
ferings ami his. riKATiL and rgsurefiion; us well 
ns ihe power anil authority conferred upon hisdisci- 
pleMo heal the siclt, cast out devils ami raise (he dead 
to life again; and then, with a rational evidence of the 
truth 01 thtse events, conclude that- there is nothing 
miraculous or supernatural, or assign a natural cause 
fur all these tiling*? But secondly, we have -ft more 
sure word of prphecy. The evidence given by proph-. 
ecies is .greater, ifpossible, than that of .miracle's; and 1 
it seenis that God being more abundantly- willing to 
shew unto men (he immutability of his counsel, has 
coi: firmed it by miracles and prophecy too. Man 
does not naturally possess the art or-po-wer of prescience 
cousi quenlly he cannot, without the aid of supernal 
urai power, penetrate the dark .'events of futurity, 
nor without the aid of history declare what has been 
btforehim. But the holy prophets have been so inspir- 
ed, that by enquiring of the Lord,: and searchine 
diligently the evidences ofhis word, (hey have been 
iibl'-, not only to speak of things that passed, and of 
those that were passing, but afso of Ihings (hat should 
come lo pass ininlure ages. Many of those things 
of-which they spake, have since transpired 'exact!) 
according to their predictions, and there is scareeh 
any event that transpires in our day, that docs not 
witness to us the- (ruth and verily of -their -word of 
prophecy. 

Scratidly. Internal evidences are likewise afforded, 
of (he truth of divine revelalion. The first oT these 
is the internal operation of the Holy Spirit, by which 
the rational sou! is not only reproved and convicted 
of sin hn( helped or lead to the discovery of the truth. 
liy this influence the things of God are seen or un- 
derstood by the- works -of nature and providence. 
This kind uf evidence is clear lo those who believe 
and adhere to it, but to those who regard it thrnnglvun- 
belief or disobedience it is-nnt so; consequently they 
not only are at a loss (0 account -for their own feelings 
and extrcise, but doubt (lie reality of the experience 
of others, and: often require a sign to confirm it: but 
if they wouW neither < beli -ye the evidence of 
miracles, nor poophecy, nor regard (he witness or the 
spirit, nor of candid men, neither Would they believe 
iTc-ne should rise from the dead. • The second internal 
evidence is (hat which arises from the purity and con- 
sistency oTthe doctrine; as harmonizing w j(h the per- 
fcctions'of God ■ and (ending to; promote the moral 
improvements and happiness of man. No evidence, 
fqr even miraculous evidences [ but such could not 
be] could satisfactorily establish a doctrine that is 
kno'v' 1 1° u * absurd, and false in i'a intrinsic princi- 
ples. But (he doctrine revealed from heaven, in the 
vroidofGod, is rational, and well calculated to reflect 
gk>rj toils author, and to reform and improTe (be 
moral condition of man- r and to render his more ca- 



pable of s.njaying happiness both in this life, as well 
as in (hat which is to come. Hence the evidence, 
arising from the consistency and purity of (he doc- 
trine of divine revelation, '■• indisputable, and carries 
conviction, to every virtuous mind, of its truth anil 
verity. 

TMdly, There are collateral br circumstantial evi- 
dence of such a divine revelation from heaven.' The 
first is the moral agency of man. Moral agency hon- 
est in ahilily to act Voluntarily, with regard lo some 
rule, which determines the act (0 he good'br evil. 
If man ii capable of so acliiig,. it is unreasonable, 
to suppose that no rule of right' ii given him,' and 
that he is thus capable U abundantly proved In 
every principle of- true reason, philosophy, and by 
llie policy of all! the civil' institutions tu [hn world. 
Secondly. We cannot suppose tint an i ifniilely wi-e 
Creator would leave inau lo the caprtie of aspiring 
impostersi or to the exercise of their ittprfe'i't rea- 
son, to fix (hat rule of ri.dit by which good ' or ci- 
vil & determined; for nothing is more eu'diinl than 
that good on evil originates from a source above 
many or be would so control the effect, if the cause 
iviis inferior to him, as to realise- no evil whatever,

The man who comes at midnight hour 
and fires my dwelling, does me injury : he 
burns my roof, my pillow, my raiment, 
my very shelter, from the storm and tem- 
pest; but he does me an injury that can be 
repaired. The storm may'indeed_ beat 
upon me, and chillingblasts assail ene; 
but charity will receive me into her 
dwelling, will give me "food to eat and 
raiment to put on," will timely assist roe 
in raising a new roof over the ashes of 
the old; and I shall again sit by my own 
fireside, and taste the sw*ets of friendship 
and of home. 

But the man who circulates false repots 
concerning my characterjwho expose ev- 
ery act of my life whsch can be represen- 
ted to my disadvantage — who goes first 
to thie, then to that neighbour, tells them 
he is very tender of my reputation, en- 
joins upon them the stricest secrecy, and 
then fills their ears with hearsays and ru- 
mours; and what iiworsa, leaves them to 
dwell upon the hints and suggestions of 
of his own busy imagination — the man 
who, in thiswav," filches from me my 
go«d name," does e-j an injury which 



neither industry, nor charity nor time 
itself can repair. He has told his tale 
of slander to an uncharitable world* 
Some receive it as truth; others suspect 
the half is not told them; and others dress 
what they have heard in the highest col- 
oring, add to it the foul clumnyof their 
own inventions, and proclaim it at the 
corners of the streets upon the house-tops. 
Should I prove myself innocent, and 
attempt to meet the scandal with contra- 
diction , the story of my discharge out- 
strips me, or solicitude to contradict it 
excites suspicion of guilt. Should the 
slanderer confess his crime, the blot is 
made, and his tears of repentance cannot 
wash it out. 1 might as well recall the 
winds or quench the stars, as recall the 
infamy, or wipe this foul stain from my 
character. 

I attach a high value to my fellow men. 
I cannot but wish that while" I live among 
them, I may hold a place in their affec- 
tions, and be treated with the respect 
which is due to my situation. "A good 
name is rather to be chosen than great 
riches," or than ; ' precious ointment"

How base, how contemptible is the 
character of a slanderer? How various 
their motives, or diversified the means, 
which they take to accomplish their ob- 
ject; they are all characterized in scrip- 
ture by the significant names of evil 
speakers, busy bodies, and tale bearers; 
and are cosidcred there, and every wher« 
else, as the disturbers and pest of society. 
What mischief may not he occasioned 
by the tongue of slander ?-~What charac- 
ter is proof against itn poison? Howrae 
individuals, families, and neighbourhoods 
affected by is malignity? Better dwell 
amid the infection of an hospital, than 
move in the almoFphere contaminated by 
the breath of slander. Better meet an en- 
emy in the field of battle, or fall into the 
hands of the ruthless savage, than he over- 
taken by this " pestilence which walketh 
in darkness." 

What does the slanderer think of him- 
self? Does he hope to be respected of 
men, or approved of God? Let him ask 
his conscience, and if that is not already " 
seared as with a hot iron, it will lell him 



Give me this, and^ice' thfc frowns of 
fortune, can be point at as the child of 
poverty, and still know what it is lobe 
happy. Take this away, and you strike 
a dagger snto my soul;— you render life 
itself a burden. The frowns of a world, 
the finger of scorn, and the hiss of con- 
tempt, are more than a man can endure. 

Yst dear as reputation is, "andin my 
soul'sjustestimaton, prized above all pri- 
ce," it is not. too sacred for the slanderer 
to tarnish and destroy. He can take 
from me the confidence of my employers, 
the respect of my friends; can blast my re- 
putation with his pestilential breath, and 
feel not a pan^ of remorse. He glories m 
nothing so much as in the slaughter of 
character. He would blithe the fairest 
flower in the garden of innocence, demol- 
ish the loftiest temple of human purity, 
and place his broad stamp of infamy on 
the holiest servant of the living God- 

The slanderer lias not a singlo pretext 
or excuse to palliate his offence- A desire 
of gain may urge seme men to the com- 
mission of crime, the incendiary and assas- 
sin may be excited by this base passion | 
to perpetrate their deeds of darkness and 
of death. But the man who attacks me 
with slander, has no hope of personal 
good: and if he robs me of character, he

The Prcanher refused the letter, hoping bin dolu

which 1 find in th's country to he as follows.

SHORT SERMON. 

Rom 10. 15, s"Hnw beautiful are the fret of 
them that preach the gospel of peace, and bring glad 
tidings of good things." 

We shall improve this language pf Isaiah, quoted 
by Paul to Ihe Romans, in reference to the follow- 
ing principle.

Although n, foolish anil-virtuous man is mu to bees 
teomed for the mere consideration Hint bis parents 
nr connexions are wise and good, yet o good man re- 
ceives an additional weight of character, from the 
circun.stanco of of his connection and associates 
being virtuous and honourable. The gospel preach- 
er, in common with all christians, has God Ibr his 
Father, die church for his mother, and the truly 
righteous and wise for his brethren. He is approv- 
ed of and employed by the groat head ofthe church 
in which he stands as the golden candlestick of the 1 
Lord, and shines as a brilliant start being an ensarrh 
pie to tho flock "in word, in conversation, in char- 
ity, in spiril, in faith, in purity." TJiesun ofright- 
eousncKi shines upon them and they shine as lights 
in tho world. The countenance of Moses shone af- 
ter having been in the mount with tho Lord; so de- 
voted preachers come from their secret wrestling 
ivith,ond apnoacbes to tiic Lard, to speak to p-Vop*hs 



with an increased degree of spirituality arid heaven- 
ly glory. 

Secondly. They are excellent and beautiful on 
account of their christian graces, those grates they 
not only possess in common with their private breth- 
ren, but as examples to the church they- ore expec ted i 
to possess them in a superior! degree. 

h. The grace of humility. 

Humility has ever been considered as one of the 
most essential and excellent gr.aces of-a preacher of 
the gospel, wi; hoot which, he eon do but little good, 
andean never be esteemed by ihe real deciples of 
Christ. In the same proportion ns a, preacher dis- 
covers to his hearers-thai he lliinks himself learned, 
urelequentjor witty, or of consequence, he disgraces 
himself, he betrays a. price of heart, and complacen- 
cy offeehng toward; himself thai is unbecoming, 
"earthen vessels." 

An excellent! trait of humility in a praeher is, an. 
absence of mind-alogethcr, when before his hearers, 
representing his popularity, andan indi tie renc re- 
specting the applause nflhe people, tor his learning, 
eloquence, &r. Humility is an ornament, wiih 
which, every one of Christ's rmnssters are adorned, 
and hence they. are beautiful, for God dues beauti- 
fylhe meek, 

2.The grace of-love. 

God is love, and shines" out of Sion, the perfec- 
tion ol beamy," and Ihe preacher dwelhug-in God,, 
dwells in love, and putting on ehaity, which ir Uiu- 
bond of perleciuess, he is one of "the exclleiu of the 
earth." 

3. The grace of zeal. 

However beautiful ihe dress and features yet if 
the spirit of life is wanting, it is but an inspired stat- 
ue.. A.preueher with the abilities of.en angel yui, 
moviugjike a drone is disgusting; to bo negligent a- 
bout iriding things might be well enough ..bul to be 
careless and supine respecting; thing* of eternal mo- 
mcni is the height of absurdity, Christ's ministers- 
are "lively stones- .exercised: with a "lively hope' 1 
and arc ready t» spend and be spent, instant in soo- 
ason, out ofseasou, exhorting, repricing, rebuking,

Hypocrites 
are as often persecuted, as real chris- 
tians. Generally, it is not for the 
doctrine of the gospel, or for their virtues 
that men are persecuted; but for their er- 
rors, imprudences, censor lousness, and 
conduct contrary to their profession — 
And if they suffer these things, it is not j 
for righteousness sake. Was it, the severe 
suffering of the apostles in the _ cause of | 
christanity , which gave these bright evi- 
dences of the truth of grace in their hearts 
Was it not the temper and disposition, 
which they exhibited under their trials, 
and the virtue, which these called into 
exercise, that shone with such resplen- 
dent lustre around them? Have not the 
wicked as well as the righteous i borne 
persecution, but very different disposi- 
tions ? Does it prove the truth of doc 
trines, that men are persecuted for their 
faith in, or profession of them ? Dees it 
not rather prove their firmness in bcliel 
of them and their imposture?

Let- us, in 
whatever situation of life wemay be plac- 
ed, consider attentively how we may im- 
prove it to the greatest advantage; Ictus 
never be discouraged by any difficulty 
which, may attend what we know to be 
our duty ; for if tvc do our best, we are-sure 
of art alt ''powerful assistance ; nor let us ever 
think any occasion too trifling for the 
exertion of our best endeavours, for it is 
by continually aiming at perfection in ev- 
ery instance, that we may attain to as 
«reat a decree ofit as our present state 
will admit, and thus obey the precept of 
our blessed Saviour. — fiowdler's Essays..

SELF DENIAL- 

Self denial is the basis of trne virtue. 
ftJntil we have learnt to refrain from the 
indulgence of innocent gratifications, we 
-ure illpre pared to meet adversity, or to 
■resist temptation. The difficulty of self- 
denial arises from ais erroneous estimate 
■of the value or temporal enjoyments. The 
desire of present gratification magnifies 
the means, and ve unwillingly resign 
pleasure at hand for happiness hereafter, 
the nature and degree of which we cannot 
know. We are not only required to fore- 
go pleasure, when incompatible with the 
discharge of duty; but so numerous arc 
our obligations that they demand our un- 
ceasing, unrelaxed exertion. Here then 
js a straight road, no allowed deviation 
from the onward track, no resting place 
short of heaven. It is a road too, that 
passes through the region of temptation. 
On either side are bowers of ease: No 
wall of separation forbids our approach, 
mo unseemly sights alarm our fears. Ev- 
ery thing looks innocent and gay. The 
Muses dwell in the groves of enchant- 
ment, and by describing their delights, 
■would lure us to participate. The unsus- 
jyiciousness of innocence increases our 
susceptibility. Nor are we warned to re- 
Aire, by those who have preceeded us. 
Their countenances look smiling and 
■careless. It is not till the passions have 
gained ascendency, till fascination has 
withdrawn her spelt, and disappointment 
-succeeded hope, that the votaries of plea- 
sure become melancholy and desponding- 
Thus we see that progress to destruc- 
iion, commences with relaxation from du- 
ty. We enter the bowers of ease, little 
thinking that they lead to the dark recess 
of a forest, where every ray of hope is ex- 
cluded, wher fearless innocence is exchan- 
ged for coward guilt, where the rnossy 
bed of ease becomes a thorny couch, and 
the sprightly song of mirth yields to the 
moanings of despair. 

Would we avoid this doom, we must 
not venture to look with desire on these 
alluring scenes; to listen to their soft be- 
witching melody, or to inhale their sweet- 
scented, yet poisnous atmosphere. Some 
might perhaps venture a little with im- 
punity, but there is a point, after passing 
which, return is not easy. The indul- 
gence of innocent gratifications must be 
restrained. If we comply with all our 
lawful desires, we shall loose self-com- 
mand 1 Unused to refrain when inclination 
prompts, wc shall yield to the solicita- 
tions of passion, and silence conscience by 
forcing our reason to comply with our 
gushes. Jf we restrain ourselves in the

We have much less 
reason to fear an enemy who openly at- 
tacks us, than one who, with the smiles 
and assurances of friendship, has gained 
our confidence, has possessed himself of 
our secrets, discovered our weakness, and 
having flattered our vanity end self- to ve, 
corrupts our purity, blunts our percep- 
tion of right and wrong, and renders us 
an easy prey to depravity and ruin. Such 
enemies are those, which it is the pro- 
vince of self-denial to combat. The ex- 
ertion which it requires, will add new 
vigour and resolution to our virtue; ice 
shaM feel that the object of this Me is not 
indulgence; and pleasure and interest mU 
in vain lend their charms to guilt. 
"Abstinence," says the rambler," hat 
least a cautious retreat from the ut- 
most verge of permission, and confers 
that security, which cannot reasona- 
bly be hoped by him, that dares al- 
ways to hover over the precipice ot

Many people think from this place, that God lov. 
ed the man Jacob, and hated the man Esau, before 
lliey were born, and that il was promised, that the 
man Esau should eerve the man Jacob, before they 
were in the world.

Did E- 
sauever eerve Jacob? No. Jacot, was afraid of 
him almost all his days, and appered to serve Esau.

Remarks on the third verse of the 110 Psalm. 

"Thy people shall be willing in the day 
of tii)' power, in the beauties of holiness, 
from the womb of the morning: thou hast 
the dew of thy youth " 

This verse, by not being understood, 
lias been wrongly applied; and it is by 
many supposed to mean what David nev- 
er meant. In the old translation it reads 
tl u , s — "Thy people shall come willing at 
the time of assembling thine army in beau- 
ty; the youth of' thy womb shall he as 
ihc morti'tu" dew. 1 ' ' different denomina- 
tions give different meanings to this verse. 

The Predestinarians, whether Babtists 
or others, suppose the following to be the 
meaning of the verse, viz. " That a very 
lew of the decendants of Adam were from 
all eternity given to Christ, and that such 
are his people; thai though they are fore- 
known, predestinated, justified, and glo- 
rSuVd; yet they are by nature children of 
wrath: m the horrible pit and miry clay; 
and though justified from eternity, yet 
&r'e guilty j condemned, and enemies to 
QprJ, aTJf] (aliens by wicked works; that

though his people, or his own nation who 
delivered him to Pilate. He by faith 
viewed Christ judging among the heath- 
en, and extending his conquests every 
where. While viewing this, the thought 
came into his mind— What will become 
of the Jews, his people or nation, riie 
answer is here given— Thy people shall 
be willing in the day of his power ■ ; at 
the time when Christ takes to himself his 
great power and reigns through all the 
earth ; when the kingdoms of this world 
become the kingdom of our Lord and his 
Christ ; when he comes to the Mount oi 
Olives i# ten thousand of his saints to 
subdue his foes, and rescue the Jews from 
those who determined to swallow them 
up ; then shall the Jews be willing to 
have this man to reign over them; and 
then will they see him, at the time when 
Christ said, they should say: "Blessed is 
he that cometh in the name of the Lord . 
This will be the marriage of the Lamb, 
when the new covenant will be made 
with the house of Judah and Israel. At 
that time he will come to introduce holi- 
ness in all its beauty from that morning' ; 
and then not only a few Jews will believe 
on him, but he will have the clew of his 
Youth- The Jews, young and old, will 
submit to him, and acknowledge him 
their Lord and King forever,— This raea- 
nlng of the verse agrees with the oilier

It 5s a fact which cannot he questioned, 
that a very large proportion of those 
whom we believe to lie real Christians arc 
mere babes in knowledge. Tliey have 
just enough instruction to know that they 
are sinners, and that salvation is all of 
grace through Christ Jesus. l>ut ask 
them to state, prove and defend, in a 
scriptural maimer, any otiem tbe leading 
doctrines nf the gospel, and yon would 
immediately discover how contrac ted is 
their view, "and how fable is their preemp- 
tion of divine truth. Instead of walking 
amidst the splendid li"ht and varied scen- 
ery of revelation, with the confidence and 
jo'v of men whose vision is clear and 
ftron";, they group along with the 
fear and hesitation of those who are par- 
tiallv blind. This, in most cases, is their 
funis, and not their misfortune merely. 
We arc commanded to grow in knowl- 
edge and the Apostle in the following ve- 
ry severe language, reproved the believ- 
ing Hebrews for their ignorance. "When 
for the time ye ou^bt to be teachers, ye 
have need that one teach you again, 
which be the fi rst principles of the ora- 
cles of God." After this he exhorts them 
to leave the principles of the doctrine of 
Christ, and go on to perfection. How 
«arnestlv, in other parts of his writings, 
did he supplicate for the churches, onin-i 
crease of their religious knowledge, Eph. 
i. 17, IS. Colos. i, 9. It is very com- 
mon for ministers to complain that they 
are almost afraid to ascend to loftier parts 
of revealed truth, lest a great portion of 
their hearers, instead of eagerly folio wine 
them, should reproach them with ascen- 
ding to barren, and almost inaccessible 
summits. The causes of this deficiency 
of religious knowledge in our members, 
are numerous and various. In many ca- 
s?s, the want of a religious education, 



contributes to it. Not a few of them arc 
brought in from the world, when they 
are far advanced in life. There is, with 
many a more culpable ; I mean a system- 
a Lick neglect of the subject. "What." 
they exclaim, "will bcud knowledge do 
for us ? we are for experience ; experi- 
ence is every thing in religion." What 
kind of experience that is, which is not 
founded on knowledge, I am at a loss to 
concieve. \Vilh such people, ignorance 
appears to be llic mother of devotion. It 
should be recollected that it is in the spir- 
itual world, as it is in the natural ; the 
seed of the kingdom is sown in the light, 
and lialil is essential to every stage of its 
growth. If that be not right knowledge, 
which does not produce feul'mrr, certainly 
that is not right feeling which is not pro- 
duced by knowledge,. They who have 
only head knowledge, dwell in the frigid 
zone of Christianity ; and they \t bo have 
only feeling, occupy the torrid '/.one. Tbe 
former are frozen amidst mere cold and 
heartless speculation ; the latter arc scor- 
ched amidst wild fanaticism. 

How much more real enjoyment of the 
truth is possessed by him who clearly and 
comprehensively understands it ! and 
how much more useful is h; likely to be 
in communicating i nst r'nci ion, than the" 
individual who barely understands the 
first principles .' Every professing chris 
tian at least all those who have leisure 
foe reading, should endeavour to unite 
tbe knowledge of a good theologian with 
the experience oTa real believer. 

In order to this, let christians set a- 
part time not only for reading, but study- 
ing tbe scriptures ; let them read theolo- 
gical books which explain and prove the 
doctrine of tbe eospel ; let them attend 
upon the preaching of the word h ith a 
view, not onlv to be comforted, but to be 
instructed. The exclusive object for 
which some bear sermons, is to ob- 
tain a little comfort. They sit waiting 
and watching for some sweet and savou- 
ry assurance, some well known hack- 
neyed consolatory topic, some lively ap- 
peal to tbe experience, and until this 
comes, they lightly of every thing else. 
The minister may have given the clear- 
est elucidation of some dark and doubtful 
passage, the most masterly defence of 
some disputed truth ; hut to the mere 
comfort hunter, ad this is nothing e/se 
than the husk, or shell, which is to be 
cracked and thrown away for the kernel 
of a little christian experience. From 
such sermons they go home, with hungry 
and cheerless appetites, complaining that 
they have found it a lost opportunity. 
Let menot be mistaken. Comfort ought 
to he sought for, but always through the 



medium of knowledge! The best warmth 
is that which comes not from ardent spir- 
its, but from the sun, which sends his 
heat to the flame, in those beams which 
convey light to the eye. The fact is, 
that some people's religion is of thai 
weak, unhealthy kind which is supported 
only by elixirs and cordials. 

After all, I am constrained to confess, 
that the darkness which rests upon Lhe 
mind of the church member, is tbe result 
in some cases, of thut cloudiness which 
envelopes the mind of the pastor ; if there 
ii ignorance in the pew, il is because 
there is so little knowledge in the pulpit. 
When the preacher dwells on nothing but 
a few hackneyed common place topics of 
an experimental or consolatory nature ; 
when all the varied and sublime parts 
of revealed truth are neglected for one 
unceasing round of beaten subjects, when 
a text is selected frmn time to time which 
requires no study to understand, no abil- 
ity to expound, when nothing is heard 
from one sabbath to another, but the 
same sentiments in the same words, un- 
til the introduction of a new or original 
conception would startle the congrega- 
tion almost as much as the entrance of a 
spectre ; who can wonder, if, under such 
circumstances, the congregation should 
grow tired of their .preacher \ or if such 
drowsy tinkling? should lull the fo/d, 
till with their shepherds they sink to tbe 
slumbers of indifference, 'amidst the 
thickning gloom of religious ignorance ?

The familiar terms,, de- 
struction, ruin, burn up,. consume, perish, lost, death 
4«. are frequently applied to the soula.ufthe wick- 
ed in. a future state;, but v/e shall discover that nei 
ther of them imply Iiterally,.non-existence or anni- 
hilation.

Hum hant destroyed thyself; but in me is thine help." 
Jlnsen, xvii. 3. In this passage, the Lord od.lres- 
nod Wsr.nv\ after the destruction had taken place: 
Which he could not have done, ifitbey did • not ex- 
iat. Again they-hail destroyed thoniaelvfa; but no 
man can put himself Out uf-cicisience. Neiihercan 
there be any, help after annihilation. How plainly 
may we see Unit it means, spiri'ualli , a derange 
merit and alienation of the own [ powers of the soul. 
Accordingly, the word of 'truth spesits in the ml 
lowing.langURge. "The prosperity, of fools destroy. 
them." Prov. [it 35; Not that prosperity closes 
their existence ; but hys waste thoir spiritual rx.

The. ynuih 
very well know that the gay n i rcl( ,, , [ie partv of 
pleasure, the ball chamber, ihe card table, and olh- 
er trifling ainusemenls, are inconsistent with the 
profession oft ho religion of J;. s ,.s. C"nciencc tells 
i hem :r T MEY would embrace religion they mn- Mot- 
sake all these amusements, d-nv'tbemslvesand lako 
up the cross. With such sentiments as these, they 
rather wonder when lhey.see relisibus parents who. 
do not restrain their children, and if. (as loo often 
happens,) a touii£ person, who has professed ths 
name of Jesus, enters tiie ball room they cry. out a I, 
once, away goes their religion. Whatever mnv be 
said by the enlightened part cfcomuiuuiiy. concer- 
iiing.the innocence ami civility of i hose amusements,. 
I am aware that their better'jeilgment contn:tlicis 
their pleas. They well fc„ ow ihalthe ball room b- 
directly calculated to induce the young, in npo-Iect' 
salvation ; they know that the gay circle is a very 
uiisuu able place to retire and "seek first ihe k.n«-- 
tl.un of God and his- righieousofss." The ina~n 
w«uhl he ubnsidered insane who should direct per- 
sons to the card table for good morale, to the hair 
chamber fii rrenentanee, to the theatre for!j n dlitieBs, 
io the parly ufpleasure for -sobriety, or to "the rum- 
b«t lie tor temperance. 

These nmuoemenis are of ihcmselves intempeh- 
A^CE— a waste of tune, a waste of properly, ruin lw 
Mie hofy, and destruction to the- soul ; chained by 
theleveol these amusemenis, thevoung live, '-hav- 
ing ko nowt and without God in the world." Be- 
ing warmly attached to ihe guv circle,, ihey uro- 
crastintite ; sacrifice their eternal inlerest-aiid are 
"lovers- of pleasure mure than lovers of God'." 
Harmless as thebe amusements- msv nnpear, they 
are leading caplive Ulo soul, .chaining it to rebelion, 
nnd pressing thousands to the damnation of hell.

The 
worship of God isvshut out of doors, es if it hnd no • 
right to enter their mansion. . The humble religion 
of Jestis, prayer and praise are apparently-consider- 
ed beneaih the dignity ofihese parties of pleasure. 
Away will) the man, thht would say to us remem-- 
ber now thy Creator in the dnyeor.lhy youth— iho 
ball roo mis not a suitable p 1 ace fur religious I usl re c- 
lirin. An I here, if I am asked how I' know these 
things, I-la-iswer, I' know by experience, A few- 
years since, I had fair proof ol ii. I will relate a

I refereu linn to bis former expe-ri- 
enee, (lor be had formerly professed religion,) and 
by pleading a seute of duly, I anon obtained his 
Consent, but herefered it to '.he managers [a cous- 
in and a all anger.] They treated me very civilly, 
appeared very candid, but though it wan an unsuit- 
able lime to give religious instruction. With all 
tnv pleas I could gain no adimlinnce ; they had 
shut the Saviour out, and why should they ac" nut 
mb ? He who i^ represented as standing until his 
bead ia wet with lhe dew and his locks with the 
dr"ps of the night, had, year ufier year, been knock- 
ing tor admittance and f mud none — the Holy Spirit 
beirt" rejected, is grieved and -retires; — feeing rejec- 
ted, 1 WUh grieved and returned home with unwea- 
ried steps.

tains a concise account of all the most re- 
markable historical events, as they si and 
in relation to the charcli of Christ, from 
the commencement of the Christian era, 
to the dessolution of ail things, when the 
last shock of time shall bury the empires 
of the earth in undistinguished ruins. 

The last verse of chapter xi opens the 
scene again in the temple, and shews the 
ark of his testament ; and expresses the 
the items of remaining part of the book- 
In chapter xii, John resumes the subject, 
and treats of the church in the same peri- 
od, ccc/Mtoiefl/h/. And, if you will din* 
gently read and compare, you will be sat- 
isfied that, as the best authors say, this 
book was thus originally divided ; and 
that one part will reflect great light o n 
the otlpr.

1. Who or what these witnesses are, 
at the first view, is dubious. Il is not 
apparent, 1, from the diversity of opin- 
ions among interpreters; 2, from tne 
numerous names given them in Scrip- 
ture.

I. Some suppose them 
to be the two offices of Christ, which lie 
would exercise in his church and king- 
dom here on earth, that is, his priestly 
and kingly offices. In answer to this, 
First, Paul says we have a High Priest 
ascended into 'the heavens. If he were 
on earth, he could not be a Priest. _ Sec- 
end, the kingdoms of this world will not 
become the kinsdom of Christ, till the 
seventh an^el shall sound his trumpet.

But this learned author has not shown 
how the bodies of such witnesses can be 
exposed in the street of the great city 
three days, or, as he explains, three years 
and a half, and then be raised to life a- 
gain ; nor assigned a reason why they 
are said to prophecy, in sac/ccloth, under 
the reign of t lie beast, any more than un- 
der the reign of the Roman dragon. It

ies, under the reign of t lie dragon, there 
were ten persecutions, in which many 
millions of Christians were hated and 
fettled for the name's sake ; and this 
author understands the witnesses to 
prophecy during the reign of popery. 
WOW, in consideration of these difficul- 
ties, tafcen in connexion with the signs of 
the times, I am inclined to look further 
for tiie=e witnesses, 4. These two ol- 
ive trees; and it appears, in verse 12, 
they are called the olive branches, 
emptying golden oil out of themselves, 
through two golden pipes. These 
pipes mio-ht be called preachers. 
From what is said in verse 14, these 
are the two anointed ones standing by 
the Lord of the whole earth. It will 
appear, from Joshua in, 1 1» 13, that 
the Lord of the whole earth was the 
God of Israel.

I lie Pharisees said such should be free. 
By thus saying, Christ told them they 
made void l lie word o/GocK You see 
then that the same Cnrist called the 
saying of Moses, in verse 10, he calls 
the word of God, in verse 13. And 
one such explanation of Christ is of 
more worth to me, than that of a 
thousand moderns, who suppose that 
what i= written in the Bible cannot be 
(lie word of God ; because, say they, 
the word of God is quick and power- 
ful; but PaupE most inveterate enemies 
acknowledged more power in hia wri- 
ting than in his preaching-, for his let- 
ters, eay they, are weighty and power- 
ful, but bis bodily presence is weak, 
and bis speech contemptible. 2 Cor. 
x. 10. Docs it appear right to see 
Christians behind infidels, in giving 
credit to the authority of the written 
Scriptures. But some will cavil here, 
and say the Scripture is a I! -sufficient 
without the Spirit- Now if you com- 
pare Ephesians vi. 17. with Hebrews 
iv. 12, yon will see Paul understood 
that the Scriptures, or word of God, 
were the sword used by the Spirit in 
the execution o£ its office. And by 
comparing Galations i. 6, with 1 Iries. 
i. 5 l you may see Paul has given the 
same idea of the gospel, as consisting 
of four parts compounded together; J. 
word; 2, power; 3, Holy Ghost; and 4, 
much assurance. Thai one part only 
is another gospel, yet not another; 
why? because it is only a part of the 
gospel, a perverted one, which if any 
man or angel should preach, let him 
be accused. Now, as the Spirit was 
the original cause that brought forth 
the word, as the effect, should not 
separate them, nor prevent (hem by 
trying to make the Scriptures, which is 
the effect, produce the cause, that is, 
the operation of the Spirit. God haa 
put things right, but man has sought 
out many inventions. Are we _ not 
more safe when we have a writ tea 
Deed, Will, or Testament, than with 
an oral piomtse, when there are ma- 
ny false spirits?

SWEDENBORGIANISM. 

It is about fiifteen years, since a few 
believers in tbedoctrines of the New 
Jerusalem, as revealed in the writings 
of Emanuel Swedenborg, were organ- 
ized in Boston as a regular society. At 
first (heir meetings for public worship 
were held in Boylston Hall, afterwards 
in the Pantheon, and more recently in 
the lecture room of- the Athenmum. 
In 1821 (hey removed to the fine buil- 
ding in Philips place, erected in pan 
lor their accommodation, where they 
have since worshipped. From the 
first association they have increased 
(heir numbers, and now embrace ma- 
ny intelligent and influential families. 

There has been so much curiosity 
to learn the peculiarities of their be- 
lief that we have thought proper to 
present some of its leading features. 
1 hey believe that God is one in essence 
and in person, and that he is (he Lord 
Jesus Christ. They bold also that the 
bible is a volume of divine truth, and 
that it contains internal senses within 
the literal, by means of which it is a- 
dapted to all the various stales of an- 
gels and men. They appeal to mira- 
cles as historical proof of the divine 
authority of their doctrine. Four in- 
stances in particular ore related of 
wonder* performed by Swedenborg 
himself, through means of his inter- 
course with the spiritual world, which 

(hey suppose indicative of marvellous 
[lower. 

He is said to have repeated to Lou- 
isa Ulrica, Queen of Sweden, the 
substance of a conversation between 
herself and her brother, Prince of 
Hussia, then deceased, which since his 
decease, could he known to no living 
person but herself. Again he is said to 
have discovered to Madame Marte- 
vi:le widow of a Dutch envoy at Stock- 
holm, a lost receipt, by means ofa con- 
sultatir.n wnh her dec ased husband. 
A llnrd wonder as related of him is, 
that be gave notice at Gottenburg of 
i fte?truc:iyp ffy then fngi g in Sllck- 



bolm three hundred miles distant, de- 
scribing with minuteness its origin, 
progress, and determination, all of 
which were verified to the letter, three 
days afterwards, by the arrival of a 
royal express. The fourth instance 
(old of Swedenborg is that in 17T2 he 
wrote to the celebrated John Wesley 
that be had been informed in the world 
of spirits, of his desire to converse with 
him, and that he should be happy to 
receive a visit from so celebrated a di- 
vine. Wesiley replied that it \vould 
afford him pleasure to converse with 
him aMer a sis months journey which 
he was about to commence. Sweden- 
borg wrote a2Tiin that the proposed vi- 
sit would be too late, as he, S., would 
go into the world of spirits on the 29th 
of the succeeding month, never to re- 
turn. Mr Westley took bis journey, 
and on his return was informed that 
Swedenborg died on the very day a- 
bove named. 

Swedenborg was (he son ofa bish- 
op, and was born at Stockholm in 1688. 
It was not as a religious teacher that 
he at first appeared to the world; be 
devoted a great portion of a long life 
to pursuits ofa very different charac- 
ter. He was distinguished as a liter- 
ary man, and quite early in life pub- 
lished several valuable productions

ed 24 years after his exclusive devo- 
[ion to the duties of bis divine mission, 
and in the time, wrote and published 
at his own expense, seventeen works 
in Latin, explanatory and defensive of 
his peculiar doctrines.

He wrote many books too, 
ofa scientific character, and after the 
death of Charles was raised by his 
Queen Ulrica, to the rank of nobility. 
At (he age of fifty- nine, having exhaus- 
ted, as it were, the visible world, he 
bade adieu to science, and gave him- 
self up to communion with the invisi- 
ble. Declaring that he bad revela- 
tions from God which called him to 
other pursuits, he resigned his places 
of worldly trust and went into retire- 
ment. From this period, a mystery 
bangs over Swedenborg's life which 
no one has been able wholly (o pene- 
trate. Although occupying a humble 
cot in a secluded part of the country, 
he suddenly became possessed of an 
immense fortune, with which he assis- 
ted men unfortunate in business. It 
. was with difficulty, however, that 
thosewho called could see him. At 
one time, "the learned doctor was 
wrapped in profound medifalicn, 
which must not disturbed ;" at anoth- 
er, "he has engaged in conference with 



fallen, it should always be kept in vieiv, 
that we, like :t good physician, are not 
at war with the patient, but the disease. 

The spirit of sectarism is found, in a 
greater or less decree, among 1 nearly all 
the different parti zens in the world. 
The people called Fritnds, were once an 
experimental, spirjtual, holy, and hum- 
ble people They knew nothing hut Je- 
sus Christ, and him crucified. Their ob- 
ject was to reform mankind. But now, 
their good economy and morality is about 
all that is left for us to admire. Their 
spirituality, in a great measure, is lost; 
their birth-right memberes have abated 
their zeal; they are superstitious, partial, 
and, within a few years, have become for- 
mal 1 y d e v id e d a in o ns t h e msel ves . Th ey 
once bore a decided testimony against 
war; but now, the spirit of war' rankles 
in many of their hearts. Once, they de- 
claimed against v ax at ious law-suits; now, 
thcyfgo to law, and that too before the 
unbelievers; and hesitates not to call on 
the arm of civil power, to interpose its 
aid in their church polity, and to grant 
decrees which shall give them advantage 
over their brethren. Well may the hon- 
est enquirer exclaim, " How hath the fine 
gold become dim !"

Does he 
know it, while he is labouring? If both these ques- 
tions are answered in the affirmative, he is responsi- 
ble for the result, which is } Misery, Dispair, Insanity, 
Murder and Suicide. ■ 

We do not design particularly, to controvert Mr. 
W., but to examine (he doctrine of Universalism anil 
its effects, by assuming the position laid down by 
himself. 

Without any further preliminary remarks, we pro- 
ceed to investigate the subject in the following man- 
ner. 

What we with (o he understood, when we say 
Universalism, is, a doctrine tbatuticoi'ditionally prom- 
ises life lu the whole family of Adam ; which doctrine 
wholly destroys the agency of man, and which throws 
■off all moral restraint. This doctrine if believed, an, I 
promulgate:! in the world, will unavoidably lead 
thousands to perdition. 

1st. VnirtTialiim products misery — The doc- 
trine of Universalism in Ihe unset exhibit* a vary phie-, 
tilde appearance. The idea that all mankind, when 
liberated from thi? earthly (aberomlc, will infer im- 
mediately Into heaven and unite with the blessed, in 
sinking praise to Gv& and the Lamb, is flattering, but 
in its nature directly calculated to lull (o sleep in? 
votaries. Whrn a man once fancies tn himself (bat 
his salvation is inevitable, let his conduct be what it 
may, all moral restraint is cast off; though he should 
enibue his hands in his brother's blood ; though he 
he guilty of (be most atrocious crimes, yet when lib 
eraled from this earthly tenement lie Is to be carried 
immediately to the realms of blessedness. However 
plausible (his doctrine may appear, it is rapidly has- 
tening the individual to the abode of misery. 
We have two reasons to offer in proof of this point. 
1st. from the fact that the person who has no 
other foundation than a fancied hope that this doc 
trine is true, produces misery. This point is proved 
from (he experience of many who havoonce preten- 
ded lo believe (his doctrine, and in their renunciation 
of Iti have tettffied/Uwt %sy were much troubled, 
least the the doctrine should prove false. This trou- 
ble and uneasiness of mind we are to term misery 
Yen the individual is' troubled on every hand - the 
secret whisperings of truth pursue him to his cham- 
ber, or to hb secret places of retirement ; his con- 
duct stands in array before him j ami upon the swift 



queuuy produces 9i.v, and sirr unavoidably produces 
misery. We come to this conclusion without fear ol 
successful contradiction. 

2"d. Universalism produces misery, j n that, while 
ihe individual is under its iulluence, is imperceptibly 
ied to, ward step by step in vice and the commiss.ou 
o! enme, until he becomes overwhelmed in Ihe a- 
byss or profligacy, and perhaps the States prison he- 
comes his home; the inflection or chains and stripes 
his portion. This is misery indeed. 

2d. Universalism produces dispair. We have 
only to say relative to Ibis point, if (he above be cor 
reel, (he consequent result wuuld be dispair. Wt 
would however offer the following idea (o illustrate 
this paint more fully. For example, a m,iu co ■■ utiU 
murder, lie is arrrskd and cast into prison. JJ^ ba a 
often been taught ihe fate of the murderer, yet a 
gleam of hope remains ; he is not wholly in dispair, 
i bough he is miserable. He remains in this condition 
until the day or trial ; fie is arraigned btfure (he cui 
orjusLice ; he is condemned, and the sentence 01 
death is past upon him. //<ip c flees, consequt- nllv 
dispair ensues. Again many are flattering themselves 
that this doctrine is true, and their mistaken no lions 
are strengthened by the testimony of some distiiiguislr 
td advocate of this doctriue, while 0:1 the oilier baud 
the spirit of God teae bes such that all is not weli,atid 
'they must be born again or sink forever. 1 " Dot the 
lafter influence is stilled ; the individual becomes 
hard, and is left to hardness or heart, to believe a lie 
that he might bejdamned. Gloominess and dispair 
shroud (he mind ; all future prospects are blasted, 
and many no doubt have fled from (he society of pn 
rents, brothers and sisters, and have become a trav. 
eling monnmen! of wretchedness and dispair. As 
Mr. Vf. has wdl .-aid, "they wander without hope 
and wilhout God in (he world, poor, miserable vic- 
tims of Universalism. 

3d. Universalism produces Insanity. We need nof I 
take up lime on this poiuf. We shall only have re- 1 
course to one fact, which h undoubtedly a specimen 
of thousands. A certain (individual in this Stale 
ho was a verynnlcd advocate of this doctrine, and 
who had very frequently expressed bis firm and mi- 
shaken confidence in (he doolrine of Universalism, 
But God in his providence saw fit to bring him upon 
his death bud. //is disease was such that his physi 
ctans informed him of his spedj disolulion. He be- 
came very mncb alarmed and it appeared that mercy- 
had entirely fled. His ogony was such that his 
neighbours and friends could scarcely witness the

Can 
any man be so unreasonable as to expect strict in or- 
als in every individual member of an extensive com- 
munity ; or can any man be so morose as to withhold 
all ccrjtt-se with persons, perhaps more vicious and

Or in other words, said he, I be- 
lieve (hat God has commanded all men every where 
to repent ; but (hat it is impossible for all men lo re- 
pent ; yet God would make a few willing in the day 
of his power, and punish the remainder eternally for 
not doing- what, it was impossible for them to do. 1 
What an iuconsistant being such a God must be ! ! 

The following appears to us (he meaning of lota) 
depravity, v:k. Bad principles, such as the above, 
taught to children by their superior?, which they act 
out when they arrive to manhood. That this is true, 
is evidf nl from the conduct or all nations. The Ma. 
honielans are taught that Mahomet was God'* proph- 
e( ; (hit their salvation or damnation turns on belie v. 
ingor rejecting him ; that all who r<-j»ct th- jr proph- 
et are heretic, and ought to die as enemies of God. 
Onr modern divines call this total depravity. If. 
this be natural, or what all are horn with why do not 
people of all nations persecute and slay suoh as do 
not believe in Mahomet, 

The Catholics, from their infancy, are taught that 
all people, excepting those of their own cliurcji, are 
here! ices, Who ought to die, and (hat it is a duly 
Ihey owe lo God and the church to kill Ihem. In 
Ihis country they cannot do it, because the laws of 
the couulry are against killing [,ere(iees. When, men 
were taught lhal it was a duty to fine and hang suoh 
as were considered witches, this was done. When 
Ihey were taught (hat it was a duly ( hang Quakers 
banish and imprison Baptists, fbi3 was done. No 
such tiling is done now, because men are taught (hat 
til eh things are wrong and they desist. 

Many have been taught, by there school-master i 
and ministers, that God, the fountain of all good 
bates. the greatest part of the decendants of Adam. 
and that almost the whole of them ate made for the 
porpose of being eternity tormented for the glory D f 
(heir Creator; that are condemned for Adam's sin - 
(hat God requires impossibilities of men -, and punish- 
es them for not performing what they cannot per- 
form,' and Tor not doing what God never meut they 
should do; and that millions or infants are torment, 
ed, and will be forever, for a sin committed by Ad- 
am and Eve. When thinking people reject these a- 
bominable principles, those who hold to them, say at 
once, "This is owing to the depravity of your hearts- , 
you cannot bear ihe doctrine lh.it makes God a sov- 
reign, having a right (o make one vessel to- honour, 
and another to dishonour." But observe, these or- 
thodox professors always happen to belong to the 
highly favoured few, made to be saved against their 
wills. The Friends and Quakers are taught from 
their youth that all persecution oil account of reli- 
gion is wrong, and contrary lo the scriptures ; and 
and Ibat war is unjust.

pulous exactness, or may perhaps as 
stubbornly oppose them. Though 
such an one should cry down bishops, 
or presbytery; though be should be rc- 
baplised every day, or declaim against 
it as heresy, and though he fast all the 
lent, or feast out of pretence of avoid- 
ing superstition: yet notwithstanding 
tliese, and a thousand exfernal confor- 
mities, or zealous oppositions of them, 
he wants the Life of Religion.

HISTORICAL e> DOCTRINAL. 

From the I'mplt's MiHU.EUie. 

LORENZO DOW. 

Dow'* corty life — (■Libit lnnllli and 1 lij siciil suffer- 
ing — RxifdOtditlEirv luiMiir* — Uuiutr-lw cuuuiUuti — 
his Death. 

Much has been said of (his eccentric in- 
dividual; and much perhap=, which is 
untrue. Many have he! ie veil, and not, 
perhaps, without reason, ilnti lie labored 
under » degree of mental hallucination. 
There is however, an undue propensity i 
in man kind to overrate or exaggerate, 
when their attention becomes fixed Oil 
the peculiarities or cicu instances of an in- 
dividual;— no matter whether it he by 
his wealth, his talents his virtues, his vi- 
ces or his eccentricities. 

Lorenzo Dow was horn in Coventry, 
in Connecticut, Oct. 16th. 17*7. Besides 
enjoying the advantages of of a good com- 
mon school education, his parents brought 
him up religiously. He was constitution - 
ullv inclined to gravity and sobriety, for 
at the early age of three or four years, he 
refused to join in the sports of hoys of the 
tame age. At e'uht years of age he had 



obliged to sit up whole nights ■' for want 
of breath. At I wenty-three and at thirty 
years of age his sufferings are again men 
tinned, tn the latter instance (it was 
while in Europe,) the attacks Were ac- 
companied n ith spasms, which, lo use his 
language "shook nis constitution to the 
centre." As late as the year 1815, he pas- 
sed many sleepless nights; indeed he was 
not wholly free from his complaint to the 
year of his death. 

Nor was his constitutional infirmity all. 
Severe labours and exposure often induc- 
ed fevers and other acute diseases, which 
brought hi hi to the borders of the graic. 
He araos'dlmed umatunely; for much of 
his tile. eit!'i-r from scrofulous tumors in- 
ternal and deep seated abscesses, or hem 
orrlionul aJieetious. Yet he almost al- 
ways caned himself "'well" ami lhou»h 
he underwent enough, one would thinU, 
to break down any ordinary constitution, 
only complained of ill health when he ex- 
perienced ;>o ilive pain; and in spile of 
all his diseases bulb acute ami chronic, he 
performed an amount of labour, in travel- 
ing and preacliiii:, unknown since the 
days of Whitfield, if not to the world. 

lie fore he had completed his twenty -fifth 
year, he on re rode iiltcen hundred miles 
and held one hundred and eighty-four 
meetings, of 2 to 3 hoars each, in ten 
weeks and t todays. About a year after- 
wards, be travelled in the southern states 
four thousand miles, besides constantly 



the misfortune to be associated with a lad preaching, in seven mouths, and finished 
\vho spoke falsely and used profane Ian- his tour without stockings, shoes, or out 



gnage, which very much changed his 
character. But the serious turn which 
nature and parental effort L'ave him was 
never wholly lost, for so acute was his sen- 
sibility tn suffering, and so susceptible the 
feelings of his heart, that tie never could 
witness the death of the meanest animal 
without emotion; and happening to kill a 
bird one day, it struck him with horror. 
It was not, however till the aire of thir- 
teen or fourteen years, that he wholly lost 
the vicious habits he had borrowed from 
bis companion, and become settled in a 
moral and religious course of life; nor 



er garments, ami almost without a horse, 
in ~IS05, he supposes he travelled about 
ten thousand miles. For many years, a- 
boul tins period of his life, he states that 
he travelled from seven to ten thousand 
miles, and held from six to seven hundred 
meetings annually. Sometimes, too, he 
spoke in the field, and addressed many 
thousands. In England, he once held 
nine rnee lings and travelled fifty miles 
in fifty-two hours; and in another instance, 
he held two hundred meetings, and trav- 
eled one thousand seven hundred miles 
in sixty-seven days. 



He travelled through the United States 
from New England to the extnnitios of 
the Union, — Georgia, Florida, or Mis- 
souri, --at least from fifteen lo twenty 
tin.es. Occasionally he went also to Can- 
ada, and once to the West Indies. Hfl 
made three voyages to England and Ire- 
land; twice at least ,for the improvement 
of his beat th. During tlirte foreign ex- 
cursions, he travelled over much of Eng- 
land and Ireland, drawing after him, ev- 
ery where, thousands of people, and riv- 
et mg their attention by the peculiarities 
of Ins person, manner, language and dressi 
It is thought, ami nut without reason, 
that during the thirty-eight years of his 
public life, he must have travelled nearly 
two hundred thousand miles. 

It was customary with Dow to send out, 
sometime before hand, a scries of ap- 
pointments to preach, often in a distant 
state; and he seldom if ever failed of being 
present, precisely at the day ami hour and 
place appointed". Ol'len three or four 
appointments were made for asingle day; 
\i is believed sometimes more. Besides, 
they were not unfrcrpiently so distant 
from each other, that he hud barely lime 
to go through with the exercises, ami then 
ilv'to the next town We snyjfy, for we 
nave known him travel, on these occa- 
sions, with such rapidity, that the fleet- 
est horse had enough to do to keep pace 
with him; and litis, too, over liie rough- 
est i oath, and through marshes and stfems. 
And what may be re.arded more astou- 
ishing still, not withstanding incessant toil 
and the constant exorcise of his lungs — 
weakened by protracted disease— lie sta- 
led in 1SS8, that Ins health, though not 
very firm, w as much better ill an twenty or 
t went v- five years before. But for tho 
last twelve years of his life he travelled 
much le*s than formerly. 

In addition lo-his labours in travelling 
ami preachiuJ, he wrote several volumes, 
among which is his "Journal," or. life, 
which, including miscellaneous pieces, a- 
mountsto seven hundred pages or more. 
The titles of his books usually as eccen- 
tric as their antor. One, for example, as 
nearly as can be recollected was "How 
to Lie, Cheat, and Kill, accrding to law.' 
Another, "The Chain of Reason, with 
five Links, two Hooks and a Swivel,' 

Lorenzo Dow was twice married. 
There are many singular stories in circu- 
lation, in regard to his manner of selecting 
a companion, but they cannot, we ihink, 
be fully relied on. His first wife Peggy, 
(v. ho also wrote a history of her own life) 
whom he married at Western, in the state 
of New York, died in Sept, 1819, By 
tbis marriage he had one child, but it di- 
ed early. He was married the second time 
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inMontville, Conn, This lady survives 
him. He ended his career at Georgetown, 
(D. C.) Feb. 2d, 1834, in the 57th year 
of his age. 

[Thisaccounl of Lorenzo Dow has been 
collected from his "Journal," written by 
himself, and from the statemets of his in- 
timate friends. During the last fifteen 
years, we have also known him ourselves 
but, not intimately. 

We had intended to add a brief account 
of the character,— public and private— 
of this eccentric man; but are obliged to 
defer it to the next number.]

Mr. Hkndee. — I noliced in the fifth No. of the 
presutl volume oi "your Paper, (and continued in 
the sixth and seventh numbers,) an article, entitled 
"Endless Punishment established," and signed by. 
"Rationalist ; " which I Ihmk aught to be noticed 
comeiii;? as it docs, front one who believes that, 
" harsh and over-healed controversy, which hat- 
only victory for its object, ie dishonourable to tin: 
cause of pietj and ivLduui." And that "a candid 
and impartial investigation of disputed subjects, al 
tit suitable limes, with en inflexible regard (or 
truth, may Scad the mind froi darkness lo tig-lif ,sn<l 
assist in hastening the period, when the wotcinnon 
pee eye to eye." 

With the above sentiments, 1 fully agree; and hp. 
cause i agree with him in these ; and because he 
lias first taken the in Id ; and because he has ad- 
vaticed come things, which, in my opinion af con 
trory to the true "literal meaning" oi the scriptures, 
that I presume to lake up my pen to examine a jit- 
tle, and cay a few words on "the other side." 

That none need come " to wrung conclusion from 
n misapprehension of the precise point in debate;'' 
lie first tells us that " the object of the discussion,' 
is, to enquire whether future "punishment will be 
far a r.isstTEO or an f.ndlvss duration.' He "hen 
posses over the restoration doetrino, ar,d says he 
<4 6tisill confine himself particularly to the opinion"

Alter thus premiseing, he says, "I think it is itn. 
scriptural," Ho then goes on to give us a gnoo' 
rule, by which we may read and understand the 
scriptures, as follows.

"said to be its literal meaining. And we have no 
"authority to carry the spiritual import any further 
"than the true literal signification. And iflhis rule 
"be violated, by adding or diminishing, we have 
"nothing to guide us, but are soon bewildered, nnd 
"lost in the boundless ocean of wild conjecture." 
In giving his reasons for. 'yhihlcing it. unscriptur- 
al," he leaves this simple and, excellent rule, and 
appears b'mself* to be "Ids' in the bumdleEs ocean 
of wild conjecture." For in speaking of llie'lamil 
tnr icrmSj destruction, ruin, burn up, eonewne, per- 
ish, lost, death &c," lie says, "we shall d.scover 
thai neither of them imply, literally, uon-existBRC 
cr annihilation." 

lam not disposed to argue that ai.l the nbeve 
terms literally imply, in ail cases nonexisence, but 
it is evident that some of I hem do in all cases, ac- 
cording to the '.'common accepttation of the term," 
noii-eitstante. Indeed every thinking man, and 
even 'Rationalist himgelfon in->st any other eubjeci 
■would contend that destruction, burn up, consume, 
perish, death &c.,-wnuid mean iitetaliy. uun-exis 
tence, according to the ''common acceptation ot 
the term." To be sure he lias gone on and under- 
taken to show, by s'nphtsttcte reasoning and philo 
tophical arguments, that all material substances are 
composed of four clcmentsj and that neither of these 



elements possess 
not create or ann._. 

diiojsed to question. Hut ihet'Tdnci's wsudijirt' 
cts composed or cr>;ited. by the combination uf 
these elements may be destroyed ; come to an end, 
or non-existence I shall contend. 'F»r instance; 
the figure which hicnelf bus brought, u-.Ji show con- 
clusively, that this t= the case ncc-irtfing to the 
'■common and general acceptation of the word," 
DESTROY. "The "field of gram irorien d-m-'n by 
the beasts, has c«s*d to rsist as a FIELD of 
BRAtN, though the kernels may still be in existence. 
But collect and burn up these kernels, and the grain 
ceases lo bethouo-h. earth, air, fi.r.-; anil water" may 
remain; but noinin<i that can be called Gntm is in 
existence. Again; a house dcaiofished 1 and the sev- 
eral parts that composed it scatered, may emphati- 
cally besaid to have K'i existence. Solomon sbvs, 
that which is wanting cannot be numbered. i3o 
the house cannot be t-'id, it is "wanting and cannot 
be numbered." The elements that once compened 
a house may be in existence, but they cannot be 
named hulibe, for noiJth thing as bouse exists. 

When any tiling is composed ot created, ( uew- 
tundled from thesevi-ral elements, that ennibttiuuou 
assumes a new liirtn. a new name, acts in a new 
sphere, and jgentirciv a new thing. Again, when 
any suustance is decomposed, disorganized and de- 
ranged, the elements of which it was composed have 
a different and distinct existanc, having a different 
name and being, used for different a«d new purpos- 
es, Henee the composition ce;ises to exist, and the 
■ hiug lormec by the composition, cjii have no being. 
Hence it will be seen, that I shall not admit what 
Rationalist labours so bard lo overthrow, that the 
••familiar terms, destruction, ruin, burn up, consume 
perish, lost, death fcc., mean the total extinction it 
annihilation oi the elements of which any thing is 
composed ; or that the wicked will be reduced to a 
"simple nothing," any further than "disorganization 
and derangement ," destruction, death, perish, bum 
.,p, rum, consume &c will make them an. Bui ons 
thing is evident if these "familiar terms" mean any 
thing in their filers I sense, and'-wehave no author- 
ity lo carry spiriiinil farther," the wicked, subse- 
quent to the day of judgement, muni cease to exist 
us inieligenl beings in any form whatever.

We say no more than our Lord has 
said in regard to ihis subject, when he 
says — "the labourer is worthy of his 
hire." "Even so hath urdained (bat 
they who preach the Gospel shall live 
of the Gospel."

But I set another law in my members, v/arrinir 
against the law of ray mind, and bringing me into 
captivity to the law of sin, which is in my mem- 
here. Bringing tne into captivity, ami that neces- 
sarily, to separate from that grace and truth, that 
came by Jesus Christ; but the grace of God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord, is sufficient to so 
help our infirmities that we may come off more 
than conquerers through him that hath loved ua— 
and not through the law. 

"O wretched man that I am, who shall deliver 
me from the body of this death." Wretched must 
ive be in the extreme with all the assistance of the 
law. destitute ofthatgrace and truth that came by 
Jesus Christ, because the f!-*sh is in such a sold 
condition or fallen situation, that it is able to work 
in us all manner of concupiscence, and brino- as ne . 
cessarily into captiviiy? Who shall deliver one 
from the body of this death.' Who shall deliver rue 
from the powerful influence of the flesh.' If 1 look 
to the lav/, I und that it is only sufficient to show mo 
my wretched condition (lor by the Jaw is the knowl- 
edge of sin.) If I look to the liesh, I find no 
good thing,, hut a variety of propensities leading me 
into captivity to its cruel power; it is so powerful in . 
deed, thatthe law that is spiritual and holy, just 
and <ruod, is comparatively weak so that the good 
that 1 would do I do not, but the evil that I would 
not, [hat do: I. Who shall deliver m e from this 
wretched condition?- 

I thank God through Jesus Christ our Lord 
Through him alone we have deliverance ; through 
him alone we arc enabled to crucify the liesh wall 
the affections and lusts thereof: th'rdugo him alone 
we are enabled to accomplish that which the law 
could not do in that it vj.zi weak through the liesh, 
his grace is given to every man to profit withal I;- it is 
because of his grace that sinners are no worse than 
they are, for they being corrupted in botli mind and 
flesh, are destitute , of restraining grace, run o-reo- 
dily into all manner of iniquity. And it is through 
his grace that the best of christians are onnbled"to 
keep their bodies under; it is through his spirit or 
by his spirit that th air infirmities are so help.-d Uiai 
they can do the things they would, and avoid do- 
ing the things th?y would not. Hence wa conclude 
that, through the grace of God which is given 
through Jesus Christ to every m.m, we have no 
cloak either of natural or moral necessity for our 
sins. 

So then with the khhb, F myself serVe the Jaw of 
God, hut with the flesh, the law of sin. 

Thus the aposile, after shewing his Roman 
brethren the wretched condition that even Lhe best 
of christians would bo in, withonlv the help of the 
law, und just ciLing their minds- to' Ihe only source 
ofdelivciance, conies Lo a conclusion of the subject 
S.j then, notwithstanding I delight in the law o'i 
bod, and possess-in my tnindevery christian grace 
yet destitute of the law of the spirit of life in Christ 
J-sus, or the assisting grace of God through. ,k> S us 
Christ our Lord tdhefpou'r infirmities, I can only 
on my mind, serve the law of God; while t must 
necessarily with- the flesh, serve the law of sin. 

That the apostle washer« considering himself as 
left without the aid of (he law of the spirit of life it, 
Christ Jesus, is plainly seen from the second verse 
ol the next Chap- where hesaith, "The law of the 
spirit of life in Christ Jesus, harh made mc free 
from the law of sin aud doulh. Now he could rial 
be tree fronuhe law of sin anddeath. and be under 
the necessity bound lo serve thelaw of sin at the 
sometime: and if we duly donsider the apostle'-: 
doctrine, ive shall see that mankind in general are 
net in the condition that the apnslle hero repre- 
sents himself; for who can sav that he does evil 
without lhe eonsentof his will; or who can eav 
thatl would do good and faithfully endeavour In 
perform, but cannot find the grace of God sufficient 






to enablo me to perform the good 1 would. From 
these considerations abo, we may rationally con- 
clude, that the eposile designed to shew his breth- 
ren the wretched and. helpless condition they would 
be in, with only the lielp of the law separate from 
the Epirit of God, through Jesus Christ, to help 
their infirmities. 

The third verse of the nest Chapter, seems .die 
rectly calculated lo give us a clue at our subject 
and explain the apostles' meaning- in the Chapter 
we have been considering. "For what the law- 
could not do in that it was weak through the flesh 
God sending his own Sou in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in Lhe flesh.'* 
Thus the apostle, after shewing his brethren what 
the law could not do, and directing them to lhe law 
of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus, for freedom 
brings to view the eScaey of God's sending hn 
Son into lhe world. Sin never could have beeu 
condemned iii the flesh separate from what Christ 
has done ; for our Saviour informs us that if he had 
noL come, and done among Lhem the work- that 
noneother man did, they had not had sin," The 
law of sin would hnve necessarily reigned, and like 
a strong man armed, could have kept tuq palace 
and hisgoodsbeen in peace; but now a stronger 
than he is come, the strong man is bound, the pal- 
ace is taken, the goods which are the works of me 
flesh, are spoiled, and the palace made a lomple tir 
lhe Holy OhosLto dwell in— the armourof necessi- 
ty is taken from the strong man, and though lie 
may have an existence, still he is a conquered fce, 
and may continually he kept under. Christ bath 
led captivity captive, and received gifts for men. 
There is therefore now, no cloak of necessity for 
sin: we cannot say I would do good, but cannot, 
because we arc directed to work out our salvaiiou 
with fear and tiembling, knowing that it is God. 
that wnrkelh in us, to will, and to do of his own 
good pleasure;, weean will because God works in 
us to will ; ie. he enables us lo will ; we can do, be- 
cause God works in- us to do, or gives usability to 
do those things- he requires of us. Considerin»- 
what Christ has done, let the doctrine of necessity 
be swept to the regions of darkness, and lo: the 
justice and goodness of God in commanding, and a. 
consciousness ofguilt in disobedience, ever stand 
as positive evidences of the freedom and ability of 
man, ill rough grace, to do all. the com mauds of God. 
There is no justice, goodness nor wisdom, iu com- 
manding where there is no ability lo perform ; and 
there is no consciousness ofguilt, where there is a 
consciousness of necessiiv. These considerations 
therefore, banish necessity from a day of'probaLion, 
aud confine it lo those who have passed their day 
of probation, aud to those who have nevar entered 
upon thai day ; and so long as disobedience can he 
marked with consciousness ofguilt, so long we nev- 
er ought to See to necessiLy to cloak our sins; for. 
the covering is too short to cover us,, and Lhu shame 
of our niikedness will surely appear; for every, 
mouth must he stopped, and all lhe world become 
guilty, before God. 

Should it still be insisted by some, that the a- 
postle in the Chapter we have been considering, 
was persona ling a christian with all the strength 
ol'thui grace and iruth that came by Jesus Christ ■ 
we will proceed. lo comparethe apostles' doctrine' 
in the subject, with what he says else where. In 
one place he says, "I, can do all things through. 
Christ which streiigtlicneth ms." In the Chapter 
we have been considering, he says, "But how to 
perform that which is good, I find not. We will 
connect theso two passages, and see how they will 
read. "I can do all things through Christ, which 
streiigtlicneth roe i but how to perform lhat which 
is good; I Sod not." As a christian made- frso by 
the law of life in Christ Jesus, the apostle 
could say "I can do all things through Christ that 
strengthened me: while as n christian with only 
the help of the law,, he could say, "for to will, is 
present with me, but how.io perforin lhat which is. 
good. J find not iu.iny liesh, with all the assistance 
of the law.. The christian possessed with, every 
christian grace, needs Lo be sireglhened continual- 
ly by that grace and Trulh that c*me by Jesus 
Christ, to perform the good he would.

I was 
almost disposed to conclude sometimes, 
that my preaclung was unprofitable, else 
benevolence would be more perceptible. 
Sttit still I feel an increased anxiety to 
proclaims the word of life; especially 
when I sec such an- anxiety manifested by 
the multitude, to hear. When I think 
again on the- past, and contemplate the 
future, my heart recoils,, my thoughts 
rush hack for abiding place, and I. almost 
despair- of ever being useful again, to. so- 
ciety.. Thus 1 have lived for years, al- 
most unknown- and useless in. society. 
The result is a declinations of christian 
grapes,, and spiritual enjoyment..

pulpit, that "those people, who deni- 
ed the divinity of our blessed Lord 
weie worse than the devil, 'for the 
devils believed and tremble.'" By 
the "divinity of Jesus Christ," in the 
orthodox sense of these words, is 
meant the deity of Christ. They 
contend that Jesus Christ is God as 
well as man ; that be is the Supreme 
God, the true God the only Lord God. 
Whosoever denies this docui-ie, ac- 
cording to this orthodox divine, '-is 
worse than the devil." Now 1 be- 
lieve it is admitted by all Protestants, 
■that our doctrine, our works, and 
words, must be died by the unerring 
rule that God has given unto us, the 
Holy Scriptures. We are informed 
by this blessed Boole that wears to be 
judged by our words. "By your words 
ye shall be justified, and by your words 
ye shail be condemned." — The sense 
of this passage seems to be this, that a 
man's words, are the index of hit 
thoughts and heart, "For out of the a- 
btmdance of the heart the mouth spea- 
keth." A man's character is to be 
known by his words, as the character 
of a tree is known by the quality of 
the fruit. I presume that this minis- 
ler of the sanctuary will not object to 
pass through this (icry ordeal, and to 
have his character tested by "his 
words," 1 am not about to prove 
that this gentleman is worse than the 
devil, but merely to show that he is 
like him. — The resemblance will ap- 
pear very strong, if he is judged by 
"his words," in several striking points. 
1. The original word, which is ren- 
dered info the English lauguag, devil, 
is, in the Greek, diabolos.. and signifies 
a calumniator, a false accuser. It is 
derived from (he verb, diaballeiu, to 
calumniate.. Hence he is called "the 
accuser," that is, the calumniator,, "at 
the brethren." H'e brings charges a- 
gainst the brethren that ar false char- 
ges that cannot be supported by evi- 
dence.. So it [s with, this Reverend 
Divine.. If we judge him by "his words" 
it will appear that he has turned ca- 
lumniator.. We confess that we are 
very bad, but deny that we are worse 
than the devil. We maintain that his 
satanic majesty is the king of darkness, 
the father of lies,, and the prince of 
the power of the air, and that he is no. 
rival. Others may be so far under Ins 
influence' and imbued with his spirit, so 
as to resemble him, to be called, his 
sons, and receive his name; but this by 
no moans proves that they have be- 



\ come his rivals, and that they are out- 
strping him in sin and folly. We 
then contend that the charge is false, 
incapable of proof ; and that he who 
prefered it is a calumniator, a false ac- 
cuser; and that in this respect he re- 
sembles his satanic majesty. 

Satan is sometimes transformed in- 
to an angel of light, and turns preach- 
er. And when he does this, he makes 
partial quotations and filse applications 
of the word, to serve his own particu- 
lar purposes. Hence in the tempta- 
tion of our Saviour, wo find him pur- 
suing this very course. He was very 
fluent in quoting scripture. and apply- 
ing it to his particular purpose, when 
he w r as endeavouring to induce Jesus 
to cast himself down from the pinnacle 
of the temple. But in all this he per- 
verted and mis-applied the word of 
God. And in this respect, the Rev- 
erend gentleman resembles him; for 
he misapplies the very passage which 
he professes to quote. Yes, this sa- 
gacious divine had better put on his 
glasses, and look at James once more ; 
by close examination he will, find the 
devil is no believer of his doctrine. 
He need not, therefore, turn his a pole- 
gist, supposing that he is orthodox in 
sentiment. I say, turn his apologist, 
for what does his language imply, but 
an apology for his satanic majesty, to> 
represent others as his rivals in wick- 
edness, or in eiTOivis certainly an apol- 
ogy for honour. But what does James 
say? he says, speaking of a man who 
has faith, without works, "Thou belie- 
vest that there is- one God; — the de- 
vils also also believe, and tremble." 
We find nothing here respecting the 
deity of Christ. Neither do- we in the 
Gospels where this same subject is in- 
t reduced* Matthew represents them» 
as saying; "And behold,, (hey cried 
out,, saying, what, have we to do with, 
thee, Jesus, thou Son of God ? Art 
thou come hither fo I or ment us before- 
the time?" 'Here wo find nothing to 
justify the idea,, (hat the devils were 
believers in the orthodox view of the 
person, of Christ. Neither is there- a- 
iij ml i elation of any such; belief in any 
part of the scriptures. 1 . If we then 
judge this Reverend gentleman in, 
black by ^his- words,"it appears that 
he very ifpWij.in tin's particular* r en- 
sembles- his satanic majesty. 
■ S, The devii hates. and opposes- the 
truth. — This is a, prominent feature in 
the character of saiahv And it fa to 
be feared th: t the resemblance in thiab 
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respect is too strong. It is to bo fear- 
ed that his Reverend divine, hates 
and opposes some of the truths ot the 
Gospel. For instance, the Scriptures 
uniformly teach, that there is but one 
living and true God, and that this one 
God, is one spiritual intelligence, one 
infinite mind; who is unorigialed, in- 
dependent, and eternal-, and that this 
one God is the Jehovah, the God of 
Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob, of the Old Testament, 
and the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ of the Mow Testament. 
This doctrine is the first article of ail 
natural and rovealed religion. It may 
be demonstrated by the harmony oi 
plan, and unity ot design, mamlesled 
in the whole course of nature. And 
it is clearly taught in revelation. It is 
written as with a sunbeam upon the 
imperishable folds of truth; it is in- 
scribed upon the tables of stone by 
the finger of God. It was proclaimed 
by Jesus with an audible and distinct 
yoke, and he repeated and reiter- 
ated it, during the whole of his public 
ministry. Tlie apostles of Jesus, al- 
so, asserted the same heavenly and 
divine truth. And there is reason to 
fear that this gentleman hates and op 
poses this truth ; for lie maintains that 
there is two other Gods beside God 
the Father, whom he calls God the 
Son, and God the Holy Ghost. — 
Hence, lie is a believer in a "family of 
Gods," a generation of Gods, a Trini- 
ty of Gods. 

1 n ould remark, once more, that 
the Bible no where says any thing re- 
specting God the Son, or God the Ho- 
ly Ghost. The Bible teaches the 
doctrine of one God, and it 'dso teach- 
es that Jesus Christ is I ho Sos of this 
one God, and that the Her Ghost is 
the Spirit of God. It is self-evident 
that the Son of God, cannot be that 
Gud whose Son he is. The Bible is a 
very plain Book, and we are to under- 
stand its language in the most plain 
and obvious sense. This blessed Book 
declares that Jesus Christ is the Son 
of God, and we believe it, we fully be- 
lieve it, we firmly believe it, and we 
intend to believe it and to maintain it. 
But there is strong grounds to fear, 
that this Minister of the Sanctuary, 
hates and opposes tins truth- 

Finally, The devil is an arch, cun- 
ning adversary, and practices many 
deceptions in order to catch people in 
his snare. And ,( ' vre ; udge this Rev- 
erend divine i 3 words, we shall

A passage is found in 
Genesis and another in Revelations- 
one is produced fro n Isaiah and anoth- 
er from one of the Evangelists ; al- 
though (lie doctrine is not taught in a- 
ny oi' the passages as they stand in 
their connexion, yet when they are 
separated and brought together, it is 
supposed that it is pretty fairly made: 
out,— But what is lacking in evidence 
is made no in vehemence, denouriciu

From Hie Independent Messenger. 
Proverbs xi, 31. 

Ultra wouhUhank us to explain this 
passage in harmony with the doctrine 
of future punishment, or if we cannot, 
to confess that it supports the doctrine 
no retribution. We undertake to ex- 
plain it in harmony with the former, 
and consequently to show conclusively, 
(hat it gives no support whatever to 
that of no future retribution. 

The passage stands thus— A Bell old 
the righteous shall be recompensed in 
the earth: much more the wicked 
and the sinner."— This text is in the 
mouth of every Universalist, and as of- 
ten as he finds his favourite notion 
called in question, the ears of his op- 
ponent arc saluted with the repetition 
of these words. From the most cele- 
brated of their clergy, down to the 
most uninformed layman, all appear 
to regard this passage as one ol the 
most important in the Bible, li we 
have heard it quoted once, we presume 
wc have one thousand times. We 
have several limes heard it credited to 
Christ, or someone of the apostles, by 
those who could not exactly reniem- 
bar in what part of the scriptures it 
belonged. But in all cases wc ob- 
serve, that those people quote it, as 
very strong proof that the scriptures 
teaph the doctrine of complete pres- 



ent recompense for all righteousness 
and sin. 

When, therefore, we consider how 
important this text is to the no punish- 
ment scheme, and how much comfort 
it has afforded those who wish to flat- 
ter themselves that God will not here- 
after call them into judgment for 
their transgressions, perhaps it may 
seem cruel to take it out of their pos- 
session. Yet truth forbids that it 
should any longer be allowed to give 
undisturbed countenance to such an 
unreasonable and unscriptural doc- 
trine. 

It will, no doubt be thought very 
strange by many, when we inform 
them that tins very passage, as it stands 
in the Greek of the Septuagint, was 
quoted by the apostle Peter (verba- 
tim) into his first Epistle iv. 18. — This 
in our common version reads thus — 
"And if the righteous scarcely be sa- 
ved, where shall the ungodly and the 
sinner appear." Consequently our no 
future punishment Universalists may 
as well quote the text from 1 Peter 
iv. 18, as from Proverbs xi. 31. The 
only difference between them is, that 
Prov. xi. 31, in our common version, is 
a translation of the original Hebrew 
into English, whilst 1 Pet. iv. 18, is a 
translation of the original Hebrew, 
first into Greek, then from that into 



at once. That all the righteous and 
wicked in the earth will be recompen- 
sed, either here or hereafter, is a 
solemn truth, which good men in all a- 
ges have most heartily believed. But 
that all the righteous and wicked are 
fully recompensed in the earth, is man- 
ifestly contrary, not only to scripture, 
but to the reason arid common sense 
of mankind.

Gal. ii. 11. But when Peter was 
come to Antioch, I withstood him in 
the face, because he was to be bla- 
med. 

Several things are to he noticed in 
this passage, — such as, 

1. That the apostles could blame 
each other without any breach of fel- 
lowship. 

2. That Paul did not think it worth 
the while to tolerate what was wrong 
in Peter, either for fear of any inter- 
ruption of mutual good feeling, or from 
any apprehension that others, wheth- 
er in the church or out of it, would be 
scandalized thereby. 

3. Paul seems to have thought that 
Peter's usefulness would be better pro- 
moted by setting him right, than by 
endeavouring to conceal his fault, or 
by silence respecting it. 

4. Paul did not think that, in saying 
that Peter was wrong in one particu- 
lar, he was proving himself an enemy 
of the cause to which Peter was devo- 
ted. 

5. This affair was not only pubiiek 
at the time, but lias been, by the Ho- 
ly Ghost, made known to die church 
in all ages, for their edification. 

From which wo may infer, 

1. That it is lawful to point out pub- 
lick] y the faults that we may see in 
the public! doings of Christians. 

.2. That those who are thus blamed 
should not go about immediately to 
denounce the man who blames them, 
as an enemy either to religion or to 
the particular religious enterprise in 
the prosecution of which the alleged 
blameworthy acts were done. 

3, That when we see any thing 
wrong in efforts made professedly to 
do good, we must limit our faultfinding 
strictly to the wrong, and nst suffer it, 
either in language or in feeling, to 
reach either the cause or the agent*.

HOW DID THE APOSTLES PREACH. 

The early preachers were remarkable 
for their appeals to the heart and con- 
science ; and to this mode of addressing 
men, they were indebted in no small de- 
gree for their success. 

Whenever they stated facts, it was with 
a view to their practical application ; 
whenever they reasoned, it was for the 
purpose of fixing, through the understan- 
ding, a stronger grasp upon the moral 
powers and sensibilities. In preaching 
the g-ospel they had nothing to do with 
mere abstractions. Their very doctrines 
•were divested of the forms of speculation, 
cud were experimentally end practically 
staled and enforced. Even truth was 
deemed valuable only as it stood connec- 
ted with the character of God and his 
creatures, and as its exhibition and de- 
fence might promote the glory of the 
former, and the happiness of the latter. 
Hence they preached to men, and not a- 
bout them ; and whatever truth thev 



Sinai, and plucked its thunders from the 
clouds ; they ascended Calvary, and lin- 
gered around the cross, and drew their 
pleas from its blood and shame and ago- 
ny ; they stood before the sepulchre 
where the mighty victim slept, and 
whence the mighty conquerer arose, and 
inferred from its silence and desertion, 
the resurrect ion of the Saviour ; they ex- 
plored the earth, and emptied heaven, 
and drained hell, in order to find mo- 
tives by which they might load down the 
conscience of the sinner, and persuade 
him to become "reconciled to God." 
Their object in all these expostulations, 
they never concealed. Nothing was cov- 
ered up — nothing modified. They held 
up the human heart in sunbeams of truth, 
and called upon the dying sinner to look 
and be instructed. 

Much of their power and success, as 
preachers depended on this mode of ad- 
dress, and much of ministerial success at 
the present day, is to be attibuted to the 
same cause. And when the essential 
truths of the gospel are exhibited with lit- 
tle or no effect, the cause, no doubt, in 
many instances, may be found in the fact, 
that these truths are presented in the 
form of abstract and dry speculations. 
Or, in other words, God grants his signal 
blessings on that preaching which brings 
home the truth to the conscience and the 
heart. 

The apostles and their associates in la- 
bour, depended entirely on God for the 
success of their mission. 

This sentiment they distinctly ack- 
nowledged and taught. "I have plan- 
led, Apollos watered ; but God gave the 
increase.- -So then neither ia he that 
planleth anything, neither is he that wa- 
tereth ; but God that givetb the increase.' 1 
It is true, that these men had been per- 
sonally instructed by Jesus Christ ; they 
had received the gift of inspiration and 
the power of working miracles; but 
i their confidence was in the arm of God, 
and not in these qualifications. Thev

And their hearts were in it. They had 
"the spirit of grace and supplications." 
The same may be said of the church. The 
whole household of faith were on their fa- 
ces before the mercy seat.

Let any one 
read with attention the history of the a- 
postolic age, and he will rise up from the 
perusal, deeply impressed with this con- 
sideration, that the spirit of prayer in the 
ministry and in the church, was one of the 
powerful elements of the early triumphs 
of Christian truth. And when this spir- 
it returns in full power to the earth, the** 
scenes will be repeated.

Again, under a view ofour subject, can a sinner 
»ay, but how lo-perform that which is good, I find 
not in lhe assisting grace of God. When it is said 
"Work out your own. salvation with fear and' 
trembling," knowing that it is God that worketh in 
you to will and to do. has the sinner aright to sav, 
but how to perform that which is good, £ find not? 
Would it not be very inconsistent indeed, to sav 
that God worked in us to will and lodo, but that 
we coujd not will and do those things he rsciuirea of 
us, or perforin that which is n-ood. 

Having t bus. aonsidcred the difficulties attend-in v

itmayinroany respects be ceremonial, and out- 
ward in its performance. To obey God, is to 
worship bim, and no worship is acceptable to him, 
but that which is performed in spirit, and in truth. 
It may therefore, in truth be said that the law of 
God has always, in all ages of the world, been spir- 
itual in its nature, and the great and important les- 
son here taught by the apostle is, that we have no 
power either natural or spiritual; to obey his law, 
separate from the assisting grace of God, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

In reviewing our subject, we discover bow vain 
it is to talk of a natural or physical power, to obey a 
spiritual law. To talk thus, would look like requi- 
ring the body to do the work of the soul. But ad- 
milting there could he a natural or physical power 
10 obey a spiritual law, it would still be impossible 
for lhe flesh, in its present state, while in it, dwells 
no good thing to perform of itself that which is 
goad, in as much as a corrupt tree cannot brini 
forth good fruit. 

We discover also from our subject, how vain it 
is lo look to the law for assistance, to rentier our- 
selves justifiable in the sight of God, or render that 
obediencelhat shall ba acceptable to Him, For 
the law with all its s'.rength is rendered weak 
through the flesh, so thai we cannot do the things 
that we would. 

We are further led from our subject to search for 
that strength, by which the slrong man may be 
hound and his goods spoiled. We are led to thank 
God through Jesus Christ our Lord^ for deliver- 
ance from the captivating influence ofthe llesh, and 
for strength to crucify the flesh with the affections 
and lusts thereof 

I leave the subject for the consideration of the 
candid, and shollconclude with a few remarks on 
the curiosity of the subject. 

The apostle in our subj.ect, seems to represent 
himself as possessing two distinct personalities. 
He represents his flesh as doing things contrary to 
his mind, and so lie dears his mind from the blame 
of Ihecvil done by theflesli. He says, "if I then 
do Lhe things I would not, it is no more I thai do il, 
but sin that dweilcth in me. The best disposed 
christian, in lhe si I uution hero represented by the 
apostle, might be seen running jnlo all manner of 
iniquity, being com-pelled by the sin that dwell in 
him, he would be driven whither ho would not n-o, 
and where he would go, the door of necessity would 
be locked against him hy the strong man, armed 
with the affections and lusts of the flesh: and 
should he have all the strength ofthe law, he would 
not he able logain possession of his freedom, yea 
lie would be like a twofold being, serving the law 
of God with his mind, and the law of sin with his 
flesh. And however curious and mysterious !his 
mivy appear, it is no more strange llian true. Should 
wc 6ce a person running into iniquity ,. and profess- 
ing at the sume time to be serving [he law of God 
with his mind, wo should have an exhibit ion of the 
situation in which the apostle represents himself. 
It would indeed, be hard for us to believe that a 
person could he seen running into oul-breakiiif 
crimes, and serving the law of sin with his flesh", 
and at the same time, be serving the law of God 
wllh his mind; but if we were placed in the situa- 
tion represented by the apostle, such a Ihing mio-fil 
be. 'fnc reason, we do not sec persons in mis siiu- 
ation, is because the grace of God through Jesus 
Christ, is given to every man lo profit withal. By 
this grace, the flesh is so restrained in every indi- 
vidual in a day of probation, that it cannot serve 
the law of sin without the consent ofthe mind. It 
is now very seldom that we see actions of lhe flesh, 
m which the mind and will are not concerned. The 
flesh cannot lake the rein until, the mind and will' 
give their consent, unless (the in some peculiar ca. 
sea. It is true, that we sometimes act Orom-l he in- 
fluence of pain, when our myids and wills, are ex- 
ercised oa somelhingvery remote, and our attention 
so captivated, I hat we are entirely ignorant of the 
aetioua ofthe flesh. When quite a boy, I was sen- 
sibly struct with tho movements of a mall vrorm, 



that wae-savered by an aie. Both par'i ran- about 
for some time with as much seeming discretion, a* 
if each was an en*tire animal. They would turn 
theircourse when they met with impediment, and 
as near as I can recollect, each ran from th* 
axe that severed it. Here let me ask, ifboth part* 
could be exercised by the same will? if not, oan 
part at least, must move without will. But ifboth 
parts were influenced by the same will, the mystery 
is stiil greater; for how could the will" convey its in- 
fluence, without the organs of the body through 
which to convey it. If there can be animal action 
in which the mind, and the will ofthe mind have no 
influence, we must admit the possibility that a per- 
son can be so situated, that his flesh will serve tba 
law ofsin, while his mind is serving the law of God. 
That christians would be in such n situation, sepa- 
rate from the law ofthe spirilof life in Christ Jesus 
to help their infirmities, appears evident from lha 
apostles' doctrine. But that any body is, or ever 
has been in a situation where he could serve the 
law ofsin with his flesh, and the law of God with 
his mind, is seriously doubted. Because the strong 
man is bound, captivity has been Jed captive, nnd 
rrtfts received for men.

Having seen that the terms destuction, burn up,, 
consume, perish, death &c, mean literally, in the 
common acceptation of their signification, — disor- 
ganisation, derangement and decomposition of the 
elements of which any thing is composed ; and that 
lhe thing formed by their combination, when once- 
decomposed, can have no being or existence, we 
will now examine a few passoges of scripture 
wherein these terms are found, relative to men. 

Destroy and destruction are words familiar 
to all, and are generally received as implying an 
end of any thing. They sometimes, in the B^blo- 
mean the end of man as lo_this world. Esther viii. 
G. "Or how can I endurejto see the destructiqh 
ofmy ktndied." This means to make an c,,d in- 
fills world- Every person understands the Queen, 
bete to suppose the total extinction and nonexist- 
ence of her kindred (-the Jews), in lhe lungs .domin- 
ions. When the world is used to describe tho laal 
stale ofthe wicked, it as certainly means their entf, 
as the foregoing pa sso go means an end as lo (hie 
world. For Paul tells us, Philip, iii. 18, 19. "For 
many walk of whom I have told you often, and now 
tell you, even weeping, that they are the eneinie* 
ofthe cross of Christ, whose eko is destruction, 
whoso god is iheir belly, whoso glory is in their 
shame, who mind earthly things.' 1 Jesus tells us of 
the way and gale that leads 10 destruction, in- 
Mat. vii. 13. Paul speaks of the same way in 
Rom. iii. 1G. "Destruction and misery are in 
their ways." Paul colls the deslructiun to which 
this way leads, their punishment. 2 Thess. i. 3, 
"Who shall be punished with everlasting destruc- 
tion from the presence of the Lord, and from the 
glory of his power." twill here nolice a remark 
upon thispassage, made by Rationalist. Spcakin^*- 
of this destruction, he says, (not from being, or ex- 
isting; but) "from the presence of the £ord, and 
from the glory of his power," as though any thin" 
could have being, or be in existence, and not in the 
the presence of God. Where would he have one 
dwell? Surely he could notdwellin heaven or hell, 
on the earth or in the sea, in the light or in dark- 
ness. Hear what David savs upon the point ; Pa. 
exxxix. 7, R, 9, ID; 11, 12. ' "Whither shall I go 
from thy spirit ? or whither shall I flee thy pres- 
ence. If I ascend up into heaven, thou art there:- 
if I make my bed in hki.l, behold, thou> art there. 
If I take the wings cf the morning, and dwell in 
the u'tlermost ports of the &ea ; even there shall 
thy hand lead me, and thy right band shall hold 
me. If Isay.su rely. tlieDABiLTiEsss hall coverme; 
even the night shull be light ubout roc- Vea, lh» 
darkness hideth not from thee; but the night ebih- 
eth as the day :■ the darkness and. the licst ara- 
both alike to thee.."

Stli. That this destruction shall be their punish- 
ment, because, Siti, They bring this destruction 
upon themselves. If all this is before the wicked,

After exhausting one half or more of their ammu- 
nition, in a violent attack upon the Methodi-t and 
Calvinist Eablists, they conic in conclusion (o re- 
mark upon the Christian Camp-meeting held in ilnrd- 
wick, at which, (according to the caption,) we should 
naturally conclude, every deadly blow would have 
been aimed. With regard to the Christians, say 
they, "there is another calling themselves Christians 
who arc rather getting behind in the religious fnshioni 
of the day Jtc.

This one case the gcnllemcn of the Watch- 
man consider a very good comment upon the inteli- 
gence of (he people, and if there had been none.it 
would have been better. 1 Wc should infer from thii 
remark, the less religion the better, and of conrta 
(he more iniquity the better. A singular idea indeed I 
We should advise these ilev. gentlemen to ceasa 
preaching, even good morals to the people. Of the 
good or evil done at the meeting, we do not presume 
to estimate. Bnt supposing evil was done, it is no 
argument against the idea of holding meetings. 
We say' to them also, that we do not tremble in con- 
sequence of (heir remarkable prophecy, viz., that an- 
other prop must sood be put under the old babel, to 
secure it from destruction, for we read of false proph- 
ets which would go out to deceive (be nations, and 
what if they are already among u»v We judge from 
the manner and spirit of their trtmendoui effort to 
reprobate Campmeetings, that they are jealous ofth« 
capability of the people to take care of tbemieltea.

, SHORT SERMON NO. I. 

TJie Tali and rccoverj of Peter. 

And Ike Lord turned and hooked upim Peter ,■ and 
Peter remind the uord of the Lard, how he said 
unto him, ^Be/apt the cock eraut, thou thaUieny me 
ffttfee." JJnd Ptu r pint out and ucpt bitterly 
i-uke xxu CI, 62. 

There is scarcely an incident recorded 
in the gospel history, more remarkable, 
wore affecting} or more instructive, than 
the fall and recovery of Peter. It is re- 
markable that one of his character and 
standing should fall at all into known sin, 
but especially into a sin of such a heinous 
and aggravated "character. Peter had 
been a disciple, apostle of Jesus Christ du- 
ring the whole of his publick ministry, 
and had been an eve witness of the most 
of his shining miracles. Me attended h\m., 
in his secret retirements, as well as his 
publick exhibitions — he was present ajt 
his transfiguration upon the mount, when 
his face shone tike the sun in his meridian 
glory, and his raiment whiter than any 
fuller on earth could while a it. He him- 
self had been the subject of the miraculous 
power of Christ, in being rescued from 
the devouring jaws of death, when sink- 
ing in the midst of the angry waves — yet 
hejdeclurcd, and reiterated the declara- 
tion, and filially confirmed it with an oath, 
that he knew not the man. 

We. can but pause and mourn over the 
weakness, fickleness and depravity of hu- 
man nature, peter had been honoured 
by his Lord and Master in receiving from 
him the appellation of P'elrds, which in 
Greek signifies' a stone ; a title designa- 
ting his firmness and stability, hut alas ! 
how weak, how irresolute, andhow' easi- 
ly overcome ; and such are the best of 
men when left to themselves, and exposed 
to the assaults of the grand adversary . 
We should take the example of Peter as' a 
warning, and remembering our own weak- 
ness, ever live a watchful and prayerful 
life, lest we fall into the condemnation of 
the devil. In treating the subject before 
us, we propose to speak of the occasion of 
his fall- -the aggravation of his sin— and 
his restoration, to the divine favour, 
T rin: AC'cJai/iw or nra fall. 
His fall was occasioned by, 1st. His self 
confidence, arising from too high an $uim 
ion of himself, The sources of these wore 
the vehemence of his own natural temper. 
Persons of warm and ardent temperament 
are subject to higher elevations and low- 
er depressions, than those who arc more 
cold and phlegmatic. We are in , danger 
from those very elements of mind, winch 
lay the foundation of all true greatness, 
«s a ship from her sails. A ship could 
do nothing without sails, but when all 
her canvass is spread, how liable .to be 
capsized if the wind strikes her in ah op- 
posite direction ? So men of glowing 
i o; aginations, and of warm and ardent 
tepperament, are very liable to yield to j 
th« influence ofsmldim and powerful im-j 
p-essions, although they may, at times, 



direct them in a wrong channel. Th* 
great condescension with which Christ 
had treated him and the commendation 
he had given him, in consequence of the 
noble confession which Peter made, that 
"Jesus was the Christ, the Son of the liv- 
ing God," his Lord and Master had con- 
ferred upon him a title, and promised to 
liive him the "keys of the kingdom." 
Hence arose Peter's "h igh thoughts of him- 
self, and the confidence he expressed : — 
"Though all men shall be offended be- 
cause o/'thec. yet will 1 not be offended." 
_ 2d. His worldly views and expecta- 
tions, and his aversion to the cross of 
Christ. These he exhibited when our 
Lord began plainly to predict his suffer- 
ings. "From that time forth began Je- 
sus to shew unto his disciples, how that 
he must go unto Jerusalem, and suffer ma- 
ny things of the Elders, and chief priests, 
and scribes, and be killed, and be raised 
again the third day. Then Peter took 
him, and began to rebuke him, saying, 
"Be it far from thec, Lord : this 'shall 
not be unto thee." This aversion to the 
cross of Christ, which Peter exhibited on 
this occasion, originated in that strong 
and ardent attachment, which he possess^ 
ed, in common with mankind, to the rich- 
es, honours and pleasures of the world, 
These passions and desires predominate 
in the breast of man, till they are subdu- 
ed by divine grace. Peter had still the 
feelings and desires of a man, and even of 
an ambitious man. Believing as he did, 
at this time, that the kingdom of Christ 
was temporal, he flattered himself that 
be should be elevated to the post of one 
of the principal office of state, he could 
not, therefore, endure the thoughts of 
poverty, of shame, and of disgrace. 
_ 3d. His unbelief. The high concep- 
tions which Peter had of himself, and the 
erroneous views which he entertained of 
the kingdom of Christ, were naturally 
productive of unbelief. . Hence, when 
Jesus warned him of his weakness and 
danger, and foretold the assault which 
would be made upon him by salan and 
of his being overcome and fid ling,, he was 
not credited. Then saitli Jesus unto 
them, "All ye shall be offended because 
of me this night : for it is written, I will 
smite the Shepherd, and the sheep of the 
flock shall be scattered abroad. ' But af- 
ter 1 am risen again, I will go before you 
into Galilee. Peter ans wered and said 
unto'him, though all men shall be offen- 
ded because of thee, yet will I never be 
offended. Jesus said unto him, Verily, I 
say unto thee, This night before the cock 
crow thou shalt deny me thrice. Peter 
said unto him, Though I should die with 
thee, yet will Inot deny thee." How 
little did Peter know of himself? Little 
did he expect that, with the change of 
circumstances, such a revolution was a- 
bout to take place in his mind ! Thus, 
when Elisha foretold to Hazael the cruel- 
ties which he would afterward perpetrate 
towards the children of Israel, thinking it j 
then impossible that he would ever^be' 



guiltvofthem,h e6 aid,iMhv term* a 
dog tha he should do this gre at thing. 
And E isha answered, "The Lord hatl. 
shewed me that thou shalt be king over 
Syria. This answer explained the mvs- 
, levy Few men can tell how they would 
I act placed under totally different circum- 
stances. If we were all made kings and 
queens, or suddenly plunged into as try- 
ing circumstances^ who can tell but what 
our conduct would be quite as inconsistent 
as either Peter's or Hazael's? "Let him 
that thinketh he standeth, take heed 
lest, he fall." 

4. His tmwatchj ulness. This unbelief 
led to un watch fulness. He slept natural- 
ly, and much more spiritually, at a time 
When great temptation was at hand, and 
satari,, as a punishment of his self-confi- 
dence and tin watch fulness, had obtained 
permission to sift him as wheat. "While 
men slept the enemy sowed tares." If an 
army in camp, under a sense of false se- 
curity neglecting to set proper watches 
and guards, should be attacked in the 
midst of the slumbers of the night, it 
would become an easy pre y ; so it is 
with the christian, if he isovercome by an 
assault of the enemy, it is when he ima- 
gines himselfsafe, and ceases to preserve 
his watch. Hence said Christ, "what I 
say unto you, I say unto all, watch." 
Had Peter regarded this injunction, he 
might have resisted the shock of the ene- 
my, and overcome all the wiles of the de- 
vd. But, alas! Peter was un watchful, 
and,Peter fell. '

Let Christianity he fairly put to the 
test*, let it he taken home with un- 
hesitating confidence to the heart} let 
ils divine remedies be applied to tho 
distempered mind; let its proffered 
influence be implored, lot its true char- 
acter as a restorative system be fully 
and impartially tried, and then, should 
it after all fail to impart peace, to heal 
the malady of the soul, to answer its 
own professed designs, let it be held up 
to that, obloquy which it deserves. 

But where is the man who ever be- 
took himself to. Christianity without 
finding it to be the refuge of his wea- 
rj mind? Who could ever, upon ac- 
tual trial, charge it with a. lack of faith- 
fulness to its own pretentions? Who 
ever embraced its animating hopes 
without finding them productive of 
peace, and purity, and joy ? Whoev- 
er became a true christian without feel- 
in^ the self-evidencing power of the 
gospel ? Who ever believed on the 
son of God without having proof, in his 
own mind, that the bible is true? Who 
ever made actual trial of Christianity, 
without findin-i it to be the "wisdom 
of God, and the power cf God," to the

The Louisville Focus attributes 
these deaths to poison : 

"A report is again going abroad of 
the prevalence of the Cholera at Lou- 
isville. There is no foundation for it. 
Up to this time, not one of our citizens 
have exhibited symptoms of that dis- 
ease. The physicians, two or three 
days since, supposed that several indi- 
viduals to whom they were suddenly 
called, were labouring under attacks 
of the Cholera, but the cases proved 
to be the effects of poison. The un- 
fortunate victims were poisoned with 
arsenic at a wedding party on Sunday 
evening. Near a dozen have already 
died, and there are several others who 
cannot long survive. One family of 
the first respectability, is almost en- 
tirely swept off. The atrocious deed 
is supposed to have been perpetrated 
by a negro who is now in jail." 



Shocking occurrence. — Extract of a 
letter dated Louisville, Kentucky, June 
3d. 

A shocking occurrence took place 
here, A Mr, C. married Miss. Buck- 
ner last week, a beautiful and interes- 
ting woman, one of our most respecta- 
ble families. On that evening, Mrs. 
Btickner(the mother of the bride) had 
a largo quantity of custard made and 
sent to the houses of her married chil- 
dren. — On Sunday Mrs, Foster (her 
daughter) was taken ill, and died in a 
few hours. — While the company were 
assembling for her funeral, a daughter 
of hers became suddenly ill, and the 
funeral was postponed that both might 
be buried together. Before this took 
place, Mrs. Buckner died; and, one af- 
ter the other, eight have died, and 
nine more are dangerously ill. 

Poison having been suspected, the 
servants are ail in prison, but there is 
no evidence, external or internal, to 
prove the charge. The contents of 
the stomach exhibited no appearance 
oi poison.;*— T he symptoms in all res- 
pects resembled those of the Asiatic 
Cholera; yet no one else in town has 
been attacked, and not one of that de- 
voted iamily who abstained from the 
custard. Ail who ate of it hav« died 
or are ill. The physicians and magis- 
trates are all in alarm and bu3t!e, and

In the savannehs.of Izacube, in Guian- 
t, I saw the most wonderful, the most 
terrific spectacle that can be seen ; 
and although it is not uncommon to 
the inhabitants, no traveller has ever 
mentioned it. We were (en men on 
horseback, two of whom took the lead 
in order to sound the passage ; whilst 
I preferred to skirt the great forests. 
One black who formed the vanguard, 
returned full gollop, and called to me, 
"here, sir, come and see serpents in 
pile." He pointed out to me some- 
thing elevated in the middle of the sa- 
vanneh or swamp, which appeared like 
a bundle of arms.

forms us. declaring, "I do not know the 
man." Matt. xivi. 72. How amazing 
that such language should have ever fall- 
en from the lips of this apostle ! What 
Peter ' do*t thou not know the man i did 
he not heal thv wiPs mother of a fever ? 
Did he not afford thee a miraculous 



draught of fishes, when thou hadst toiled 
all night without effect, and which made 
thee fall down, saying, "Depart from mc 
for I am a sinful man, Lord ?" Didst 
thou not go lo him walking upon the wa- 
ter who stretched out his hand and 
caught thee when sinking in the midst of 
the waves ? Didst thou not behold Ins 
transfiguration upon the mount ? iJltls;t 
thou not confess him to he "the Son of 
God '" Bid he not sur-namc thee Pc'cr, 
and declare that he would "give unto 
thco Ire keys of the kingdom? Ah. 
Peter, h iw art thou fallen. What a 
falsehood thou hast uttered. There is 
scarcely a Je<7 in the whole nation but 
what knew Jesus, he having become so 
noted throughout the country for his 
doctrine and miracles. Yet his own dis- 
ciple, who had been with Inm for three 
years, affirms with an oath, ho "did not 
'know the man." He repeated his false- 
hood after the spare of an hour or more, 
when he had had time for reflection ; "Of 
a truth, said another servant, this fellow 
was also with him, for he is a Galilean. 
And Peter denied again, saying "I know 
not the man of whom ye speak.' lo 
gain the greater credit to what he had 
said, and to shew he was not the disciple 
of Christ, "he cursed and swore." He 
first denied his Lord and Master, he then 
denied him with an oath, and he after- 
wards denied him with horrible impreca- 
tions. And all this he did, after he had 
received the most solemn and repeated 
warnings from him whom he Knew to be 
the "Son of Sod," wl '° waH acquainted 
with all things. 

The criminality of Peter is heightened 
when we consider the small ness of the 
temptation with which he was beset. He 
was questioned as to his knowledge of 
Christ, not bv a mighty monarch, a king, 
a prince, or 'a magistrate ; hut by an e- 
qual, an inferior, a servant, a girl! is 
this Peter, the zealous the courageous Pe- 
ter, the rock as the name imports. How 
little does his conduct answer lo the 
name he bears. He appears more like a 
feather blown away by the slightest puff ;

RESURRECTION OF CHRIST. 

The Dprsinal app^aranc" of Chrisr, in his mission 
on the orili, was widely t'lfferent from thf> ex pec 
lations of the Jews. Tneir rulers regarded him as 
an impostor, and deniecHiis ciainia to tiie Mesiab- 
ship. In- their opinion he was a deceiver, hosiiic 
to their religion, and unwor'hy <<f (heir cnnfitteiice. 
The saiue'.vas thu opinion of me great tody uf the 
Jewish nation. 

The eviilenei?. which Christ exhibited of his M»s 
siahihin- could not be easily misapprehended. Of 
course it often carried conviclion to the understan- 
dings of his a posers, while il was rejected by their 
n .. ar io. — Uyder lite influence of deepiv rooted prej- 
udices 'n favour uf a secular Messiah, and of a reh- 
o-inn of external grandeur, and p-JssessiHil hearts 
opposed to i he holiness of his character, and the pu- 
rity and suhlnniiy of his precepls and doctrines, the 
J?ws as a nation, rejected his claims, and followed 
mm v/itft persecution even unto death. Tiie ma- 
lignant ctjt, '-crucily htm, crucify him," was an ex- 
pressiin of the cruel hatred ui their hearts, and of 
their fisied determination to pit him to death. Ik- 
was condemned in compiiance Tith their demand, 
and as a roal^fictor yielded un tils life on the cross. 

But the Jews were not satisfied wila'his death, —

All this was dono to secure the 
body of Christ to tho tomb, and by t lint means de- 
monstrate tn the world, tlnu he tvas a deceiver, — 
His resurrection is related tu havutnkeii place, tn 
opposition to their wishes, in accordance with his 
own predictions. 

The certainty of his resurrection, and its impar- 
lance, will now he illustrated. 

The fact, that Christ anise from the dead, rests 
on the same evidence with miy other I'nc', contain- 
ed in the sacred writings. This evidence is pre- 
sented in the testimony of those, who saw him alive 
after his resurrection, and in tho circumstances 
which attended that event.— The latter vvc will ex- 
amine first in ordftr. 

The predictions of Christ, excited an expectft- 
I V iii thai be would rise on the third day. It whs 
Pys which prompted (lie Jewish rulers to request 
his sepulchre (o be[defe tided with all possible cure, 
until after Iho tliiril day. This precaution Tender- 
it impossible that the body should bo secretly taken 
away by any, who might bo disposed to paltnan im- 
position upon the woi Id. It was therefore overru- 
led in the providence of God, to corroborate the 
certainly ofhfs resurrection, ns it prevented tho 
proposition of its belief, provided it were not true. 

On the third day, early in the morning, ut tho 
rising of the sun, three pious women, who had been 
disciples of Christ, having prepared their spices, 
came to the sepulchre to anoint the body of their 
Lord. When Id I la their astonishment they found 
the sepulchre open, and seeing a young man silting, 
clothed in a. long while garment, ihey were affrigh- 
ted. Ilesnidunto them, ho nol affrighted, "Ye 
seel; Jesus of Nana ret h, who was crucified; lie is 
risen, lie is not here; behold the place, where they 
laid him; hut go your way, tell his disciples, that 
lie gout h before you into Galileo; there shall yo 
see him, as he said unto yon." In addition (o tliQKD 
circumstances, another Evaigdiet informs its, I hid 
this young man clothed in wlnici was an angel,— 
ihat there was an earthquake nt his desceni from 
heaven,— that through fear, the keepers did shako 
and became as dead men,— that he roled ttwtiy Iho 
stone from Ine door oi the sepulchre and sat upon 
it.— and thai he trelilied, that Christ had risen. 
These circumstances soon came to the knowledge 
of the Jewish rulers, and it is evident (hot they 
credited them, from the story, which immediately 
called, and it was debated in publick council what 
should be done. 'Vim fact was incontrovertible, 
that the body of Jesus was gone. Concerning 
this, there was not the shadow of doubt. Their 
ohjecl ih-'ri was to pervert, ihe bilicf, that he had 
risen. They had been informed «>rthe circumstan- 
ces attending his n surrection. These they did not 
deny, yet they chose to conceal thc-m. And what 
measure did thev take. 1 Why, in Ihe first place, 
they propose to bribe the soldiers, who were on du- 
ty, to declare a falsehood. They ore lo be hired 
to *ay, "Thai they fell aelcpp ; ,-jnd while they slept 
hrs disciples had stolen away ,je budy of Jesus-" 
You will recollect, reader, th&tc&JB was Ihe fabri- 
cation ogreed on by the J i wish rulejs assembled in 
common council. You will likewise recollect, that 
the law under which these soldiers ac.ed waa very 
strict ; that it was death by the Roman law, at th'w 
tune in force in Jutina, for a soldier to ti •« found ti- 
sleep when on duty. Here then, you "iote an ex- 
ample of a court, bringing soldiere to osseria false- 
hood, which falsehood would expose them to (he se- 
verest punishment, yet which they are induced to 
assert, from ihe persuasion, that ibis very court 
would have influence with the governourin pn du- 
ring their release from punishment : The language 
of the court is, "We will persuade him and secure 
you." What stronger confirmation ol the truth nf 
Christ's resurrection can be desired than is furnish- 
ed by these circumstances? — Who ihat conlem- 
plai.es them can doubt the fact, which the fabrica- 
tion was designed to conceal ? 

We are next to examine wind of ihe testimony 
in proof of his resurrection. 
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We hays in the first place the testimony of Ida 
angel, aa above elated, who directed the pious wo- 
man to inform his disciples of hia resurrection, and 
promised that they should see liim in Galilee. Ac- 
cordingly we find no- less, than eleven instances re- 
corded of his being aeen by eome of the disciples, 
or their companies. Reappeared to Mary and the 
women who were with ber at the sepulchre, — he 
appeared also to Peter,— to the two disciples going 
to Emmauus,— to James, — to the ten, Thomas be- 
ing absent, — to the eleven, he being present,— to 
the disciples again at the aca of Tiberias,— and to 
above five hundred brethren at once,— Arid as the 
writer of the Acts informs us, "he showed himself 
alive after his passion, by many infallible proofs, be- 
ing seen of the apostles forty days, and speaking of 
the thino-s pertaining to the kingdom of God." 
Of whom Christ himself saith, in prospect of his 
ascension, promising them the gift of his spirit from 

oq, high "Ye shall be witnesses unto ids, both in 

Jerusalem and in ail Judea and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost part of the earth." And after fyY 
had said ihese things, they beheld him in his ascenf- 
eion to heaven. All these examples furnish us with 
the testimony of eye witnesses, who were persons 
of unimpeachable integrity, who were possessed of 
competent knowledge oft he person of Chrsi, to pre- 
vent misapprehension or- mistake. They had been 
his companions before his death, and they saw him 
under such circumstances after his resurrection, as 
rendered it impossible that they should be decieved. 
H'e was with them at intervals for the space offor- 
ly days,— he ato, drank, and conversed with them, — 
he taught the reality of his existence, — he wrought 
miracles, and instructed them in the principles of 
his religion. Thev hail the same kind of evidence, 
thai he was alive after hiH passion, which they had 
of each- other's existence. This was the evidence 
of sense. The fact of his resurrection, supported 
by such iv number of witnesses, stands upon a firm 
basis. His resurrection is explicitly taught in the 
Acts nf the apostles, and- in various connexions in 
the Epistles. The apostle Paul, though not of the 
number of the twelve, in his first Epistle to the 
Corinthians said),"! 5 delivered unto yon first of nil, 
that which I also received, how that Christ died 
for our sins according to ihe Scriptures ; ami that 
lie was buried, and that he rose again the third day, 
according to the Scriptures." — Pitgrim

revelation from God.

THE POWERS OE THE MINISTRY. 

Let us for a moment examine into the 
powers of the Methodist ministers. That 
we mav ascertain the extent of this pow- 
er, it may be well to enquire, in the first 
place, what they cannot do. They cannot, 
that is, the General Conference cannot do 
'away the privileges of our ministers or 
preachers of atrial by a committee, and 
of an appeal ; neither shall they do away 
the privileges of our members oftrial be- 
fore the society, or by a committee, and 
of an appeal.' And let it be remembered 
that this restriction was laid upon all fu- 
ture delegated General Conferences by 
tiic General Conference themselves al the 
time the delegated General Conference 
was created- Does this show a disposi- 
tion to abridge the rights of the people or 
to deprive them of their privileges ? And 
we consider this as one of the most im- 
portant restrictive regulations under 
which the General Conference acts. Is a 
member of the Church accused of an im- 
morality or any dereliction of duty? how- 
is he to be dealt with? By being brought 
before his peers, in the presence of his ac- 
cuser, hearing and confronting the, wit- 
nesses, and of vindicating himself fairly 
and fully. Nor can the preacher inflict 
any penalty upon the supposed delinquent 
until after hearing all that can be said for 
or against him, and deliberating thereon, 
a committee of his brethren pronounce 
him guilty- In this instance, therefore, 
the preacher is no more than an executive 
officer, to carry into execution the decis- 
ion of the committee.

"How must our conceptions of Divine 
Power be enlarged, when we consider 
this earth which appears so great to the 
frail beings who inhabit it, is only a small 
speck in creation, or like an atom in the 
immensity of space, when compared witb 
the myriads of worlds of superior mag- 
nitude which exist within the boundaries 
of creation ! The Sun is a body of such 
magnitude as overpowers our feeble con- 
ceptions and fills u* with astonishment. 
Within the wide circumference of this 
Luminary, more than a million of worlds 
as large as ours could be contained. At 
the rate of sixty miles per day it would 
require more than a hundred millions of 
years to pass over every sqavc mile on his 
surface. His attractive energy extends 
to several thousands of millions of miles 
from his surface, retaining in their orbits 
the most distant planets and comets, and 
dispensing Jight and beat and fructifying 
influence to more titan a hundred worlds. 
What an astonishing idea then does it 
give us of ire power of Omnipotence, 
when we consider that the universe is re- 
plenished with innwmrablc globes of a 
similar size and splendour ? 

For every star which the naked eye 
perceives twinkling in the vault of hea- 
ven, and those more distant orbs which 
the telescope brings to view, are doubt- 
less suns no less. in magnitude than that 
which enlightens our day, and surround- 
ed bv :i retinue of revolving worlds. Ir 
has been reconcd that nearly a hundred 
million of stars He within the range of 
our telescopes. And if we suppose, as we 
lastly may, that each of these suns has a 
hundred u orlds connected with it, there 
will be found (-:;; thousand millions oj worlds 
in that portion of the Universe which 
comes within the range of human observa- 
tion, besides those which lie concealed 
from mortal eyes in the unexplored re 
gions of space, which may yet exceed all 
* that are visible, as the water in the cav- 
erns of the ocean exceed in magnitude a 
single particle of vapor, of such numbers 
and magnitudes « e can form no adequate 
conception. The mind is bewildered, 
confounded and utterly overwhelmed 
when it attempts to grasp the magnitude 
of the universe." 

Speaking of the amplitude of the scale, 
he savs.* • 'Between the sun and the near- 



earth, is flying throne h the regions of 
immensity at the rate of thirty thousand 
miles an hour, another at the rate of sev- 
enty thousand, and another at a hundred 
thousand miles an hour, and that mill- 
ions of mighty worlds arc thus travers- 
ing the illimitable space of the firmament; 
can we refrain from exclaiming in the 
language of inspiration, "Gr,eat and mar- 
velous are thy works, Lord God Almigh- 
ty !"
